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INTRODUCTION 


HAT is it that we look for and expect to find 
in a parish history? Above all, what we 
require are personal records, and an answer 
to the question—Who were the folk who 
trod the village street in centuries gone by as well as in more 
recent times? The record of East Hendred men is a good 
one. Henry Chichele, afterwards Archbishop of Canterbury, 
was rector here as a young man. ‘Thomas Hearne, the 
nonjuror and antiquary, knew the village as he knew his 
own birthplace or as he was familiar with the streets and 
lanes of his beloved Oxford. Joseph Butler, the famous 
author of an epoch-making book, The Analogy of Religion, 
came as a young man, in 1717, straight from Oxford to East 
Hendred to assist his college friend, Edward Talbot, who 
had then recently been made rector. These are three only 
of the greater men who influenced East Hendred life or 
were themselves affected by it. 

We want to know as well all we can of the yeomen | 
families, who so often are by far the oldest in any parish and 
the most tenacious of their birthplaces. We like to find out 
what were their possessions and their household goods, and 
therefore must know what is discoverable about them in their 
Wills. (It is again necessary to see what traces of antiquity 
still remain—what relics, architectural and otherwise, what 
monuments, and what documents are in the Parish Chest 
as well as elsewhere. It is important also to note how the 
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village got its name and record the various spellings of the 
place-name until it reached its present form. 

We need more parish lists and inventories, lists docu- 
mented and annotated of men and families as well as of 
things. It is useful to know what printed materials already 
exist, and to estimate their value. Apart from much individual 
effort three great topographical schemes have been in operation 
for many years, and each has a splendid record behind it. 
The first is the Historical Manuscripts Commission, which 
has done priceless work for the whole kingdom. The second 
is the Royal Commission upon Historical Monuments, which 
in a shorter period has produced nearly a dozen valuable 
volumes upon the Home Counties. The third is the Victoria 
County History scheme, a most noble effort, but not easy to 
carry through without a Government subsidy. 

Here also may be named the encouragement always given 
to the parish historian and chronicler by two newspapers 
of great influence. The Times never fails to help the local 
historian, It tells him of his faults, but equally it refers to 
the good points in what he may have done. In the same 
way The Church Times, one of the ablest edited of newspapers, 
assists the writer of a parish history by its critical acumen, 
wide knowledge, great influence and interest in the subject. 

It is with the object of urging the Government and local 
archeological societies to state what methods should be adopted 
to standardise as far as is wise parochial historical work that 
I have issued this book, which, without being a history, is 
yet the real material for it, and attempts to record the 
essential points in a typical English village. The form in 
which these facts are presented differs both as regards what 
it includes and what it omits from any other parish history 
so far issued, and it will, 1 hope, be agreed that the matter I 
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have printed in this volume regarding East Hendred is that 
which is required to form the basis for the complete history of 
any parish. It is given here without hypothesis or guesswork. 

Possibly the idea of standardising parish histories may 
act as a stimulus to fresh efforts by others. What I wish is 
that some prosperous local archeological society, or, better 
still, the Government, may see fit to experiment with some 
county, treating all its parishes on some such lines as those of 
the plan I now put forward with whatever qualifications they 
see fit to make. Perhaps when a definite scheme is put forth, 
as in this case, many who have hitherto hesitated to embark 
upon the compilation of a local history will feel encouraged 
when they see the line of resistance. My book gives all exist- 
ing sources, pointing the way for those who wish to pursue 
research further, and I trust it makes it easy for any student to 
develop the story in any direction he pleases. Specimen docu- 
ments are printed 77 extensoin the Appendix. To print every- 
thing in full is rarely necessary and results in an unwieldy 
volume. To have done so in this case was contrary to my plan. 

While I have pursued this work I have had no small 
satisfaction that my choice fell upon East Hendred. The 
country round Abingdon and Oxford has special attrac- 
tions for the historical student. The churches and villages 
of which East Hendred is one reveal the influence of the 
great monastic establishment under whose sway it partially 
came. The monastery at Abingdon reached out its arms to 
Hendred among other parishes of the neighbourhood, and 
the effect was felt in the daily life and history of the place. 

It is doubtful whether any village in the kingdom can show 
such an array of historical relics as does East Hendred. Those 
in the hands of Mrs Eyston and her son include Bishop 
_Fisher’s staff with which he supported himself to the scaffold, 
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and Sir Thomas More’s drinking cup. The chapter on the 


relics reveals many more of great historical and local value. 

It may not be inappropriate here to mention the 
advantage which has come to East Hendred in having 
had the salutary guidance of the Eyston family since about 
1440. The continuity of this family is remarkable. Here 
in their ancient house in the centre of the village they have 
lived generation after generation righteously and soberly, 
watching at all times over the interests of the place in periods 
both of peace and of trouble. Here is a family which is and 
always has been loyally faithful to the Catholic Church of our 
fathers, a family which has maintained its own private chapel 
and services in a thirteenth-century building continuously 
since long before the anxious times of King Henry VIII. 
In the parish church, too, the Eystons have a chapel which, 
with its monuments, is not the least solid tribute to their 
history, vitality and good works in many centuries, It stands 
a monument to their peace-loving qualities and to their true 
Catholicity. 

I trust that this book will show how far it is possible 
to compile a parish history without being oneself connected 
either by birth or by residence with the place dealt with. 
In this I may perhaps claim the advantage of a detached 
and an independent view, and I have therefore acted with 
design in attempting to throw a little light upon the history 
of a place which I know through continued visits only. 
The argument from this is that historical facts regarding 
any parish are within the reach of everyone. All that is 
required is patience, zeal, and a love and an aptitude for 
research. No one who watches what is published in the way 
of local history can fail to see what splendid work has been 
done by the efforts of the clergy, local schoolmasters, lawyers 
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and local archeological societies. There is, however, some- 
times lacking a sense of proportion, fitness and elimination, 
and a huge volume is produced where often a smaller one 
would serve a better purpose. With the cost of printing 
what it now is, and the demands made upon the clergy 
and others, it cannot always happen that they will be parish 
historians. Lack of funds and also sometimes lack of in- 
terest in the neighbourhood act as ‘ wet blankets’ to many 
a scheme. Publishers, too, cannot be expected to regard the 
publication of parish chronicles except upon a commercial 
footing. Publishers are rarely, if ever, speculative over local 
books, and charge the cost against the compiler or else 
compel him to guarantee the sale of copies sufficient to pay 
the printers’ and binders’ bills. 

The biographical section of this book, to which I have 
attached importance, has involved much labour. I may be 
allowed to instance what is printed upon David Robertson 
and his descendants as a case which presented difficulty at 
first, but was brought to a finish, I trust, satisfactorily. The 
List of Portraits has been gathered from many sources and 
provides a feature hitherto neglected. I have dealt with the 
contents of the Parish Chest, the earliest Register being the 
principal item. There are in the chest in the church vestry 
two volumes of comparatively recent date, labelled East 
Hendred Parish Record. I see in these two volumes covering 
only a limited period an idea of importance well carried out 
and a valuable supplement to the Parish Register. Its full 
significance will be seen by future generations, and the idea 
may be commended to other parishes. 

Village life is a great national asset, and we are indeed 
a foolish nation if we do not bestir ourselves to keep our 
local records well preserved. Efforts are being made most 
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successfully at this present time to make village life attractive. 
There could be no finer mission, but in all the schemes 
put forth there is not enough done to stir the imagina- 
tion as regards the past. The village club should have a 
gallery of portraits, and the chief events in the history of the 
parish emblazoned on a board or parchment, or even cut in 
stone. The village is still the nursery of national character. 
Do not let us neglect any aspect of so great a possession and 
so fine an inheritance. 


In pursuing my studies regarding Hendred I have to 
thank many friends, and first of all Mr Walter Brown of the 
British Museum, for his untiring zeal and patient assistance 
throughout. I doubt whether without his help I could have 
faced the labour involved. Miss Stokes assisted me ably 
with Wills, as well as in other ways. Rev. P. P. Goldingham, 
the present Rector of Hendred, gave me help in one or two 
important details. Mrs Harry Sowdon of Drayton Manor 
gave me useful information as to her late husband and his 
connection with Hendred. Mr J. J. Hammond rendered very 
valuable help with the records at Salisbury. Canon Westlake, 
the learned custodian of Westminster Abbey, did the same 
with the documents under his care. Mr George W. Smith, 
a well-known Reading resident, directed me to some very im- 
portant Court Rolls in the possession of Mr Matthew Jarvis, 
who at once placed them at my disposal. Not least has been 
the encouragement received from my friend A. E. O. Slocock 
of Newbury. Mr McBeth of the Riverside Press, Edinburgh, 
has shown a high intelligence throughout while this book was 
passing through the press.

Parish Regusters 


The Parish Registers begin in 1539, but are defective for 
certain years. An analysis of the volumes is as follows :— 
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PARISH REGISTERS—continued. 

Earliest Register: Baptisms from 30th August 1539- 
1564, 1570-1724, 1725-1726, 1726-1728. Burials from 
1558-1565, 1571-1702, 1702-1727, 1727-1728. Marriages 
from 1558-1722, 1722-1724, 1724-1727. 

The next volume begins with 1746, and the Registers 
are continued up to date. The missing years appear to be 
principally: Baptisms, 1619. Burials, 1565-1571, 1640- 
1660, 1661, 1681. Marriages are defective between 1563 
and 1598, 1040, 1004. 1 7lGoul 710 

The earliest volume of the Registers has the following 
note on the first page :—‘ Here followeth the names and 
surnames of all the persons chrisinede within the parish of 
East Hendred from the eighth day of October in the xxx" year 
of the reign of our Sovereigne Lorde King Henry the eight 
unto the sixth year of the reign of our Sovereign Lady 
Queen Elizabeth.’ A later volume has written inside it the 
following :—‘ No register had been kept in this parish for 
about 20 years till I came to reside here which was in May 
1746. G. Woodward, rector. The reason why so many 
leaves are left vacant at ye beginning of the book is that they 
might possibly be filled up hereafter, as I was then made to 
believe that there was an account kept in this parish some- 
wheres, but could not be found and indeed it never was found, 
for I was afterwards told in direct person none at all had 
been kept. G. Woodward.’ The two previous Rectors were 
John Holland and Samuel Rolleston. ; 

The Registers have never been printed, either in part 
or im extenso. Sowdon made large extracts from them and 
showed good judgment in what he copied. His extracts are 
very representative of the chief families connected with 
the parish. A few notes on the Rectors in a modern hand, 
and signed ‘G. Hennessey,’ are placed inside one of the 
volumes.

At various early times disputes have arisen at East Hendred 
with reference to Tithes. Several important documents exist, 
the chief of which are the following :— 

1. A Grant of tithes in East Hendred from the Abbey of Bec 
to the Abbey of Reading, dated 1230. 

2. An Agreement between the Abbey of Bec and the Abbey of 
Reading as to the tithes of East Hendred. 

3. Confirmation by the Dean and Chapter of Salisbury of an 
agreement made between the Abbey of Bec and the Rector of East 
Hendred as to tithes. 


The three documents named above are among the 
muniments at Hendred House, with the respective seals of 
the Abbey of Bec, the Abbey of Reading, and the Dean and 
Chapter of Salisbury attached to them. They are in perfect 
preservation. 


4. Execution or Proceedings concerning the Rector of Easthenreth 
against the chaplain of the Chapel of St John the Baptist in the same 
parish. 

This is entered in the Register of Robert Hallam, Bishop 
of Salisbury, fol. 17, dated 1408, and a copy is in the 
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DOCUMENTS RELATING TO TITHES—continued. 
possession of the compiler of this work. (See biographical 
account of John Robcot in Section V.) 

5. Depositions taken at the Beare in Wantinge, 19 April, 21 Jas. L., 
in a suit pending in the Court of Exchequer between John Hercy 
and John Blacknoll, Esq’rs., plaintiffs, and Humphrey Gwynne, 
Clerk, deforciant. 

The above document is among the Exchequer King’s 
Remembrancer Depositions in the Public Record Office, and 
a copy is in possession of the compiler, with others relating 
to tithe disputes. 


6. Copies of several documents relating to the tithes of East 
Hendred are among the collection of reports upon historical matters 
made by John Caley, the Keeper of the Records in the Tower of 
London. The original of Caley’s Berkshire manuscript is in the 
possession of the compiler. 

7. The Terrier, taken 18 Sept. 1634, in the Bodleian Library, 
Oxford, contains particulars of ‘Tythes belonging to the Parsonage.’ 
(See below.) 

In the custody of the Rector of East Hendred is— 


‘ A map of that part of the Parish of East Hendred called W estmanside, 
as divided and allotted by an Act of Parliament passed in the year r8or.’ 


Churchwardens Presentments 


The Churchwardens’ Presentments for East Hendred are 
in the Bodleian Library, Oxford, among the MS. Records 
of the Archdeaconry of Berks, and date from 1536 to 1686. 
(For extracts, see Appendix.)

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Overseers’ Accounts 


There are two parchment-covered volumes of these 
accounts kept in the Parish Chest, vol. i., 1785-1820, and 
vol. i1., 1829-1860, Sowdon in his MS. refers to earlier 
accounts and says they are contained in ‘an old volume,’ 
the earliest being dated 1683, and he gives copious extracts 
of great interest between the years 1683 and 1774. He has 
pasted into his pages several original signatures of those 
who took a prominent part in the parish affairs of East 
Hendred. This earlier volume is now (1922) missing. 


Parish Record 


In the Parish Chest are also two volumes called— 

‘East Hendred Parish Record,’ and numbered vol. i., 1860-1869, 
and vol. ii., 1870-1893. 

They consist of notes upon various happenings in the 
Parish, and are of considerable and increasing value for the 
period covered. They supplement the ‘ Overseers’ Accounts ’ 
which end about the time the ‘Record’ begins. 

In addition to the above, the Parish Chest contains other

Lay Subsidy Rolls * 
The Lay Subsidy Rolls for Berkshire in the Public 


Record Office are invaluable for ascertaining the names 
of early inhabitants of all the parishes in the County, and 
often indicate to some extent in the particulars given the 
position of the persons named in the assessments. The Rolls 
for East Hendred, which commence in 1 Edw. I. (1272) 
and end with 16 Chas. I. (1641), contain many names 
familiar in the early history of the parish, from their 
occurrence in the Parish Registers and on Monumental 
Inscriptions, and sometimes from their survival in a Field- 
or Place-Name. The following list of the Rolls relating 
to East Hendred only attempts to place on record a few 
particulars of some of the well-known names _ therein 
mentioned :— 

1 Edw. I. 1272. Five persons named, including John le Frankelayn, Alice 

de Frankelayn, Robert Warin, etc.

Westminster Abbey Deeds in connection with ‘Ferthyngesmille’ and 
other property.

The Bruning family are allied to the Eystons by the 
marriage of Thomas John Eyston (1713-1795) to Mary, 
eldest daughter and eventually co-heiress of George Bruning, 
of East Meon. She was born in 1718 and died in September 
1787. She is buried at East Hendred. 


Letters of Thomas Hearne to Charles 
Hyston | 


A great friendship existed between Thomas Hearne, 
the Nonjuror, and Charles Eyston (1667-1721), who had 
kindred tastes and was known in his circle as ‘the 
antiquary. This is evidenced by the many references 
made to him in Hearne’s Dury, where the letters that 
passed between them are noted. There are at Hendred

Among the muniments at Hendred House is ‘A Short 
Account of the Chappell belonging to the mannor house 
of the mannor of Arches, now-a-dayes knowne by the name 
of the Chappel of 5S. Amen, in the parish of East Hendred.’ 
This MS. Account was written by Charles Eyston (1667-1721) 
about 1719, and was extended in later years by Charles John 
Eyston, thus making it a full and elaborate history of the 
Chapel, and it remains one of the chief treasures among 
the manuscripts at Hendred House. 

Extracts from this History of the Chapel are printed in 
Dom Bede Camm’s Forgotten Shrines, 1910, pp. 346-350, and 
in Thaddeus’ The Franciscans in England, 1898, pp. 149-152. 


Sowdon’s M anuscript 


Many references to Sowdon’s MS, will be found in these 
pages. Harry Wilson Sowdon (1861-1917), of whom a 
biographical account will be found in Section IV., was a 
resident of East Hendred who had good opportunities for 
getting information not easily obtainable by others. He 
was an industrious amateur historian who collected all he 
could discover of the history of the parish, and the result is 
a valuable record in four volumes, in neatly written hand- 
writing, which is now in the possession of the compiler of 
this work. The material can be described as ‘Rough Notes 
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SOWDON’S MANUSCRIPT—continued. 
for the History of East Hendred,’ and was collected by 


Sowdon with a view to publication. It contains very little 
original research, but, nevertheless, up to a point it is a useful 
account of the village. The volumes deal with : 
1. Manorial matters,

. List of Rectors, with brief and very inadequate notes. 
. Extracts from the Registers and Overseers’ Accounts. 
. Observations on the history of the Eyston family and the 
Chapel of St Amand.

The MS., which the writer 
of this note has had the privilege of examining, is dated from 
Woodside, Windlesham, and was begun on 1oth September 
1900 and finished at Christmas of the same year. It 
contains many references to his life at East Hendred, and 
an allusion is made in it to a genealogy of the Pott family 
compiled by his mother, and also to genealogical details 
entered in two family Bibles.

justice to his reputation as an antiquary. His great name 
was exploited to his disadvantage after his death. In the 
years 1665-1666 Ashmole had made a personal survey of 
the Churches of Berkshire and taken notes of Arms and 
copies of Monumental Inscriptions. As a parochial history, 
Ashmole’s book is of little value. In 1719, twenty-seven 
years after Ashmole’s death, an anonymous editor employed 
by Curll, the bookseller, published the MS. of Ashmole’s 
notes. At the date of publication indignation was expressed 
at the injustice done to Ashmole’s memory by the careless 
treatment of his MS. Thomas Hearne, the Oxford 
Antiquary, in his Dzary, writes: ‘As soon as I open’d 
it, and look’d into it, 1 was amaz’d at the abominable 
Impudence, Ignorance, and Carelessness of the Publisher, 
and I can hardly ascribe all this to any one else than to 
that villain, Curll. Mr Ashmole is made to have written 
abundance of Things since his Death. All is ascrib’d to 
him, and yet a very great Part of what is mention‘d, 
happen’d since he died.’ Another entry in the Dury 
records that ‘Mr Eyston of East Hendred being in town 
[Oxford] with his two brothers, they all complain of the 
blunders in the book called Ashmole’s Antiquities of Berkshire, 
and observe it was done in a great hurry.’ 

In the later edition of 1736 the book fared but slightly 
better. At the instance of John Watts, an Alderman of 
Reading, the book was reprinted and published in one folio 
volume, a sheet a week being given away with each issue 
of The Reading Mercury, one of the earliest provincial papers, 
which had been established in 1723 by Watts. In this 
1736 edition of Ashmole, translations into English of the 
Latin Epitaphs are added. ‘The pagination of the edition 
is incorrect in several places. The original MS. of the 
work in Ashmole’s writing is in the Bodleian Library and 
forms item 850 of the Ashmolean Cata/ogue. It contains 
Arms of families not reproduced in the book. Ashmole

was a Staffordshire man, and was born 23 May 1617. 
His interest in Berkshire arose from his marriage in 1649 
with Mary, daughter of Sir William Forster of Aldermaston 
and widow of Sir Thomas Mainwaring, Recorder of Reading. 
He lived at Bradfield, Berks. He died 18 May 1692, and 
is buried at St Mary’s Church, Lambeth.

In the year 1759 Edward Rowe Mores (see D.N.B.), 
a pioneer in topography, sent out printed Queries to the 
clergy asking them to reply to his well-chosen questions 
relating to the history of their parishes. At that date the 
Rev. George Woodward (see biography in Section V.) was 
Rector of East Hendred, and wrote from there on 21 August 
1759 giving such details as he knew of. His replies are 
printed in the above work and form No. XVI. (or Vol. IV., 
No. 2) of the Bzbhotheca Topographica Britannica. The in- 
formation Woodward gives is meagre. He speaks of the 
‘Court Rolls and ancient records’ of East Hendred which 
he has seen (probably at the Eystons’ house), in which he 
says the name Hendred is also spelled Henreith. He refers 
to ‘ Fulling Mill Meer’ as being a place existing within the 
memory of old folk of the village, and he refers to another 
field known as ‘Blood Close.’ He also states ‘there are 
no particular charities belonging to the parish, except such 
as are met with in almost all parishes,’ and the only

eminent men he knows of connected with the parish were 
Archbishop Chichele and Dr Michael Geddes, author of 
the Tracts, who was Rector here, and buried in the Chancel 
of the Church, 1710. He alludes to a fair which he says 
‘took place a week before Whit Sunday and is known as 
“Feast Week,” a sort of a wake and time of revelry, and 
owes its original to the dedication of the Church, though 
to whom the Church was dedicated I can never find.’ 
There were really two fairs; St Augustine’s Fair begun 
24. May, and St Catharine’s Fair begun 23 November. The 
original of Woodward’s reply is in the Gough Collection 
at the Bodleian Library, Oxford (see Madan’s Summary 
Catal. of Western MSS., vol. iv., 1897, p. 188, No. 17727, 
folwao}:

The 
above book was a fine achievement by a young man of twenty- 
five, who had planned to write a complete parochial history 
of the county.

preserved at Hendred House. Special mention is made of 
the copy of Harpsfield’s famous ‘ Treatise of Marryage’ (see 
biographical notes in Section IV. on Nicholas Harpsfield 
and Rev. Joseph Stevenson), and also to a fifteenth-centur 
‘Book of Hours,’ and a ‘Breviary.’ Naturally, the bulk 
of the documents at Hendred House are associated with 
the family of the Eystons and their property, and thus 
provide much useful information on the history of the 
family as well as upon the history of the neighbourhood.

Biographical 


I.— General 


bbe bury The Abberburys were connected with East 

Hendred in very early times. Thomas de 
Abberbury in 1324 held land in the parish 
which belonged to the Bishop of Salisbury, and also John 
de Abberbury in 1347. Sir John de Abberbury occurs in a 
Chancery Inquisition post-mortem in 1346, and rent of lands, 
etc., in ‘Esthenrethe’ is mentioned. In 1366, Richard de 
Abberbury was given a licence to found a Chantry at 
Donnington, endowed with lands, tenements, etc., at East 
Hendred, Newbury, etc. In 1376 this grant was assigned 
to the foundation of the Friars of the Holy Cross or Crutched 
Friars, London, instead of to the Donnington Chantry. The 
Abberburys exercised their privilege until some time after 
1448, when it passed to William, Duke of Suffolk. ‘ Richard 
Abberbury’ occurs in the Names of the Gentry of Berkshire 
in 1433, and ‘ Richard Abberbury, jun., Chiv.,’ was a knight 
of the Shire in Parliament in the reign of Richard II.

The Allins were a yeoman family closely

tions. The name of Edmund Allin occurs 

in the Parish Registers in 1547, and after this date the

references are very numerous. A _ branch of the same 
family, and possibly an earlier one, existed at the neigh- 
bouring village of Harwell. Richard Weston married Johan 
Allyn in 1560 at Harwell. Richard Allin of Harwell, who 
died about 1610, had a son, John Allin, who married Anne 
Sherwood of East Hendred. She is named in a ‘Brief’ 
dated 30 May 1663 (15 Chas. II.) as a ‘ widow living at 
East Hendred and one of the sufferers by a fire there on 
26 June preceding.’ In 1618 John Allin married Eleanor 
Yorke, thus linking the Allins with another prominent local 
family. In the ‘Terrier’ of 1634 (see Appendix) a ‘John 
Alline’ is mentioned several times as possessing land in 
East Hendred. In the eighteenth century John Allin was 
a large farmer and landowner in the neighbourhood. He 
was a well-known valuer who made awards and effected 
enclosures in Berkshire. The signature of John Allin and 
a copy of a letter by him, dated 15 May 1798, on manorial 
matters are preserved in Sowdon’s MS. 

Members of the family of a later generation purchased 
considerable property in East Hendred. In March 1822 
John Allin bought the manor of Framptons from Sir John 
Walter Pollen, Bart., and also about 1833 purchased the 
King’s Manor. ‘These manors remained in the family for 
some considerable time. The tithes of the Chapel of 
St Amand were acquired by William Allin from the Rev. 
James Robertson, a son of David Robertson, M.D., and 
William Allin’s son, John, was possessed of them in 1878. 
John Allin enlarged and restored Downs House, and during 
the time he resided there improved the grounds. William 
Allin was living there in 1844. The house was sold by 
John Allin’s grandson in 1897 and bought by the late Lord 
Wantage. It passed to Lady Wantage on his death, and 
in 1912 she gave it to her cousin, Mr Archie Kirkman 
Loyd, K.C. (g.v.) A pedigree of the Allin family is in 
Berry’s Berkshire Genealogies, p. 103, 1837, and several Allin 
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ALLIN FAMILY—continued, 
Wills will be found in the List of Wills (see Section IX.).

This important family married into that 
Wada: of the Turbervilles and succeeded them 
Dawa in the manor (later known as the Manor 

: of Arches), and thus were forerunners of 
the Eystons. Amice, daughter of Sir Richard de Turber- 
ville, married William de Arches of Esthenreth for her 
first husband, and Rogo de Gacelyn for her second. The 
manor was settled on Amice and her second husband and 
their heirs in 1308, with remainder to her son, William 
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ARCHES FAMILY-—continued, 
de Arches. It remained in the hands of the Arches family, 
taking its name from them. In the Bishops’ Registers at 
Salisbury, John Arches in 1387, 1396, and in other years, 
and Radulph Arches, armiger, 1414, are recorded in the 
Institutions of various chaplains as the Patrons of the Manor 
Chapel. William de Arches was succeeded by John de 
Arches, on whose heirs the manor was settled in 1375. He 
was living in 1401, when he was a Justice of the Peace 
for Berkshire, and was succeeded by Ralph de Arches, 
Escheator for the County in 1412. He was dead in 1421 
when his widow Elizabeth, and his daughter Maud, wife 
of John Stowe, were both claiming his manor of Catmere. 
In 1428 John Stowe was holding this manor. Maud in- 
herited Arches and seems to have married William Crossby 
as her second husband. Her daughter and heir married 
John Eyston, and carried the manor of Arches into his 
family. The most authentic information will be found in 
Charles John Eyston’s printed Pedigree of the Eystons, p. 3, 
and in the Parochial Section of the Victorza County History 
of Berks. In Berry’s Berkshire Pedigrees the connections 
between the Turbervilles, Arches, and Eyston families are 
briefly given.

His mother was 
Winefred Barbara, daughter of Thomas John 
Eyston. He was born at Milton House, 11 May 1781; 
sent to St Omer’s College, Aug. 1790; ordained Priest about 
July 1806. His first mission was probably at Pocklington 
in 1809. He belonged to a Catholic family which already 
had ties and associations with the Eystons. James Butler, 
the father of the learned Charles Butler, had married Barrett’s 
sister, and Charles Butler had married Mary Eyston. The 
estate of Milton joins that of East Hendred, and presumably 
another member of the Barrett family at an earlier date was 
Chaplain at Hendred House. Under date 15 October 1723 
Thomas Hearne records in his Diary : 

‘Mr Barret, a young Gentleman, a Franciscan Fryer, 
is Chaplain to my Friend, Mr Robert Eyston, a Roman 
Catholick of East Hendred in Berks.’ 

Basil Richard Barrett had a mental breakdown, and 
repaired to the south of England. After officiating at Bath 
in 1818, and Bristol in 1821, and other places, he subsequently 
went to Froidement in 1829, where he died 3 May 1858, 
aged seventy-seven. His later and less responsible years 
were devoted to writing 4 Mathematical Treatise showing how 
the Circle can be squared. "He was the author of The Life of 
Cardinal Ximines, London, 1813 ; Pretensions to a Final Analysts 
of the Nature and Origin of Sublimity, Style, Beauty, etc., London, 
1812.

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The uncommon name of Belson occurs in 
the Parish Registers among the Christenings 
in 1587. The name is familiar in martyrology, and also in 
sixteenth-century Oxford life. Thomas Belson the martyr, 
who was executed at Oxford in 1589, was of the same 
family. Details of a rare book relating to his death are 
given in Madan’s Oxford Books, p. 29. The will of Thomas 
Belson is at Oxford. 

A branch of this old Catholic family was resident at East 
Hendred, or had temporarily taken refuge there. Another 
link of this family with East Hendred was the finding of 
a pane of glass with an inscription followed by the name 
of Augustine Belson. It appears that when alterations were 
being made at Hendred House some years ago, many old 
leaded lights were removed by a glazier and put into the 
windows of his cottage in the village. In 1904 Sowdon 
noticed an inscription scratched on one of the small panes, 
which proved to be lines from the first epistle of Horace 
(Book I., line 60), as follows :— 

‘Hic murus aéneus esto, 
Nil conscire sibi, nulla pallescere culpa.’ 

At the end of the quotation is ‘ Delecta . . . Domini 
Augustini Belsoni. Scripsit C. Eyston.’ The piece of glass 
is now in the possession of Mrs Eyston at Hendred House. 

The Eystons and the Belsons were connected by marriage.

Belson Family. 


The Besley family is a notable one in East 
Hendred, and one which has been very 
closely associated with the intimate life of the parish since 
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BESLEY FAMILY—continued. 


the eighteenth century. Its chief representative in recent 
times was Lawrence Besley, a highly respected villager, who 
lived to be ninety-six years of age, and died in 1906. He 
carried on business in the village shop for many years. 

Sowdon drew a character sketch of Besley amid his 
surroundings: ‘But we must cross over the road to see 
the most perfect specimen of a timber- and brick-built house 
remaining in this village. It is a perfect gem, and is the 
delight of every artist who may come into the district. It 
has been many times painted. The road wagons started 
from here every Sunday night for London. The shop was 
afterwards kept for over fifty years by Besley. I may say that 
at the time Lawrence Besley lived at the shop, the place and 
the proprietor matched well. The old house still remains, 
but the old proprietor is gone. He lived to the great age of 
ninety-six, but for some years had given up the shop. It 
was a pleasure to see the old gentleman opening his shop 
in the morning at half-past five or six o’clock, and to see him 
in the afternoon, spectacles on nose, and a twopenny piece 
of George III. on a page of his ledger to keep it down. It 
was a picture we shall not see again.’ Besley was Church- 
warden for many years, and collected the offertory on 
Sundays. He had been a musician, and used to be leader 
of the band in the gallery of the Church. A portrait of 
him is pasted in Sowdon’s MS. The entry of Lawrence 
Besley’s birth is given in the Parish Register in 1810 as 
Lawrence, son of Isaac and M. Besley, and the family is 
traceable back directly in the Registers for three or four 
generations. John Besley’s signature in 1777 is inserted in 
Sowdon’s MS. He was probably the Churchwarden who 
signed the Churchwardens’ Accounts in 1750. 

In the Churchyard at East Hendred there is a noticeable 
series of memorial stones to members of the Besley family. 
This family, so long and so honourably connected with East 
Hendred, still has a remarkable representative living there, 
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BESLEY FAMILY—continued. 
Joseph Besley (a first cousin of Lawrence Besley), who on 
18 August 1922 reached the age of ninety. He lives close 
to the Church, and is the oldest man in the parish. He 
has happy recollections of many of the prominent people 
associated with East Hendred, including Monsignor Isaac 
Goddard (9.v.), with whom he was at school. A branch of 
the Besley family emigrated to America and founded a great 
brewing business.

He was born at Lenton 
ae: Cottage, Hyson Green, Notts, 19 Septem- 

ber 1841. His father was Thomas Billyeald, a lace manu- 

facturer, and his mother Anniss Billyeald (formerly Hallam). 

In 1898 Arthur Billyeald purchased from the Allin family 

the ancient residence known as the King’s Manor, including 

some monastic buildings formerly belonging to the Monks 
of Sheen. This domestic residence has traces of antiquity 
in its heavy rough-hewn beams and very low ceilings. The 
adjoining gatehouse and stables he turned into a picture 

gallery. Arthur Billyeald was a self-taught artist, and did 

much sketching at Hendred, Steventon and neighbouring 

places. A picture by him entitled The Thames at Greenwich 
was exhibited at the Royal Academy in 1887. In business 
he was the general manager of Walkers, Parker & Co., 

Lead Merchants, of the Shot Tower, Lambeth. He 

retired about 1910, and died in London in May 1919 in 

his seventy-eighth year. His only son, Mr A. E. Billyeald, 
now owns and occupies the King’s Manor, and a married 
daughter, Mrs Gandon, also resides in the village. Mrs 
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BILLYEALD—continued. 


Billyeald died in March 1922 and is buried at East 
Hendred. A portrait of Arthur Billyeald was painted by 
T. F. M. Sheard (9.v.), and is now in possession of his son 
at the King’s Manor.

William Bond, who appears in the list of 
Bond (William).

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Many members of the Broad family have 
Broad Family. been connected with East Hendred, as is 

testified by numerous entries in the Parish 
Registers. Richard Broad married Ann Cowdery in 1812. 
Another one of the same name, well within the memory 
of many, occupied considerable land in the parish, and his 
farm is still known as ‘Broad’s Farm,’ or the ‘ Abbey 
Farmhouse. This farmhouse is an ancient timber- and 
brick-building, and was the residence of Thomas Broad for 
a long period. After the death of Thomas Broad it was 
occupied by one King, and the front was covered with 
stucco and the old leaded windows taken out and plain 
glass ones substituted. 

Adjoining are the remains of the monastery formerly 
used as a farmhouse by a tenant named Dandridge. It was 
afterwards purchased by John Allin, at whose death it passed 
into the hands of Arthur Billyeald (7.v.), and still remains 
in the possession of the family. 

In the Parish Church a family monument has the 
following inscription :— 


In memory of Richard Broad who died the r4th February, 1872, 
in his 82nd year. Also of Mary Ann Broad, his wife, who died 
the 25th Sept. in her 56th year. 

And of Sarah, their daughter, who died the 6th May 1849, aged 
5 years.

King’s Counsel, Catholic and Legal Author, 
Butler (Charles). was born in Pall Mall, London, 14 August 
1750. He was a son of James Butler and 
brother of Alban Butler. Charles Butler studied abroad 
until about 1766, when he returned to England and began 
the study of law, attaining great success as a conveyancer. 
He was the first Catholic called to the Bar since the 
Revolution of 1688. In 1776 he married Mary, daughter 
of John Eyston, thus linking himself with East Hendred. 
He lived at Great Ormond Street, London, and died there, 
2 June 1832, aged eighty-two. His wife died 2 May 1814, 
aged sixty, and both are buried at St Pancras. ‘The life of 
this eminent man is best found in Thompson Cooper’s life 
in the Dictionary of National Biography, and in Gillow’s Bzbso. 
Dictionary of the English Catholics, which contains a com- 
plete list of Butler’s works. Butler published two volumes 
of Reminiscences in 1827, and edited for a time The Catholic 
Gentleman's Magazine. A portrait of him is given in 
Ward’s Catholic London a Century Ago, 1905, wherein are 
also many biographical notes. (See list of Portraits in 
Section VIII.) 
The Library of Charles Butler, consisting of Prints, Music, 
etc., was sold on 1 December 1832.

with some pride. Butler, who as a philosopher takes his 
place in history with Bacon, Pascal and Newton, was often 
at East Hendred. He was the youngest of the eight children 
of Thomas Butler, a retired linen-draper, living at the Priory, 
Wantage. Joseph was born at Wantage, 18 May 1692, and 
the room in which he was born is still shown. ‘Thomas 
Butler was a Dissenter and gave his children a Noncon- 
formist education. Joseph, however, after being at Wantage 
Grammar School, Gloucester and Tewkesbury, besought his 
father to let him go to Oxford with the object of being 
trained for the Church, and he obtained his consent. He 
was admitted a commoner of Oriel College, 17 March 1714, 
and it was there that he met Edward Talbot (see Section V.), 
the son of William Talbot, Bishop of Salisbury, and a close 
intimacy was formed. There were only a few years’ 
difference in their ages. Talbot took his M.A. degree 
the same year that Butler entered Oriel. When, in 1717, 
Edward Talbot became Rector of East Hendred, Butler, 
also ordained, came over from Oxford to assist him, and 
many entries in Butler's handwriting are in the Parish 
Registers. In later years there is a tradition of his ‘riding 
a black pony and riding it very fast.’ Probably the few 
miles between Oxford and Hendred, or from his father’s house 
at Wantage, were covered by the same means. Thomas 
Bartlett, the biographer of Butler, states ‘that he (Butler) 
occasionally officiated at Hendred is proved by the fact 
of several entries, both in the Register of Baptisms and 
Burials of that parish, appearing in his autograph, from 
the Spring of 1717 to the Autumn of the same year. 
These entries have been carefully compared with his 
private memoranda book of that period, and contain such 
internal marks of identity in the writing as to remove all 
reasonable doubt upon the subject.’ 

In 1718 Butler was made preacher at the Rolls Chapel and 
also held the living of Haughton-le-Skerne, near Darlington, 
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from 1721 to 1725, when he was transferred to the Rectory of 
Stanhope in the same diocese. He resigned his office at the 
Rolls in 1726 after publishing the celebrated Fifteen Sermons 
which he had preached in the Chapel there. In 1733 he 
became chaplain to Baron Talbot, Lord Chancellor. In 1736 
he held a prebend at Rochester, and was also Clerk of the Closet 
to Queen Caroline, and in this year published his dna/ogy. In 
1738 he became Bishop of Bristol and in 1740 was made 
Dean of St Paul’s, retaining the bishopric. In 1747 Butler 
declined the Primacy. In 1750 he was translated to Durham. 

Edward Talbot’s daughter, Catharine, who was born at 
East Hendred, and became an authoress of much repute, 
makes the following allusion to Butler in one of her letters 
to Mrs Elizabeth Carter, which tends to confirm the close 
association of Butler with East Hendred in his early formative 
years :—‘ He was my father’s friend. I could almost say my 
remembrance of him goes back some years before I was born, 
from the lively imagery which the conversations I used to 
hear in my earliest years have imprinted on my mind. But 
from the first of my real remembrance, I have ever known 
in him the kind affectionate friend, the faithful adviser, 
which he would condescend to when I was quite a child, 
and the most delightful companion, from a delicacy of 
thinking, an extreme politeness, a vast knowledge of the 
world, and a something peculiar to be met with in nobody 
else.’ Joseph Butler died while on a visit to Bath in a house 
on the west side of Kingsmead Square on 16 June 1752, 
and was buried in Bristol Cathedral, where in 1834 a 
monument was erected by subscription to his memory.

The Castle family appears as being at East 
Hendred in Elizabethan times. In the 
Parish Registers the name occurs in 1576. 
The Will of William Castell, dated 1599, is in the list of 
Wills (see Section IX.) with others of later date of members 
of this family. In the reign of James I. a suit is on record 
respecting the Manor of Framptons between Castell and 
Woodley versus Sherwood. 
| According to the Visitation of Berks in 1623, Thomas 
Castle of East Hendred disclaimed to bear arms or use the 
title of Squire or Gentleman. 

In the ‘ Terrier’ of 1634, printed in the Appendix, there 
is a description of the land in East Hendred owned by 
Thomas Castell in respect to Tithes. There are several other 
references to him in the same document. 

In the Pedigree of Lyford of Hurley taken at the 
Visitation of Berkshire, 1665-1666, it appears that Richard 
Lyford of Peasemore married Mary, daughter of Thomas 
Castle of Hendred. 

In 1713 Thomas Castle was a Churchwarden, and signed 
the Churchwardens’ Accounts in that year. 

Most of the Castle family belonging to East Hendred and 
Ginge are buried in Lockinge Church. The entries in the 
Registers of Lockinge relating to this family are of peculiar 
interest. ‘The Castells of Hendred appear to have claimed 
a right to burial in the Chancel, as shown by the following 
extracts from the Registers :— 


1697. William Castle, of East Hendred, was buried 23rd October. John Castle, 
his son, gave me ten shillings for his being buried in the Chancell, 
out of which I gave the mason a shilling for laying the stones again.

Opposite this entry is a note that 


‘I have been credibly informed since the burial of Wm. Castle that 
a marke was the usual sum given to the rector for burying in the 
Chancel.’ John Aldworth. 
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1705. Martha Castle, Widdow, was buryed the 14th Nov. John Castle paid 
me 10s. for M. Castle being buryed in the Chancell. 


1715. Frances, the wife of John Castle, of W. Ginge, was carried thence on 
Friday, the 23rd of March, to be buried at Bensington in Oxfordshire. 


1717. Mr John Castle, of Ginge, was buryed May the 8th, and May 13th 
Mr Bowly gave me tos. for his Uncle Castell being buried in the 
Chancell. He is to be at the charge of laying the pavement. 

On 30 November 1645 there is an entry that 
‘Edward the Sonn of Wm. Castel and Martha his wife, was baptised 
at Ginge by reason of snowy and very cold weather.’ 

According to a document among the Archdeaconry Papers, 

Berks (see Appendix), in the Bodleian Library it appears that 

complaint was made in 1680 against William Castell 


‘For refusing to make a drinking for the procession.’ 


Among the Marriage Bonds of the Peculiar Court of 
the Dean and Chapter of Sarum is one dated 11 June 1685, 
in which William Castle of East Hendred is Bondsman for 
William Lawe of East Ginge and Mary Castle of Grove. 
This is the William Castle whose burial is recorded in the 
Lockinge Register in 1697.

An old family of the sixteenth to eighteenth 
Champ Family. centuries for ever associated with East 

Hendred and with the Chapel now known 
as ‘Champ’s Chapel.’ Ashmole thus refers to the Chapel: 
‘In this Manor, on the North East Side of the Town, 
there stands an old Chapel of Free-stone, supposed to 
have been built by the Monks of Shene, because it stands 
in this-Manor, and was about a hundred Years ago called 
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CHAMP FAMILY—continued. 

the Chapel of Jesus of Bethlem. It is now called Champ’s 
Chapel, lying near and belonging to one Mr Champ. 
The upper Part for these many Years has been turned into 
a Pidgeon-house, and the lower into a Bakehouse and 
Washing-house.’ The chapel was built in the early part 
of the fifteenth century. 

The name of Champ occurs in the Parish Registers as 
far back as 1577. ‘There are two references to ‘the widow 
Champe’ in the ‘Terrier’ of 1634, as occupying land. 
William Champ, who died in 1690, was probably a leading 
member of the family and the one to whom Ashmole refers. 
He is described as a ‘mercer’ in his Will, the administration 
of which was granted to his relict, Judith Champe. Another 
William Champ presumably was a Churchwarden in 1696 
and signed the Churchwardens’ Accounts in that year. (See 
list of Champ Wills in Section IX.) 

The Champs were also at Wantage. In a Marriage 
Bond, dated 1685, between Francis Spicer of East Hendred 
and Martha Champe of Wantage, Humphry Champe of 
East Hendred, husbandman, was one of the Bondsmen. 

The Wilkins family of the eighteenth century, pro- 
prietors of the Road wagons which plied between Hendred 
and London, also intermarried with the Champs.

This family, though belonging to Ardington 
Clarke Family. in the eighteenth century, found at East 

Hendred a useful ground of meeting. In 
the Parish Register is the following:— 

Edward Clarke Esq. of the Parish of Ardington and Mrs Mary 
Wiseman of Sparsholt Court in ye parish of West Hendred were 
married July 4, 1721, by me John Yorke, curate. 

The Clarkes were associated, however, with East Hendred 
at a much earlier period, for in the Will of Thomas Eyston, 
dated 5 Apr. 1608, he leaves the residue of his goods to 
Bartholomew Clarke of East Hendred, who he also appoints 
his executor. 

A notable representative of the family was William Nelson 
Clarke, the author of Parochial Topography of the Hundred of 
Wanting, published in 1824, a work which contains a useful 
history of the parish (see description of this book with bio- 
graphical note in Section III., and see also account of a 
portrait of author and other Clarke portraits in Section VIII.). 
Clarke wrote some notes on the family of Eyston which are 
now in the Bodleian Library, Oxford. A Pedigree of the 
Clarke family of Ardington was taken at the Visitations of 
Berkshire in 1623 and 1665-66, and is printed by the Harleian 
Society.

The name of this Catholic frequently turns 

Coffin (Charles). up in the history of East Hendred. He 

was one of Sir Robert Throckmorton’s 

Stewards, and also acted in the same capacity for the Eyston 

family in the early years of the eighteenth century. He

is named in Estcourt and Payne’s List of English Catholic 
Nonjurors of 1715 as ‘ Charles Coffin, of Buckland, gent.,’ 
and a note states that he was probably the solicitor who held 
the Courts for the Manor of Arches, and an extract is quoted 
from a letter of Charles Eyston, the antiquary, written to 
his children, in which he says: ‘ Being lately obliged to look 
over my writings, for the information of Mr Coffine, whom 
I have taken to be Steward to my Courts, upon Mr Crouch, 
the old Steward’s being past buseness.’ Hearne’s Dazary, 
under date 18 June 1719, says: ‘Mr Coffin is an honest 
ingenius man, and was five years at Doway. Mr Coffin 
(as himself told me) is descended in a direct line from 
Nicholas Wadham, Founder of Wadham College. Mr 
Coffin is Steward to my friend Mr Eyston of East Hendred, 
Berks, and he saith he hath digested all Mr Eyston’s papers 
(wch are many) relating to the estate. When Charles 
Eyston died in 1721, Hearne wrote a letter addressed ‘’To 
Mr C. Coffin, at Madam Eyston’s, at East Hendred’ express- 
ing condolence. Coffin was a witness to the Codicil of the 


Will of Charles Eyston, 26 May 1718.

An ancient and distinguished family long 
Collins Family. resident at Betterton, Lockinge. Until re- 

cent years they held land in East Hendred. 
Their name spelled Colyns appears in the East Hendred 
Registers of earliest date—Eliz. Colyns in 1544, and John 
Colynsin 1550. References to Alice Colyns of East Hendred, 
late of the parish of ‘ Lokyng,’ in 1536, and to John Colyns 
about the same time, appear in the extracts from the 4Arch- 
deaconry Papers, Berks, in the Bodleian Library, printed in 
the Appendix at the end of this book. The fine signature of 
Charles Collins to a local document is pasted in Sowdon’s MS. 
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Two documents of the greatest interest relating to this 
family are printed in Macleane’s History of Pembroke College. 
The first is a paternal letter to the above-named Charles 
Collins when at Oxford, dated 7 May 1682, from his father, 
John Collins ; the second is a daybook of accounts kept by 
a son of the same Charles Collins about 1770. The local 
touches almost persuade me to print them, but the docu- 
ments are too long for the scheme of this book. Pedigrees 
of the family are found in the Visitation of Berkshire in 
1665-66, in Hallam’s History of East Lockinge, 1900, and in 
Burke’s Landed Gentry. Sir Robert Hawthorn Collins, 
K.C.B., late Comptroller of the Household to the Duchess 
of Albany, was a member of the same family. Other notable 
representatives are at present living at Reading.

The Cowdery family was of considerable 
Cowdery Family. importance in Berkshire in ancient times. 

Sir Thomas Cowdrey was a Knight of Berk- 
shire, temp. Edw. III. In 1428 Margaret, the wife of 
John Coudray, held land in Lyford. In 1537 John Cordrey 
was Prior of Bisham. The family was also represented 
at Ufton, Padworth, and other places. In the East Hendred 
Parish Registers the Cowderys can be traced back to 1695, 
but their association with the parish began at a much earlier 
date. In the Lay Subsidy Roll for Berkshire, 15 Hen. VIII. 
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COWDERY FAMILY—continued. 
(1524), the name of Alvered Cowdrye occurs among 
those who were assessed in ‘Esthenred.’ The Cowderys, 
from or before this time, have continued to be connected 
with the parish. Ann Cowdery in 1812 married Richard 
Broad. The signature of James Cowdery in 1777 is inserted 
in Sowdon’s MS. The Wills of William Cowdery, 1828, and 
Phillis Cowdery, 1856, are at Somerset House (see Section 
IX.). There are inscriptions to various generations of the 
James Cowderys in the Side Chapel of the North Aisle of 
the Parish Church, as follows :—

He has been engaged in Social Work for many years 
and was the originator in 1886 of the Lads’ Club Move- 
ment, also the first honorary missionary to first offenders

(Boys) at Police Courts at passing of First Offenders Act, 
1887. He conceived the idea of the Universities Camps 
for Public School Boys, and was closely identified with 
Public School Reform ; acted as Special Correspondent of 
The Daily Chronicle at the Olympic Games at Athens in 1906, 
and also in the Balkan War, 1912-1913. During the Great 
War he worked in many ways on behalf of Montenegro, 
a country in which he takes a great interest, and was a 
Commissioner to the Continent for the Montenegrin Red 
Cross and Relief Fund for London. He is a Commander 
of the Royal Order of Danilo of Montenegro and has also 
received other Orders from that country. In 1918 he 
published a book on Montenegro. He has travelled much 
in Europe, North Africa and elsewhere, and is so well ac- 
quainted with Old Paris that he is regarded as an authority. 

He is also the author of numerous books on various 
aspects of Education. He was resident for a brief period at 
East Hendred, but now lives at Northwood Park, Winchester.

Dew Family. Hendred in the seventeenth century, and 
is chiefly known from the bequests of 

three members of the family to the Poor of the Parish. 
In the Report on East Hendred Charities printed in 1909 they 
are mentioned as Thomas Dew (no date), William Dew (no 
date), and Elizabeth Dew, in 1685. In the list of Wills 
(see Section IX.) there are three Wills of the family—Henry 
Dew, 1601; William Dewe, 1681; and William Dewe, 
1682. A Probate of the Will of William Dew the elder, 
dated 1681, was offered for sale some years ago. 

A Richard Dew was one of the Commissioners of the 
Land Tax in Berkshire in 1656.

fourth son of the Rev. John Dodson, Rector 
of Hurstpierpoint, Sussex, and was born in 1787. He matri- 
culated at St John’s College, Oxford, 14 Dec. 1805, aged 
eighteen ; B.A., 1809; M.A., 1812; Proctor, 1819. Dodson 
was Vicar of St Helen’s, Abingdon, and Rector of St Nicholas, 

Abingdon, from 1823 to 1867, and was also Prebendary of 

Lincoln. He resigned the living at Abingdon, being 

succeeded by Alfred Pott (who afterwards became Rector 

of East Hendred). Dodson afterwards became Rector of 

Buttermere, Wilts, until his death on 13 Aug. 1867. He is 

buried at East Hendred by the side of his wife. One of his 

sisters had died previously at East Hendred. He married 

Mary Ann, the eldest daughter of the Rev. Charles 

Wapshare, Rector of East Hendred from 1806 to 1858 (9.v.). 

She died 21 Sept. 1835, aged thirty-six, leaving three 

daughters, and on a memorial in the Side Chapel of the 

North Aisle of East Hendred Church her death is recorded 

with that of her Father, Mother and Sister. Adjoining it 

is another to the death of her husband, which reads : 

In memory of the Rev. Nathaniel Dodson, M.A., Rector of 

Buttermere, Wilts, and 42 years Vicar of Abingdon, who died 
Aug. 13th, 1867, in the 80th year of his age, his body rests in 
the family vault in the chancel of this Church. 

In the short biographical sketch by his daughter, Emma 
Hessey (Glimpses of the Life of my Father, Winchester, 1905), 
the following note regarding Dodson occurs :—‘ He died 
August 13th, 1867, and was buried at Hendred by the side 
of my mother, whose memory he revered all the days of 
his life. He very rarely mentioned her; it always seemed

too much for him, and all I could glean from others about 
her was the one thought, “She was so holy.” What I and 
those who knew him best always remarked in my dear 
father’s character was the nobility of it. There was no 
bitterness about him; no petty jealousies, or prejudices, or 
spitefulness, or meanness, of any kind. He was a man 
through and through ; and one of the most unselfish, tender, 
gentle and loving of men.’ 

Mrs Hessey recorded much relating to her father’s life 
in Quaint Memories, which she had written previously. There 
is also an anonymous pamphlet, Rev. Nathaniel Dodson, Vicar 
of Abingdon, Berks, 1823-1867 ; Abingdon, 1906, 8 pp. 

The only publication apparently of Dodson’s was 4 
Sermon, preached at St Helen's Church, Abingdon, issued by 
J. King at Abingdon in 1825, pp. 28.

The old Berkshire family of Doe is found 
Doe Family. represented in East Hendred. In the reign 

of Elizabeth a messuage and land in East 
Hendred called ‘Church Howse land,’ formerly owned by 
Donnington Priory, and then in possession of Humphrey 
Forster of Aldermaston, were sold by him to William Doo 
in 1587, and in the Patent Rolls, 42 Elizabeth (1599-1600), 
there is a grant to John Dooe of a messuage, etc., in East 
Hendred. A memento of this transaction is perhaps the 
Exchequer tally which was exhibited at a meeting of the 
Society of Antiquaries on 20 December 1860 by J. Y. 
Akerman with the permission of A. D. Bartlett of Abingdon. 
(See description of tally in Section XI.) The Does had 
succeeded the Winchcombes at Lockinge, but before 
that time they were associated with other places in the 
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neighbourhood. A John Do lived at Steventon in the 
fifteenth century, and in the Church there a brass dated 
1476 commemorates Richard Do and his wife. In the 
Parish Registers of Lockinge are numerous references to the 
family, one of the earliest being to ‘Agnes Doe, daughter 
of John Doe, was baptised ye 7th day of Januarie, 1548.’ 
The Does intermarried with the Keate family, and a 
monument exists in Lockinge Church to Edward Keat 
and ‘Joane his wife, ye eldest daughter of John Doe.’ It 
was by the marriage of Joan Doe to Edward Keate in 1565 
that the Manor of Lockinge passed into the possession of 
the Keate family. In the Lockinge Parish Register there 
is also an entry that in ‘Aprill, 1599, John Doo’s servant, 
goared by a bull, was buryed.’ 

In the Parish Registers of Blewbury and Upton there 
are numerous items relating to the family. Among the 
State Papers of the time of Queen Elizabeth is a record of 
the examination of John Doe and Richard Buckly, Papists, 
in 1587, who were taken in the house of ‘Mr Yeates [Yate] 
of Lyfford.’ They confessed to hearing mass and being 
reconciled to Rome when Campion was at Lyford, and it 
is recorded that Popish relics were found in their possession. 
The name of Thomas Doe appears in the Diocesan Returns 
of Recusants in 1577 under ‘ Lamburne Hundred.’ 

The Wills of Richard Doe, 1576, and John Doe, 1585, 
of Hendred, are named in the list of Wills (see Section IX.).

Dunn (George). Brother of Mrs John Eyston, the present 

(1922) Lady of the Manor. Mr Dunn took 
the deepest interest in the history of Hendred, and when 
Champs Chapel was put up for sale on 26 July 1901 he 
purchased it and restored the fabric of the ancient building, 
and thus secured it for ever. 

He belonged to a well-known Northumbrian Roman 
Catholic family, and inherited large estates from his father, 
George Dunn of Bath House, Newcastle. He had the 
tastes of the scholar and the collector, and amassed a library 
of early printed books, manuscripts, bindings, old silver and 
old clocks. His extensive library was sold at Sotheby’s in 
MeDmLolo mL ebwi1o14, Dec, 1915,,and Nov. (1917, (ble was 
a sportsman and an angler, and a distinguished astronomer. 
He lived a tranquil and sequestered life at Woolley, near 
Maidenhead. He was unmarried and had a small circle of 
friends, and by these he was greatly loved. He shunned 
society. He was a model landlord and a loyal son of the 
Catholic Church. George Dunn died 5 Mar. 1912 from 
pneumonia, at the age of forty-seven. He was buried at 
St Thomas’, Fulham, on g Mar. 1912, the Requiem Mass 
being said by his brother, Monsignor Canon Dunn.

The Ellaway family was resident at East

Appendix). In 1731 Thomas Ellaway signed the Church- 
wardens’ Accounts, and his name as Churchwarden, with 
the date 1746, is on the second bell in the Church Tower. 
His signature is pasted in Sowdon’s MS. ‘There are many 
entries in the Parish Registers, and in the list of Wills 
(see Section IX.) the following Wills of members of the 
family will be found :—Richard, 1777; Richard, 1783; 
Ruth, 1789 ; John, 1799; Elizabeth, 1831 ; Elizabeth, 1840. 

There is a barn in the village called Ellaway’s barn, 
which stands to the East of the Newbury Road, near Downs 
House.

Only daughter and heiress of Richard 
Eyston (Alathea). Eyston (of Saxton, co. Yorks, youngest son 

of William Eyston and Mary, daughter 
of James Thatcher) and Dorothy Salvin. She married 
Sir Charles Ingleby, of Austwick Hall, co. Yorks, a 
Baron of the Exchequer in the reign of James II. He 
was the third son of John Ingleby of Lawkland, Yorks, 
and was born 20 Feb. 1644.  Matriculated at Brasenose 
College, Oxford, 26 Nov. 1662, aged seventeen. Admitted 
a member of Gray’s Inn, June 1663, and called to the Bar 
in Nov. 1671. As a Roman Catholic, he was in Feb. 1680 
charged with complicity in the Gascoigne plot, but was 
acquitted. He died on 4 Aug. 1719, and was buried at 
Lawkland. She died in Sept. 1715, and was buried at

his Diary, under date 19 Aug. 1719, has the following :—

formerly Gent. Com. I think of Brazen-Nose Coll. He 
was up'wds of 70.

Second, but eldest surviving, 
Eyston (Basil). son of Thomas John Eyston (1713-1795), 

and Mary, eldest daughter and eventually 
coheiress of George Bruning of East Meon, co. Hants ; 
born at Milton, co. Berks, 10 June 1749. He married on

1667-1721. Eldest son of George Eyston 
Eyston (Charles), geen Lea and Anne, Heat Rene 
Dormer of Peterley, co. Bucks. He was 
born 22 Sept. 1667. On 19 Jan. 1691-92 he married 
Winefred Dorothy, daughter of Basil Fitzherbert of Swin- 
nerton, co. Stafford, and Norbury, co. Derby, and had a 
family of eleven children. Charles Eyston died 5 Nov. 1721, 
and his wife in Oct. 1753. They are buried in the Eyston 
aisle of the Parish Church, and a monument with a Latin 
inscription (see Section X.) is placed there to their memory. 
The Will of Charles Eyston was proved 20 Feb. 1722, 
and that of his wife 6 Nov. 1753. Both Wills are at 
Somerset House. A full abstract of the Will of Charles 
Eyston is given in the Appendix. 

Charles Eyston was one of the most notable of the family, 
and was generally known as ‘the antiquary. His zeal for the 
study of antiquities is recorded in many ways and places. 
There are numerous references to him in the Duary of 
Thomas Hearne (see Section III.), who for many years was 
in the habit of walking over from Oxford to visit Charles 
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Eyston at Hendred House. These visits began in Jan. 1711-12 
and continued at intervals until Eyston’s death in Nov. 1721, 
so that Hearne had many opportunities of knowing him. 
Hearne has left, in his Dzary, by far the best picture of 
Eyston. When he died, Hearne wrote on g Nov. 1721, 
‘On Sunday morning died Charles Eyston of East Hendred 
in Berks, Esq. a Gentleman of eminent virtues and my great 
friend and acquaintance. He was a Roman Catholic, and 
so charitable to the poor that he is lamented by all that 
knew anything of him. Insomuch that on Saturday last, 
being the day immediately before his death, I heard a 
woman of Hendred say that she had rather all the people 
in Hendred (excepting her own husband) should die than 
this gentleman. He was a man of a sweet temper, and 
was an excellent scholar, but so modest that he did not 
care to have it at any time mentioned. The last time 
I saw him was on Sept. 18 last, when he rode on horse- 
back from Hendred, on purpose to see me and to converse 
with me a few hours. We din’d together at the Mitre, 
and Mr Kimber of Hallywell [sc] with us. Mr Eyston 
was as well as I have known him, and returned home 
that evening, but it seems some time after he was seized 
with a Diabetes, of which he died, and was buried in 
Hendred Church yesterday.’ 

Hearne makes several allusions to books or manuscripts 
lent to him by Eyston, who possessed a large library 
containing very many rare books and some valuable MSS. 
Among the latter treasures may be named the famous 
Treatise on the Pretended Drvorce between Hen, VIII. and 
Catharine of Aragon, by Nicholas Harpsfield. There was 
also a Hereford Missa/, which in 1728 Eyston gave to 
Hearne, who gave him in return Worthington’s Catalogus 
Martyrum. Many books and documents in the Library 
related to,{East Hendred or were on Ecclesiastical History, 
and it was from them mainly that Eyston gleaned material 
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for the books he wrote. He was the author of the 
following :— 

(1) A little Monument to the once famous Abbey and Borough of Glaston- 
bury, etc., 1716. MS. at Hendred House. Published by Thos. Hearne 
in his Hist. and Antiquities of Glastonbury, 1722, and reprinted in Warner’s 
History of the Abbey of Glaston and the. Town of Glastonbury, 1826. 
The work was also issued at Wells in 1843 as a guide-book. (2) A poor 
little Monument to all the old pious dissolved Foundations of England, etc., 
1719. MS. at Hendred House. (3) First Part of the Prevarication of 
the Holy Church-Libertys. (4) A Treatise of Marryage Occasioned by 
the pretended Divorce of King Henry the Eight from Queen Catharine of 
Arragon, 1706-1707. 

Charles Eyston also wrotea history of the Chapel of St Amand 
(see Section II.) and contributed the account of East Hendred 
to the Magna Britannia et Hibernia, vol. i1., London, 1720.

1704-1747. Eldest son of Charles Eyston 
Eyston (Charles). (1667-1721), the antiquary, and Winefred 

Dorothy, daughter of Basil Fitzherbert of 
Swinnerton, co. Stafford. He was born 7 Oct. 1704, and 
married in 1726 Mary Magdalen, daughter of Thomas 
Hawkins of Nash, co. Kent. By this marriage the Eystons 
became allied with the Curzons of Waterperry, co. Oxon. 
She died in Aug. 1787, and is buried at East Hendred. 
He died 4 July 1747, aged forty-two, leaving no surviving 
issue, his only son Charles having died in infancy, and is 
buried at East Hendred in the Eyston aisle of the Parish 
Church (see Section X. for inscription). His Will was 
proved 3 Aug. 1747, and is at Somerset House. 
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Thomas Hearne, who was an intimate friend of Charles 
Eyston, the father, took much interest in Charles Eyston, 
his son, and there are several references in his Diary to him. 
Hearne thus refers to his marriage, under date 4 Dec. 
1726: ‘Young Mr Eyston, eldest son of my late friend, 
Charles Eyston, Esq. married about August last, the daughter 
of one Mr Hawkins, a Kentish Roman Catholic gentleman, 
a very agreeable pretty young woman of about Mr Eyston’s 
age, viz. little more than twenty, but she was not above 
1000 lbs. fortune. Mr Eyston having many brothers and 
sisters that are to be considered out of his estate. He lives 
(with his Lady) at Hendred with his mother.’ 

Charles Eyston was the host of Bishop Challoner at East 
Hendred on 21 Oct. 1741, when the Bishop was making a 
visitation of the Missions in Berkshire.

Eyston (Charles) Capristran Eyston, as he was known in 
or “fohn Religion, is apparently not mentioned in 
Capristran. the Pedigree of the Eyston Family of East 

Hendred, printed in 1875. There is no 
doubt that he was a connection of the family. About the 
years 1725 to 1728 he was at East Hendred. Whether 
he was acting as Chaplain or only residing there is not 
recorded. 

John Capristran Eyston was approved for preaching and 
hearing confessions, and also for the Mission in 1704 ; titular 
Guardian of Worcester and Procurator of the Province, 1716- 
1719; Definitor, 1719-1722; titular Guardian of London, 
1722-1725. During this time he remained Procurator-

Definitor, 1725-1728. He was titular Guardian of London, 
1728-1731 ; Provincial in 1731, in which office he died on 
the Mission, 31 July 1732. 

A Father John Capristran, Franciscan, was on the staff 
of the Chapel in Lincoln’s Inn Fields in Oct. 1688. He 
is undoubtedly identical with John Capristran Eyston. It 
was in Nov. 1688, soon after the landing of the Prince of 
Orange, that the Chapel and other buildings in Lincoln’s 
Inn Fields, belonging to the Roman Catholics, were attacked 
by the mob with great violence. The attack, which lasted 
two days, was probably responsible for the death of Jane 
Eyston, the fourth daughter of William Eyston (d¢. 1649), 
for in an old Family MS. at Hendred House she is said to 
have ‘dyed about Christmas 1688, of a fright she took at 
the mobbe when they Plundred the Spanish Ambassador’s 
Chappell and house at Weldhouse in the time of the 
Revolution.’

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Charles Eyston was appointed a Justice of the Peace for 
Berks shortly after the passing of the Catholic Emancipation 
Act in 1829. In 1831 he was High Sheriff of Berks. He 
died in London, 24 Feb. 1857, and is buried at Kemerton, 
Gloucs. His Will was proved in London, 2 Apr. 1857. 

He had a family of three sons and five daughters. The 
eldest son, Charles John, married Agnes Mary, daughter of 
Michael Henry Mary Blount of Mapledurham, Oxon, in 
1863; the second son, George Basil, married Maria Theresa, 
daughter of George Thomas Whitgreave of Moseley Court, 
co. Staffs, in 1851; and the third son, Robert Thomas, 
married Louisa Frances, daughter of the Hon. Charles 
Berney Petre of Shenfield, co. Essex, in 1857. Mary 
Anne, the second daughter, married Richard Thomas Gillow 
of Leighton Hall, co. Lancs., 1845. The other daughters 
were unmarried. 

Charles Eyston was the author of Letter to Viscount Althorp. 
Reasons in Favour of a moderate Constitutional Reform of Commons

Tyne. The eldest son, Thomas More (9.v.), was unmarried. 
He died in 1889 after an accident while hunting with the 
Craven hounds. 

The eldest daughter, Mary Winefride, born 13 Jan. 1866, 
married, 14 May 1go1, Noel Marrell. The second daughter, 
Agnes Mary, born 13 Aug. 1870, was married to Col. Charles 
Maximilian Thomas Western on 23 Sept. 1902. He died 
at Floren, in Norway, on 1 Sept 1913, at the age of fifty- 
seven, and is buried in the Roman Catholic churchyard of 
St Mary’s at East Hendred, where a handsome monument 
is erected to his memory. Col. Western took part in the 
Burmese Expedition of 1888-1889. He was the Secretary of 
the Berkshire Territorial Force Association from its beginning. 

Charles John Eyston succeeded to the Hendred estates 
on the death of his father, 24 February 1857. He was of 
a retiring disposition and very studious’ in his habits, and 
was much beloved in the district of Hendred. It was 
entirely owing to his efforts that the extended history of 
the Eyston family was compiled in MS. He read papers 
on The Manors of East Hendred, Berks, before the Newbury 
District Field Club in 1878 and the Berkshire Archzological 
Society in 1899, both papers being afterwards printed. He 
also arranged the Pedigree of the Family of Eyston of East 
Hendred, Privately printed, 1875. 

He founded St Amand’s Roman Catholic School at East 
Hendred in 1859, and endowed it in 1862, and it was in 
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his time that the Roman Catholic Church of St Mary was 
built and opened in 1865. It was consecrated by Bishop 
Grant of Southwark on 17 Aug. 1865 and made over to 
the Diocese of Southwark. Prior to that time the old 
Chapel of St Amand had served the Mission. In July 
1849 Cardinal Wiseman had confirmed in the old Chapel, 
and Bishop Grant had consecrated a new altar there on 
30 Aug. 1862. The Mission is now in the Portsmouth 
Diocese. 
Charles John Eyston died on 19th Feb. 1883. There is 
a portrait of him at Hendred House. (See Section VIII.)

In Charles Eyston’s account in 1718 of St Amand’s 
Chapel he states that ‘My Father, George Eyston, Esq., 
began the Repaire of this Chappell on Wednesday in Easter 
Weeke, in ye yeare 1687 whch happened to be that yeare 
on the 30th of March, and it was completely finished on 
the 17th of September yt yeare.’

He matriculated at Magdalen College, 
Oxford, 14 May 1602, aged eighteen, where in the Register 
he is called ‘ Elstone.’ He is usually described as of Catmere, 
as well as of East Hendred. During the lifetime of his mother 
he lived at Catmere. He possessed the Manors of Arches in 
Fast Hendred, of Catmere, of Seymours in West Hanney, 
also of lands at Letcombe, and at Burford in co. Oxon. 
In Jan. 1610 he married Mary, daughter of James Thatcher 
of Priesthawse, in the parish of Westham, co. Sussex, and 
coheiress to her brothers, who died without issue. She 
married, for her second husband, Benedict Winchcombe of 
Cheam, Surrey. A curious relationship was brought about 
by the marriage of William LEyston’s eldest daughter 
Catherine (b. 26 Mar. 1613) with Richard Braybrooke of 
Brightwalton, co. Berks. Their only daughter, Lucy, 
married Benedict Winchcombe of Cheam, co. Surrey, who 
after the death of his wife became the second husband of 
Mary, the widow of William Eyston. There is a monument 
in East Hendred Church to Benedict and to Elizabeth, 
apparently his third wife. 
In an old Eyston Family MS. it is stated that ‘ His charge 
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of children was so very great and the misery of the times 
was such that he was forced to part with his Manner [sic] 
of Seymours, W. Hanney and Burford after they had been 
in the Family for 170 yeares. He also sold Coppice Leaze, 
in the Parish of Letcombe, and Newton Parsonage.’ 
William Eyston, however, purchased in 1622 or 1623 the 
Abbey Manor at East Hendred from Sir Peter Van Lore. 
By Letters Patent in 1628, William Eyston of Catmere 
was granted some of the property of Francis Perkins of 
Ufton, which was sequestered to the Crown by reason of 
his recusancy. There are several references in the ‘ Terrier’ 
of 1634 to the lands of William Eyston (see Appendix). 
He had a family of fourteen children. His Will is dated 
12 Aug. 1639 and was proved 11 Sept. 1649. A small 
silver ring bearing the inscription ‘ William Eyston, Esquire, 
of Catmere, neare Wantage, in Barkeshire,’ was dug up some 
years ago near the Churchyard at Catmere.

He was born 16 May 1611. He first married Eleanor, daughter 
of George Smythe of Eshe, co. Durham, in 1632. He 
married, secondly, Anne, daughter of Baw laura a 
Genoese merchant. She died without issue before her 
husband, who died 11 Apr. 1670, aged fifty-nine. He is 
buried at East Hendred, and his monument in the Eyston 
aisle of the Church bears a Latin inscription (see Section X.). 
In an old Family MS. occurs the following allusion to 
him :—‘ This William Eyston was a great sufferer during

It would be strange if traces of the all- 
Fetyplace Family. pervading Fetyplace family were not found 

at East Hendred as they are discoverable 
in many other Berkshire parishes. Although in no sense 
prominently connected with East Hendred as they were 
with Shefford and Childrey, the Fetyplaces had a footing 
here, as will be seen from documents in the Public Record 
Office. An Augmentation Office Grant to Edward Fetyplace, 
dated 25 Feb. 31 Hen. VIII. (1540), gives particulars of 
a grant to him of a parcel of the possessions of the late 
Priory of the Crutched Friars in Donnyngton, co, Berks— 
viz. ‘the farm of 6 acres of arable land in Esthenred, 
called Le Churche House lande, demised at Will to 
Agnes Daling, widow, at a rent of a qr. of malt worth 
4s.. and the farm of a messuage with 6 acres of land 
there demised by indenture to Richard Daling, at a rent

of 8 qrs. 1 peck of malt and 1 peck of wheat, worth 33s. 4d.’ 
These premises, together with the manor of Fernburgh, 
co. Berks, late belonging to the monastery of Abingdon, 
were granted to Edward Fetyplace, in consideration of a certain 
payment. The whole to be held at one-tenth of a Knight’s fee 
with a yearly rent. In the Public Record Office there is also 
a Survey of Frampton Manor, dated 5 Edw. VI. (1551-52), 
from which it appears that Matilda Elston (Eyston) was 
holding a farm and two tofts called ‘Staffords,’ formerly in 
the possession of John Fetyplace.

The ancient family of Gacelyn or Gascelyn 
Gacelyn Family. was connected with East Hendred from 

very early times. According to the Bishop’s 
Registers at Salisbury, Roger Gascelyn, afterwards Sir Roger 
Gasselyn, Kt., was the Patron of the Chapel, and presented 
on 7 Apr. 1310 ‘ Ricardus, filius Johannis de Chelvestone,’ 
in 1313, ‘ Willelmus de Arches,’ and in 1316, ‘ Nicholas de 
Cirencester.’ The Gacelyn family was also connected with 
Catmere, and possessed the Manor until perhaps 1328, when 
Edmund Gacelyn died seised of it. In 1306 Roger Gacelyn 
was granted by Edward I. permission to hold a weekly 
market there, and in the thirty-fourth year of his reign 
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gave him the privilege of holding an annual fair on the 
festival of St Margaret. The Chapel at East Hendred 
appears to have been the joint property of the Gascelyns and 
the Turbervilles, who seem to have married coheiresses of 
the Crosbecys of Catmere and Hendred. The Turbervilles 
were afterwards in possession of the whole, which passed by 
marriage about 1300, with Amitia, daughter of Sir Richard 
de Turberville, to William de Arches. Walter de Gascelyn 
is mentioned as Lord of the Manor of Catmere in 1312 in 
a presentation to the Rectory. 

There are many references in the State Papers to Roger 
and his wife, and other members of the family. In 
1321 Roger acknowledges a debt to Warin de Insula, Knt., 
to be levied, ‘in default of payment, of his lands and 
chattels in co. Berks.’ In the Close Rolls, 16 Edw. II., 1322, 
it appears that ‘Rogo’ was dead and that his lands were 
forfeited to the King in consequence of a rebellion in which 
he took part. In a previous document of the same date 
there is an Order concerning a messuage and a carucate of 
land in ‘ Esthenrethe’ which Rogo Gacelyn and Amice his wife 
and their heirs were enfeoffed jointly by William Gacelyn, 
with remainder to William de Arches and his heirs. ‘ Amice 
continued her seisin thereof with Rogo until 10 March, in 
the 15th year of the King’s reign, when the messuage and 
land were taken into the King’s hands for Rogo’s rebellion.’

Chevalier de Gaja, as he is called, had an adventurous 
career, especially during the Napoleonic wars. He was 
taken prisoner at Corunna in 1808, but subsequently ex- 
changed and rejoined Napoleon, taking part in the retreat 
from Moscow. He was at the Battle of Leipsic in Oct. 
1813 when Napoleon narrowly escaped capture, attributing 
his escape to the prowess of de Gaja. Later, de Gaja was 
a French prisoner of war at Wantage. In 1817 he married 
Matilda, eldest daughter of Lord Robert Stephen Fitzgerald. 
She died at Pau, 11 Mar. 1850.

Monsignor Isaac Goddard was one of the 
Goddard (Isaac). most distinguished of East Hendred natives. 

He was the son of William and Eliza 
Goddard, and was born in 1835. His grandfather was a 
shoemaker in the village and was followed by his son in 
the same craft, and this was continued unto the third 
generation, ‘There is a monument in the Roman Catholic 
churchyard to William Goddard, who died 17 Oct. 1877, 
and Eliza, his wife, who died 16 May 1887, also to Joseph 
Aloysius Goddard, who died 25 Apr. 1921. The latter 
was their son, and brother of Isaac.

The Goddards were connected with East Hendred as 
early as 1634, for in the ‘Terrier’ of that date in the Bod- 
leian Library, and printed in the Appendix of this work, 
there are references to land of John Goddard or Gooddard. 

The Wills of Henry Goddard, 1713, and Mary Goddard, 
1826, are named in the list of Wills (see Section IX.). 
Isaac’s parents, then belonging to the English Church, 
first sent young Goddard to the Church Sunday School 
at East Hendred. His father, however, joined the Roman 
Church, and consequently Isaac began his education at a 
Catholic School, and afterwards went to St Mary’s, Wool- 
hampton, to Sedgley Park and to St Edmund’s College, 
Old Hall, Ware. He matriculated First Class at London 
University in 1854. He was ordained as a Priest in 1860, 
and undertook mission work at various places. He was 
made Vice-President of St Edmund’s College by Cardinal 
Manning, and remained in that position for a time. He 
was a sacristan at the opening of the Church there in 1853. 
When Napoleon III. came to England, Goddard became 
Rector of St Mary’s, Chislehurst, from 1870 to 1892, and 
was entrusted with the religious education of the Prince 
Imperial. He was Chaplain to the Empress Eugenie for 
over twenty-two years. He was named Domestic Prelate 
to Pope Leo XIII. in 1880. He died on 1 Mar. 1909, 
in the South of France. An Obituary Notice, with his 
portrait, appeared in The Edmundian, July 1909. He was 
the author of various books and a contributor to Catholic 
literature.

Robert Gravatt was connected with East 
Gravatt (Robert). Hendred, and resided there from 1892 to 

1902, occupying the house known as 
St Amand’s. He was well known in the village and much 
beloved. He was a familiar figure, daily driving in a small 
chaise with his wife. He was the donor of the handsome 
gold chalice among the church plate, which he presented in 
1902, the year of his death (see Section XI.). 

Robert Gravatt belonged to an old Huguenot family 
which came to England after the Revocation of the Edict 
of Nantes. There is a Pedigree of the family of ‘ Gravett 
of Faringdon Without,’ taken at the Visitation of London 
in 1633-1634. Many early members of the family are 
found in Western Middlesex, chiefly at Hillingdon, Heston, 
and Brentford. Gravatt was born in London 30 Sept. 
1817. His family has been long associated prominently 
with business enterprises in the City of London. He was 
a Freeman of the City and a member of the Stationers 
Company. For many years he was a Churchwarden of 
St Lawrence Jewry, during the period that Dr Cowie and 
the Rev. M. S. A. Walrond were Rectors. When about 
seventy-five years of age he gave up business in London 
and retired to East Hendred, with which place he had 
hitherto not been associated. He died at East Hendred, 
1 April 1902, and is buried beside his second wife in the 
cemetery there. He married (1) at St Luke’s, Finsbury, 
30 Nov. 1841, Clarissa Harriett Tann. She died 27 Nov. 
1859 and is buried in Highgate Cemetery. There is a 
monument to her in the Church of St Lawrence Jewry, 
London. He married (2) at St Lawrence Jewry, 10 Feb. 
1881, Mary Ann Lambert of Streatham. She died at East 
Hendred 9g Feb. 1902.

The copy of Harpsfield’s famous ‘ Treatise on 
“(Me Solas the eee Diveie between Henry VIII. 
and Catharine of Arragon’ has been a valu- 
able MS. in the possession of the Eyston family for centuries. 
It is still at Hendred House, and is considered by students to 
be the best existing copy. Nicholas Harpsfield, who was 
born about 1519 and died in 1575, wrote the work apparently 
at the end of the reign of Queen Mary, but the accession 
of Queen Elizabeth stopped its publication and it circulated 
only in manuscript. Harpsfield was an eminent theologian 
and a Fellow of New College, Oxford (which College had 
property at East Hendred). Copies of the ‘ Treatise’ are 
preserved at New College and at the British Museum, but are 
not so good as the Eyston copy. In 1872 the Rev. Joseph 
Stevenson, who reported on the MSS. of the Eystons at Hendred 
House for the Historical MSS. Commission, alludes to the 
Eyston copy as ‘the most important MS, in the Collection.’ 
In 1877 Lord Acton printed the historical portion of 
the ‘Treatise’ for the Philobiblon Society, and in 1878 
the Rev. Nicholas Pocock edited the whole book, from the 
Eyston copy, for the Camden Society, and it is this carefully 
edited edition which first drew attention to the matters of 
local interest in the work, and gave the fullest details relating 
to the ownership of the original manuscript, which was

taken by Topcliffe, the priest-hunter, ‘out of the house of 
William Cartar [sec], a Catholicke printer, in Queen Elizabeth’s 
dayes, and came to the hands of Charles Eyston, by the favour 
of Mr Francis Hildesly, R.S.J. Transcribed by William 
Eyston, a.p. 1707.’ The MS. contains a long letter from 
Charles Eyston, the antiquary, to his son Charles, dated 
19 Jan, 1706-07, saying, ‘this manuscript was lent me by 
Mr Thomas Hildesley, R.S.J., uncle to your aunt Eyston, 
who gave me leave to write it out.’ William Hildesley 
of Beenham, Berks, an ancestor of Francis Hildesley, was 
seized at Lyford in 1581 with Edmund Campion, the Jesuit. 
William Carter, the printer, was imprisoned several times, 
the last time being in 1584, in which year he was executed. 
Gillow says, ‘It is not improbable that William Hildesley 
obtained possession of the MS. from Topcliffe.’ 

Charles Eyston offered to lend Thomas Hearne, the 
antiquary, the copy of Harpsfield, and there is no doubt that 
Hearne would have been glad to have been allowed to edit 
and print the manuscript, but the death of Charles Eyston 
prevented him from taking advantage of the offer. There 
are many allusions to it in Hearne’s Diary. (See Section III.)

1678-1735. Thomas Hearne, the famous 
Hearne (Thomas). Antiquary and Nonjuror, was connected 
with East Hendred mainly because of his 
great friendship with Charles Eyston (1667-1721), and after 
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HEARNE (THOMAS)—continued. 
his death with his eldest son, also named Charles, Hearne 
has numerous references in his Diary showing his knowledge 
of East Hendred and the Eystons, and recording many 
visits. He would frequently walk over from Oxford to visit 
Charles Eyston at Hendred House, and it may be asserted 
that the two men who most reverently trod the street of 
the ancient village of Hendred in the eighteenth century 
were Charles Eyston and his close friend, Thomas Hearne. 
These visits began about 1716, or before, and, with intervals, 
continued until Eyston died in Nov. 1721. In his allusion 
to his death Hearne pays tribute to his high character and 
learning. 
The references to East Hendred occur in Hearne’s Diary 
from ro Jan. 1711-12 to 18 May 1728, and are found in vols. 111. 
to x. of Hearne’s Co//ectanea, published by the Oxford Historical 
Society. (For full list of references, see Section III.) 
Thomas Hearne was the son of George Hearne, the 
Parish Clerk of White Waltham, Berks. He was born 
near White Waltham, 11 July 1678, and proved himself so 
promising a boy in his native village that he was sent 
to Oxford by Francis Cherry, the eminent Nonjuror, of 
Shottesbrooke. He matriculated at St Edmund Hall, 5 Dec.

Nicholas de Henred and Sir Richard de Henred in the same 
reign appear as witnesses to a deed dated 1248. In 1230 
Sir Richard presented his brother, William de Henred, Clerk, 
to the church of Heyford ad Pontem in Com. Oxon. Nicholas 
de Henred was Mayor of Oxford in 1251 and 1252, also Sheriff 
of Berks and Oxfordshire in 1250 and 1254. A writ in 1230 
was issued ‘to take assize of novel disseisin as to common of 
pasture in Henred, claimed by John de Henred.’ A Grant 
dated 1227 was made by William de Henred to Poughley 
Priory, co. Berks, of ‘the whole tithe of his mill at Henrede 
and of a cartload of hay on each year that the hay in 
his meads at Henrede amounts to eight or more cartloads.’ 
William de Westhenreth, also called William de Henreth, 
was Incumbent of St Martin’s Church, Wallingford, in 1351, 
which he exchanged for another benefice in 1354. In 1274 
one virgate of land in East Hendred was held by Ralph, son 
of Thomas de Hendred, by the service of a daily Paternoster 
for the souls of the Kings of England. Ralph died in 1275, 
and his son John succeeded him. He died about 1302, and his 
brother and heir, Richard, or his heir, had a licence in 1360 
to settle the land on himself, with remainder to Robert Cole. 
The piece of land called Paternoster Bank was still identified 
in the early eighteenth century, and perhaps afterwards. 
There are numerous references extant to other members of 
this family, and among those who were of importance may 
be named Robert de Henreth or Henrith, who was Abbot 
of Abingdon in 1221, and of whom it is stated that in 1230 
‘Robert of Hendred, Abbot of the Benedictine Monastery 
at Abbington, gave up his costly raiment for the humble 
garb of St Francis.’ He died in 1238. Richard de Hendred, 
another member of the family, was Abbot in 1262, and for 
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his appointment the consent of the King was obtained. 
He is supposed to have been the first Abbot who had the 
privilege to assume full pontificals, and it is recorded of 
him that he wore both mitre and pontificals on the Feast 
of Holy Trinity in 1268. 

Among the Westminster Deeds is a Grant from the 
Abbot and Convent of Reading, dated 50 Hen. III. (1265-66), 
at the instance of Richard de Hanrede, Abbot of Abingdon, 
to John, son of Thomas Ferthing, of land held by the said 
Thomas in ‘ Est Hanreth.’ One of the witnesses was ‘ Nicholas 
de Henreth, Milites,’ who was probably the same as the 
Nicholas de Hanred, Knt., who witnessed, with Reyner 
Hanred and others, the confirmation of a grant in which 
William de Insula gave to William de Sparsholt all the 
manor of Westhanred and land in Esthanred, etc., in 1274 
(2 Edw. IT.). 

Richard de Hendred was present at the Council of Lyons 
in 1272, and ruled the Abbey until his death in 1289.

The Hercy, also spelled Hersey, Hearsay, etc., 
Hercy Family. family was associated with East Hendred, 
| at any rate, since the fifteenth century. 
John Hersay is mentioned in the Will of the first John 
Eyston, dated 3 Nov. 1491, as one of his godchildren, each 
of whom was to receive 12d. apiece. The names of Agnes 
Hersie, 1561 ; John Hersey, jun., 1574; John Hersey, 1584, 
and Margery Hearsay, 1591, will be found in the list of Wills 
(see Section [X.). In the Exchequer Depositions in the Public 
Record Office there is a record of the ‘ Depositions taken 
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HERCY FAMILY—conitinued. 
at the “Beare” in Wantinge, 19 April, 21 James I. (1624), 
in a suit pending in the Court of Exchequer, etc.’ In 
this prominent tithe case John Hercy and John Blacknall 
were plaintiffs against Humphrey Gwyn, the Rector of East 
Hendred, in respect to the Chantry and Chantry-house 
within the Manor-house of Arches. Hercy and Blacknall 
were in possession at this time of the Chantry lands, and 
the Hercy family apparently had a grant in fee. John 
Hercy settled the estate on himself and his sons in 1625, 
but later it passed into other hands and eventually into 
those of the Eyston family. Among the rchdeaconry of 
Berks Papers in the Bodleian Library, in the ‘Terrier’ of 
1634 mention is made of the land of John Hersey, gent. 
(See Appendix.) 

The Hercy family were connected with various other 
places in Berkshire, notably with Winkfield and Crutchfield 
Manor, both near Windsor.

The Hildesley family is one of the oldest 
and most distinguished Catholic families 
in Berkshire, and its association with East 
Hendred began in very early times. Among 
the deeds preserved at Westminster Abbey the earliest one 
showing the connection of this family with East Hendred 
is dated 21 Edw. III. (1347), and is a grant from ‘John, 
son of John Ferthyng, to Dom Robert de Hildesle, Mies, 
of the reversion of a messuage of a watermill and lands in 
Ferthyngusmulle juxta Stevyngtone in Est Henrithe.’ A 
few months later another deed deals with the same trans- 
action, but this is between Joan, widow of John Ferthyng, 
and Robert de Hildesle. Another deed is a Fine from John,

the son of John Ferthyng, to Robert de Hildesle, Chzvaler, 
and relates to the same property, with some additions, and 
is dated 22 Edw. III. (1348). In 1362 occurs a ‘Grant 
from William, brother and heir of Dom Robert de Hildesle, 
Militis, to Nicholas de Donyngton of the sites of one hall, 
one loft, one cellar, one kitchen, one bakery, one cowhouse, 
one sheepfold, one watermill, ten ashes, ten elms, eight 
poplars, four fruit trees in Esthanrithe, and other property 
elsewhere, recovered by the said Dom Robert in the King’s 
Court by writ of waste against Joan, widow of John 
Ferthyng, tenant for life. Also in 1362 is a Quitclaim 
between the same parties of all lands and tenements formerly 
belonging to Dom Robert ‘in Ferthyngesmulle in Est 
Hanrith.’ 

Two representatives of this ancient family are commemo- 
rated in the gravestone at the entrance of the Chancel of the 
Parish Church, which formerly contained the figures of two 
merchants, with an inscription which reads: ‘ Hic jacet 
Henricus Eldysley et Rogerus Eldysley frater ejyus qndm 
mcatores isti ville. Qui qdem Rogerus obiit 27 die mens. 
Augusti A® Dni. MCCCCXXXIX. Qr. aiabs. ppiciet’ Deus. 
AmeEN.’ The ‘Eldysley’ brothers were descendants of the 
Hildesley family. The name of Hildesley in its various 
forms appears continually in the annals of early Berkshire 
history. The family is found at IIsley, Little Stoke, 
Crowmarsh, Wokingham, Bradfield, Beenham and _ else- 
where, and it spread over Berkshire into Oxfordshire. In 
more recent times mention is made of various Hildesleys. 
According to a MS. account of the reopening of the Chapel 
of St Amand in 1687, one of the priests officiating was 
Francis Hildesley, Soc. Jesu., and among those present were 
‘Mr Hildesley of Little Stoake and his brother Martin, 
with some other Catholic gentlemen.’ Father Francis 
Hildesley, S.J., was a son of Francis and Mary Winchcombe, 
and was a witness at the trial of Titus Oates. In 1696

he was Superior of the Residence of St Mary (Oxfordshire), 
and died 17 June 1719, aged sixty-four. By the marriage 
of Robert Eyston (1672-1725-26) and Mary, daughter and 
coheiress of William Hildesley of Isley and Little Stoke, 
another link was formed which connected the Hildesleys 
with East Hendred. The wife of Robert Eyston died 
8 Nov. 1709, and is buried in the Eyston aisle of the Parish 
Church. 

There are two Pedigrees of the Hildesleys in the Visita- 
tions of Berks in 1566 and 1665-66, published by the Harleian 
Society in 1907.

The Keates were a very old Berkshire 
Keate Family. family, prominent in the fifteenth, sixteenth 

and seventeenth centuries. The name of 
John Kete occurs in the list of Berkshire Gentry, 1433, in the 
reign of Henry VI. The Keates were first associated with 
Lockinge, Hagbourne, and other neighbouring parishes, and 
it is not until the seventeenth century that their names 
appear in records in connection with East Hendred. 

In the printed copy of the ‘ Terrier’ of 1634 are numerous 
references to the lands owned by John Keat, Robert Keat, 
and William Keat. (See Appendix.) 

In the list of Wills (see Section IX.) will be found the 
names of seven members of the family, the earliest Will 
being that of John Keate of East Hendred, dated 1615. 
The only other East Hendred Will of this family is that of 
another John Keate, dated 1701. (See abstract in Appendix.) 

In the returns on East Hendred Charities of 1786, and 
on a tablet in the Parish Church, it is mentioned that 
William Keat, jun., gave a rent-charge issuing out of 
certain lands in the parish, called Cooper’s and Gabbet’s, 
but the date is not given, neither is the object of the legacy 
stated. 

The Wills of three William Keates, dated 1632, 1689 
and 1694, are in the list of Wills, but which of them, if 
either, is responsible for the gift is not known. 

The Keates became connected with Lockinge by the 
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marriage of Edward Keate in 1565 with Joan, daughter 
and coheiress of John Doe, who consequently settled at 
Lockinge, and possessed the Manor. 

This Edward was a younger son of William Keate of 
Hagbourne, and was born in 1539. Monuments exist in 
Lockinge Church to Edward Keate and his wife. They 
both died in 1624, and are buried in a vault at the East 
end of the South aisle. The names of their eleven children 
are recorded on a stone, which has, as well, brasses to their 
parents. Another memorial with a Latin inscription in the 
Church is to Edward Keate, who was born 1619, and died in 
1679. 

The Manor of Hodcott in West IIsley belonged to 
the Keates before the end of the sixteenth century. Hugh 
Keate of Hodcott was brother to Edward of Lockinge. 
In Hagbourne Church is a monumental brass, with effigies, 
in memory of Hugh and his wife, with the following 
epitaph :—‘ He dyed 1613, and lyes buryed in the parish 
chauncell of West Ildesley, in the Countie of Barkes. Shee 
departed this life ye 14th daie of August, Anno Dom’. 1627, 
for whose pious memorie William Keate, their youngest 
sone, erected this memoriall, etc.’ 

The Keates, Wisemans, Southbys and Clarkes inter- 
married. A pedigree of the Keate ae is given in Clarke’s 
Hundred of Wanting, 1824.

The Lattons were a very ancient family, 
Latton Family. more associated with many of the neigh- 
bouring parishes in the earliest records than 
with East Hendred. A reference to Ralph Whisteler, an 
assignee of John Latton, in 1542 is found in a document at 
the Public Record Office in connection with property at 
East Hendred. The name occurs in the Parish Registers 
at a later period. The most prominent member of the family 
associated with the parish seems to have been Anne Latton, 
who in her Will, dated 1584, describes herself as the daughter 
of John Latton of Chilton, and who bequeathed to Richard 
Knapp, with other gifts, ‘one great broad chest in the parlour 
at Henred.’ The estates of the Lattons at Chilton and 
West Isley were purchased in 1603 by Richard Knapp. 
In the same Will Anne Latton left Two Pounds to the poor 
of East Hendred as well as sums to other places adjacent. 
Although Anne Latton is stated by Hewett to have died in 
1585, the date is open to doubt, for in the list of gifts, de- 
scribed as ‘ Poor’s Money,’ from the returns of 1786, and 
quoted in the Report on the Charities of this Parish in 1837, 
this particular legacy has the date 1616. Anne Latton perhaps 
lived until some time in 1615 or 1616. The Wills of Anne 
Latton of Chilton, widow of John Latton, gent., dated 
3 Mar. 1560-61, and that of her daughter Anne Latton, 
dated 6 Nov. 1584, are among the Wills of the Prerogative 
Court of Canterbury at Somerset House. An abstract of 
the Will of the latter, a most interesting document, is given 

in the Appendix. 
The Latton family settled at Upton as early as 1325, and 
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in the time of Henry VIII. removed to Chilton, where they 
had occupied land as long ago as the reign of Edward II. 
From Chilton they went to Kingston Bagpuize, which they 
had purchased in 1542, and about sixty years later, having 
sold all their property in Berkshire, settled at Esher in Surrey. 

In 1844 the family was described as extinct. There is 
a fine brass monument in Blewbury Church to the memory 
of ‘John Latton of Chilton, Esquyre, and Anne, his wyf,’ 
whose daughter, Margaret, married Thomas Tipping, 
Esq., of Draycott. The manor-house at Chilton, called 
‘Latton’s Place,’ a very ancient structure, had a large 
wainscoted room with the arms of the Lattons, quartering 
Isbury of Chilton, Percy, and Chewecher, over the fireplace. 
In a window at Horace Walpole’s villa at Strawberry Hill 
were several armorial bearings of the Lattons, which were 
probably the same glass as that mentioned by Ashmole as 
once existing at Kingston. The Arms of the Lattons are 
given in Hewett’s Compton.

Mr Archie Kirkman Loyd, K.C., D.L., J.P., 
pce was the owner of the i eaee of Factoeine 
in East Hendred until his death in 1922. 
The Manor was conveyed to him by his cousin, Lady 
Wantage, in 1912. It had been purchased on 27 July 1897 by 
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her husband at the sale of the estates of John Allin’s grandson, 
the former possessor, and on the death of Lord Wantage in 
1901 his widow became Lady of the Manor. Mr Loyd, 
who resided at Downs House, was the third son of Thomas 
Kirkman Loyd, of the Bengal Civil Service, and Annie 
Hirst, daughter of James Haig of Bemersyde. He was born 
22 Jan. 1847, and educated at St Clare, Kent, and at Brighton 
College (1862-1864). He entered for the Indian Civil 
Service, having been coached by Walter Wren, and passed 
third on the list in open competition in 1867, but afterwards 
resigned. He had become a student of the Middle Temple 
10 June 1865, and was called to the Bar 17 Nov. 1868. 
Joined the Norfolk Circuit and the Leicester and Northampton 
Quarter Sessions (afterwards made part of the Midland 
Circuit). He continued in practice at the Common Law 
Bar until he entered Parliament as Conservative Member 
for North Berks at the General Election in 1895, and 
represented the Constituency until 1906 and in 1916-1918. 
He was made a Q.C. in 1892 and a Bencher in 1894. He 
contributed reports on legal cases in the House of Lords and 
the Court of Appeal, and was joint editor of two editions of 
Byles on Bills of Exchange. He delivered a course of lectures 
for the Institute of Bankers at London and Manchester, 
which were issued in book formin 1895. He was prominently 
associated with Lord Wantage on behalf of the sick and 
wounded in war, and when Lord Wantage started the 
National Aid Society, in 1870, he became first his private 
secretary, and subsequently a Commissioner in the Franco- 
German War, and a Member of the Council. In Lady 
Wantage’s Memoir of Lord Wantage the following appreciation 
of his services is given in 1870 :—‘ Bob [Lord Wantage] has 
got a great help in Archie Loyd (the young lawyer) who is 
appointed his private secretary, and is a most excellent one, 
very quiet and methodical, thorough master of the whole 
affair, and a good clear-headed letter writer, he saves Bob

a great deal of work of detail.’ During the armistice of 
1871, Mr Loyd entered Paris with large supplies of stores 
and medicaments. He travelled in Servia and Turkey with 
Lord Wantage, then Col. Loyd-Lindsay, and Sir William 
MacCormac. He was present at the battle of Alexinatz 
in 1876. He established a hospital at Scutari, and during the 
Turko-Russian War took tons of medicines and appliances 
to Roumania. 

Mr Loyd married in 1885 Henrietta Louisa, daughter 
of Edmund Lewis Clutterbuck of Hardenhuish Park, Wilts, 
and had four sons: Capt. R. A. Loyd; Capt. R. L. Loyd, 
ist Life Guards, who married Miss Olive Gladstone; Mr 
G. A. Loyd, Scots Guards, who was killed in action, Nov. 
1914; and Capt. W. H. Loyd, who married Eileen, daughter 
of Sir Charles Oakeley. Mr Loyd died on Dec. 1, 1922, at 
60a Cadogan Square, London, aged 76, and is buried at West 
Hendred Church. Portraits of Mr Loyd and his wife were 
painted by Miss Ouless. (See Section VIII.)

’ *Terrier’ of 1634 among the Archdeaconry 

of Berks Papers in the Bodleian Library there is a reference 
to ‘John Malam’ as owning land in East Hendred (see 
Appendix). Another early reference isin the Lay Subsidy Roll, 
16 Charles I. (1640), where the name is spelled ‘ Maylam.’ 
The name occurs frequently in the Parish Registers. Richard 
Mallam was a witness to the Will of John Keate of East 
Hendred, yeoman, 2 May 1701. ‘There was a branch of the 
family at the neighbouring parish of Milton, and another 
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at Minster Lovell, in Oxfordshire. There are two Wills 
extant of the latter family in which an estate in East Hendred 
is mentioned, in that of John Mallam, 1723, and in that of 
Phillis Mallam, widow, 1727. (See Section II., p. 40.)

There are many references in documents of 
the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries con- 
necting the Paternoster family with East 
Hendred. A piece of land in 1634 was named ‘ Paternuster 
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PATERNOSTER FAMILY—continued. 

banke,’ and could be identified as having belonged to the family 
in the early eighteenth century by the road then still called 
‘Paternoster Bank.’ In 1274 ‘Ralph, son of Thomas de 
Hanrede held one virgate of land in Esthanrede by service of a 
daily Lord’s Prayer (Pater-Noster) for the souls of the Kings of 
England.’ In 1284 John Paternoster may have been holding 
the same land under similar conditions, for a deed in the P/ac. 
Coron. of 12 Edw. I. states that ‘John Paternoster holds one- 
yard land, with the appurtenances in East Hanred, by the 
serjeanty of saying, for the soul of our lord the King, one 
paternoster daily, and it was worth five shillings yearly.’ 

In 1302, from an Inquisition made at Abingdon, 30 
Edw. I., it appears that John Paternoster held ‘16 acres 
arable of the king in chief by service of saying daily for the 
king and the souls of his progenitors the Lord’s Prayer, with 
the salutation of the Blessed Mary,’ and mention is made of 
Richard, his brother, aged twenty-four and more, as his next 
heir. 

Some members of the Paternoster family lived at Pusey 
about the same period, and held property under the same 
kind \of ‘tenure. \in/ deeds) of) 1284andiing's77A lice) Pater- 
Noster, John Paternoster and Richard Paternoster are men- 
tioned, and five ‘ Paternosters’ for the King were the terms 
to be rendered. 

In 1300 John Paternoster and others of East Hendred 
were concerned in proceedings which took place before a 
Commission of Oyer and Terminer brought by Hugh de 
Curtenay, who complained that ‘John Paternoster and others 
assaulted his men as they were taking goods to Scotland at 
Esthanreth, and killed John Russel, and carried away his 
goods.’ 

In 1360 Richard Paternoster had authority to settle a 
messuage and land in East Hendred on himself for life, with 
remainder to Robert Cole of East Hendred, and his heirs, 
and about the same time he was granted a licence by the 
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King to enfeoff Richard Denby, parson of the church of 
Est Henrethe, of a messuage and 164 acres of land in Est 
Henrethe held of the King-in-chief, and for him to regrant 
the same to the said Richard for life. In 1361, Richard 
Paternoster granted land in East Hendred to Richard Denby, 
the parson, and in the same year Richard Denby obtained 
Letters of Attorney authorising John Cole and John Stevenes 
of East Hendred to deliver seisin to Richard, father of the 
said Richard Denby, of land in East Hendred. 

In 1400, Alice, the daughter of Robert Cole, granted the 
land to John Hychecokkes. The subsequent history of the 
land is unknown. (See also Biography of Richard Denby

The Price family came originally from 
Price Family. Farnborough in Berkshire, having settled 

there upwards of two centuries ago. In 
the Church there are several mural monuments to the family, 
and the advowson of the living was in their gift. In 1844 
the incumbent was the Rev. George Price. Ralph Price 
was Patron in 1732, and in 1739 the Rev. Ralph Price was 
Rector on his own presentation. An earlier Rector was the 
Rev. Barnard Price, who married Mary, a sister of William 
Garnam, who died in 1669. A link with East Hendred 
was that in 1775 the Rev. Ralph (Ralf) Price, Rector of 
Farnborough, was married in the Parish Church to Albinia, 
daughter of the Rev. George Woodward, Rector of East 
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Hendred. A monument in the Church has an inscription 
which reads :— 

Erected by a grateful niece to the Memory of her kind and 


beloved aunts Ann and Henrietta surviving daughters of 
William Price Esq., of Charlton House, Wantage.

There are several members of the Quinch 
Quinch Family. family mentioned in East Hendred docu- 

ments who apparently lived in the Parish 
about the early part of the eighteenth century. The family 
was Roman Catholic, for in the list of Nonjurors of 1715 is 
found the name of John Quinch of East Hendred, yeoman, 
as possessing ‘ Eight Court lands.’ In the Will of Charles 
Eyston, dated 26 May 1718, a sum of money was left to 
his servant, Charles Quinch.

ylhrepeae A monument in the Parish Church states 
(David) that it is erected ‘To the Memory of David 
Robertson, M.D. who died the 15th of 
January 1859, in the 76th year of his age. Also of Belinda 
Hunt Robertson, wife of the above, who died 22nd of 
January 1856, aged 75 years.’ 

It is uncertain what is the precise date that David 
Robertson went to East Hendred to live. He was certainly 
residing there in 1844, and perhaps a few years before. 
There is no evidence that he practised as a doctor in the 
village. In the first decade or so of the nineteenth century 
he practised in London at various West End addresses, in 
Mayfair and elsewhere. It was probably in London that he 
first started his professional career. He became a member of 
the Royal College of Surgeons on 1 Aug. 1806, and his name 
occurs in the earliest printed lists of members from 1825 
to 1840, where his address is given as at Pembroke ; but he 
may have been at other places in Pembrokeshire, perhaps 
at Tenby. He obtained his M.D. degree from Marischal 
College and University, Aberdeen, 30 Oct. 1821. 

The Robertson family came from Aberdeen, and an 
eighteenth-century portrait, still in the possession of Mrs 
Mollet, a granddaughter of David Robertson, is understood 
to be that of a Provost Robertson of Aberdeen. The 
family adopted the arms of the Robertsons of Strowan in 
Perthshire. 

David Robertson was born in 1783, but definite informa- 
tion is lacking as to where he was educated. There is a high 
probability that the entry in the Matriculation Register of 
St Andrews University in 1802 of a David Robertson refers 
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to him. He married in 1804, and the entry in the Register 
of St George’s, Hanover Square, London, is of interest ; under 
date, ‘1804. March 24, David Robertson, of this parish, 
bachelor, and Belinda Hopkins, of St Leonard in Wallingford, 
co. Berks, spinster.’ The link with Berkshire is here found 
in the fact that his wife Belinda came from the north- 
western side of the county, to which neighbourhood 
he went to live in retirement. While residing at East 
Hendred he owned the tithes, house, and lands of the 
Manor of Arches, and his residence was the house now 
known as the ‘Plough Inn.’ He occupied a prominent 
place in the village from 1844, or before, until his death 
in 1859. 

David had seven children. The surviving ones were: 
(1) Walter, who practised medicine in France; (2) Richard 
Hopkins, who was a well-known West End doctor (see m/fra) ; 
(3) James, who became prominent in the Church (see separate 
biography, zfra) ; (4) John Bowles, who became a member of 
the Royal College of Surgeons in 1837 and practised for many 
years at Marton, near Rugby, Warwickshire ; (5) Elizabeth, 
who married George Moore; (6) Belinda, who married 
Philemon Price Sanders. The eldest son, Walter, died 
without issue, and the second son, Richard Hopkins, on the 
death of his father, inherited the family pictures and other 
property. He became a member of the Royal College of 
Surgeons in 1830. As far as can be ascertained, Richard 
Hopkins first practised in London at Jermyn Street. He 
was there in 1836 to 1840, and probably before and after 
that time, and perhaps until 1846, when he was living at 
36 Albemarle Street. He remained at that address up to 1852, 
when he removed to 38 St George’s Road, S.W., and was 
still there in 1857. In 1833 he married Louisa Jane Snell, 
the record of the marriage being entered in the Register of 
St George’s, Hanover Square, as follows :—‘ 1833. July 25, 
Richard Hopkins Robertson, Esq. bachelor, of St James’s, 
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Westminster, and Louisa Jane Snell, spinster. A minor. 
Licence, with the consent of her father, William Snell.’

was born in 1810. Educated at Pembroke 
ie) College, Oxford: Scholar, 1827-1835; B.A., 
1831; M.A., 1834. Ordained Deacon by the Bishop of 
Oxford, 1833; Priest, 1834. Curate at East Hendred. Head- 
master of St Paul’s School, Southsea, 1843-1846; Principal 
of Bishop’s College, Bristol, 1846-1859 ; Rector of Christ 
Church with St Ewin, Bristol, 1859-1870. 

The tithes, house, and land belonging to the Manor 
of Arches came into the possession of James Robertson on 
the death of his father, David Robertson, M.D., in 1859. 
James Robertson afterwards sold the house and land to 
Richard Bradfield of Milton, and the tithes to William 
Allin of East Hendred, whose son, John Allin, was in 
possession of them in 1878. 

James Robertson died 22 April 1875, and is buried at 
Southsea. An armorial window in the Hall of Pembroke 
College commemorates him, and bears the arms of the 
Robertsons of Strowan. James Robertson married Sophia 
Hopkins Boote of Milton, near East Hendred, the daughter 
of Richard Hopkins Boote and Rachel Cracraft. The death 
of her father is thus referred to in the Gentleman’s Magazine, 
Feb. 1782: ‘At Abingdon, Mr Richard Boote, Attorney, 
Author of a History of a Suit-at-Law, and other professional 
pieces,’ 
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The issue of James Robertson’s marriage were: (1) Rev. 
James Stewart Robertson, Curate at Frenchay, near Bristol ; 
(2) Sophia, born at East Hendred, 19 Dec. 1840; (3) Belinda, 
who married F. Rudman, was the last link of the Robertsons 
with East Hendred, and lived in the village until about 1890 ; 
(4) Louisa Harriet ; (5) Richard Allin (see fra); (6) Ellen 
Mabel, who married A. Mollet, Esq., of Bedford Gardens, 
London, W. Of all the children of James Robertson, only 
one daughter, Sophia, had any children. She married, 
2 June 1864, at Christ Church with St Ewin, Bristol, George 
Bethell, who died 25 July 1908. She died 13 Dec. 1916. 
The issue of this marriage are: (1) Sophia Louisa, who 
married the Rev. John A. Young; (2) Henry, living in 
Sydney, Australia; (3) George Moore, living in Sydney, 
Australia; (4) Belinda Mary, living at 10 Clyde Park, Bristol ; 
(5) Charles James; (6) Robert Spencer; (7) Frederick 
William; (8) Ellen Spencer, living at 10 Clyde Park, 
Bristol; (g) Cecil Spencer; (10) Lionel John, resident in 
Liverpool. 

The second son of the Rev. James Robertson, Richard 
Allin, was born at Southsea in 1847. His academic record 
is as follows :—Educated at Crewkerne School: matriculated 
at Exeter College, Oxford, 28 Jan. 1865, aged eighteen ; 
Scholar, 1864-1867. Scholar at Peterhouse, Cambridge, 
1867, Junior Optime, and B.A., 1871. He went to America 
to undertake tutorial work and died there. 

Mrs Mollet (Ellen Mabel Robertson) painted portraits 
of her father and mother (the Rev. James Robertson and 
Sophia Hopkins Robertson), which are still in her possession, 
as is also one of Provost Robertson of Aberdeen (eighteenth 
century). The Misses Bethell, the daughters of Sophia 
Robertson, who married George Bethell, have numerous 
photographic and other portraits of the Robertson family, 
including miniatures of the Rev. James Robertson and his 
son, the Rev. James Stewart Robertson of Frenchay, Glos, 
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and also portraits of Richard Allin Robertson at different 
periods.

The Robey family were successful yeomen 
Robey Family. farmers who occupied a prominent place in 
East Hendred life from the middle of the 

eighteenth century until recent years, when the family 
became extinct in the male line. Anthony Robey was 
Churchwarden in 1725 and signed the Churchwardens’ 
Accounts in that year, There are many references in the 
Parish Registers from about 1770, and copies of the entries 
are given by Sowdon in his MS. He also gives copious 
extracts from some farm account books of the Robey family, 
and a signature of John Robey in 1777 is pasted in one 
of the pages of his MS. In the Parish Church is a large 
monument in white marble to the memory of John Robey, 
who died 25 Jan. 1816, aged eighty-three, and to Sarah, his 
wife, who died 31 May 1822, aged seventy-seven years ; to 
John, their son, who died 4 June 1848, aged seventy-eight, 
and to Ann, his wife, who died 7 Feb. 1835, aged seventy- 
one, and their children, two named John, Eliza, Isaac, 
and Charles. Underneath this monument is a brass in 
memory of Sarah Brown Robey, relict of Charles Robey 
of Orchard House, East Hendred, who died 25 June 1894, 
aged eighty-six, and to Martha Robey, relict of Isaac Robey of 
Harwell, Berks, who died 10 Feb. 1902, aged eighty-seven 
years. This brass was erected by their surviving sister, 
Mrs Thomas Brown of Winslow House, Wantage. (For 
copies of Robey inscriptions, see Section X.) Sarah Brown 
Robey commemorated above was a woman of a large heart, 
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who did much good in the neighbourhood, and her memory 
is still cherished in East Hendred. Sowdon gives extracts in 
his MS. from her ‘ Herbal’ and ‘ Book of Remedies.’ Isaac 
Robey, the son of John and Ann Robey, who died 25 Oct. 
1860, aged sixty, and whose Will is dated 15 Sept. 1860, and 
proved at Oxford, 31 Dec. 1860, left a sum of money, the in- 
terest from which was to be divided among thirty of the oldest 
inhabitants of the poor of the parish of East Hendred, without 
regard to their religious opinions, This Charity is still being 
administered. In the list of Wills (see Section IX.) will be 
found those of John Robey, 1845, and John Robey, 1848. 

The Robey family is also found at Harwell and Lyford.

There is a field still there called Royse’s 
Close next to the ‘Plough’ Inn. In a document dated 
5 Edw. VI. (1551-52), in the Public Record Office, William 
Royce is mentioned as holding a messuage and one virgate 
called ‘ Vyllers at Wyckes’ in East Hendred, and there is also 
among the Patent Ro//s a ‘ Grant to Robert Doyly and others 
of a messuage and land called ‘‘ Chapmans in Easthenryd,” and 
also of Royses close there, late belonging to the Priory of 
Lytlemore,’ dated 17 Elizabeth (1574). The Will of Richard 
Roise, dated 1563, is at Somerset House (see Section IX.), 
and administration of the goods of Richard Roise, late of 
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Esthenred, deceased, was granted to his relict, Alice, on 
15 June 1563. It was also in the year 1563 that John Roysse, 
‘Citizen and Mercer of London,’ founded the famous school 
at Abingdon, and the Gleniberlain: s Accounts of that ancient 
town have an entry showing a payment for the carriage of 
‘Mr Royse’s hogshead of wyne from London’ to celebrate 
the opening of the school. The Will of John Royse is at 
Somerset House, dated 1571. It is not unlikely that he 
came from East Hendred, and possibly Richard Roise of 
East Hendred was his eva

je connected with East Hendred, as far as can 
Ay be ascertained, from the fact that the 


private chapel of the Eyston family is known as St Amand’s 
Chapel. Whether it was dedicated to someone who 
bore the name of St Amand, or whether the name became 
attached to it because it was associated with the St Amand 
family, is not known. The chapel is usually stated to have 
been dedicated to St Amand or St John the Baptist. In 
old ecclesiastical records it is described as ‘ Capella Sancti 
Johannis Bapte de Arches in Esthenreth.’ 

The St Amands probably possessed property in East 
Hendred. They were of considerable importance as a family, 
and references to them abound in early documents. Their 
connection with Berkshire and with places in the county 
not far distant from East Hendred begins at a very early 
period. In the time of Henry III., Almar de St Amand 
owned an estate at East Isley. He was father of Ralph, who 
died 30 Hen. III (1246). Almaric, who succeeded him, died 


in 1286, and his son, also named Almaric, took his place, but

dying without issue in 1311 the estate went to John, his 
brother. He was summoned to Parliament as a Baron in 
6 Edw. "TL: (132) ,,andyidiedwintine 267% isabella, hiswanty 
daughter, married Robert de Ildesle, in whose descendants, 
if any, the barony of St Amand is vested. In 1315 Lord 
St Amand made the presentation to the Church of East [lsley. 
During the reigns of the Edwards and Richard II. the 
St Amands were frequently summoned to Parliament as 
Barons. The family also owned an estate at West Woodhay, 
Berks. The Will of Sir Almeric Seynamound of West 
Woodhay, dated 1402, is at Somerset House.

‘and was born at Oxford, 16 Dec. 1866. 
Educated at Magdalen College School and Keble College, 
Oxford, where he was Grove Exhibitioner in 1888, and 
second-class in Modern History in 1889. He was also M.A., 
and gained the R.B.A. degree in 1896. In 1889 he went to 
Paris and studied painting under Courtois, Rixens, Lefebre 
and Rigolot. From 1891 he began exhibiting at the Royal 
Academy, the Salon, the Royal Institute of Painters in 
Water Colours, and elsewhere; he also had pictures at the 
Brussels International Exhibition in 1896, and at the Paris 
Exhibition, 1900, where he was awarded a Bronze Medal.

Mr Sheard was an artist of unquestioned merit, not only 
in landscape but in portrait painting. A special exhibition 
of his works took place at the Galleries of the Royal Society 
of British Artists, Suffolk Street, Pall Mall, London, in the 
autumn of 1921, when forty paintings by him were shown, 
all but one being exhibited together in the vestibule. 
Among them was one of East Hendred. Mr Sheard, in 
addition to painting two portraits of Mrs Sheard and one 
of his father, painted many prominent residents of East 
Hendred, including John Joseph Eyston ; Cecil Hope Gill, 
Rector of East Hendred, 1907-1917, and his brother, Charles 
Hope Gill, Bishop of Travancore and Cochin; Arthur 
Billyeald, an artist resident in East Hendred ; Harry Wilson 
Sowdon, with his son ‘Tom’ and his daughter ‘Tim’ ; also 
one of Mrs Sowdon, and a pastel portrait of H. W. Sowdon. 
Mr Sheard depicted in The ‘fumble Sale a group of local 
characters, including Nellie Chasney, and in 4 Reaper a local 
portrait is represented. He became a resident at East 
Hendred about 1901, and lived at Monks Farm for about 
twenty years, until his death on 4 Oct. 1921. He was 
buried in the cemetery at East Hendred. On 24 July 1go1 
he married, at Christ Church, Wanstead, Essex, Mabel, only 
daughter of the late Thomas George Harrison, solicitor, and 
had a son, Thomas, and a daughter, Nora. Mr Sheard took 
a great interest in many of the village institutions, and during 
the Great War did much for the comfort of the wounded, 
besides belonging to the Special Reserves and the Special 
Police. He was also Scoutmaster of the East Hendred troop.

The Sherwood family was associated with 
East Hendred from the sixteenth century, 
| and more particularly with the Manor of 
Framptons. This Manor was granted by Nicholas Booth

(or Bothe) of Balking and Sparsholt in 1570 to Edward 
Yonge and his wife Elizabeth, and their son Francis in tail, 
with remainder to Anne Sherwood, daughter of Edward 
Sherwood, and her heirs. Francis must have died without 
issue, for Anne inherited the property. Her husband, John 
Sherwood, was in possession in 1610. They had a son and 
heir, Edward, who was succeeded in 1642 by his son John, 
who was living in 1665-66, and had a son also named Edward. 
Mary, the daughter and heir of Edward, married George 
Cooper, M.D., and died non compos mentis and intestate in 1788, 
aged about ninety. The Manor then reverted to the repre- 
sentative of Edward Sherwood, a younger son of the first 
Edward. This was Sir John Pollen, whose grandmother, 
Mary, was a daughter of Edward Sherwood. It was sold 
in 1822 by his son, Sir John Walter Pollen, to John Allin, 
and was purchased in 1897 by Lord Wantage at the sale 
of the estates of John Allin’s grandson. In 1912 the Manor 
was conveyed to Mr A. K. Loyd (¢.v.), of Downs House. 

As shown above, the Sherwood family was connected 
with the Yonges, one of the oldest East Hendred families. 
A branch of the Sherwoods was also living at the neighbouring 
parish of Ardington, and there became allied to the Clarkes. 
There are numerous references to the lands of Edward 
Sherwood and Thomas Sherwood in the copy of the ‘ Terrier’ 
of 1634 printed in the Appendix, likewise an entry relating 
to the ‘ Tithe of Mr Sherwood’s land.’ In the East Hendred 
Parish Registers are entries relating to the family. The 
marriage on 22 Dec. 1687 of Thomas Seymour of Lambourn 
Woodlands and Mrs Mary Sherwood of East Hendred is 
recorded, and the name of Edward Sherwood appears in 1572. 
John Sherwood was Sheriff of Berks in 1672. Edward Sher- 
wood held the same office in 1692. The Will of John Sherwood, 
dated Apr. 1673, is at Somerset House. Two legacies by 
members of the Sherwood family perpetuate the name in 
the parish, both being for the benefit of the poor of East 
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Hendred. Thomas Sherwood, in 1674, left Two Pounds, 
Ten Shillings, and Anne Sherwood, in 1749, left Twenty 
Pounds. 

The name of Anne Sherwood appears in the list of 
Recusants in Berks who entered the annual value of their 
estates for the purpose of double taxation, pursuant to 
Me PACty OL 1715.) yohe, is also) mentioned) anwtoe iW ill)! of 
Charles Eyston, 26 May 1718, who bequeathed her a ring. 

The only monument in the Parish Church to a Sherwood 
commemorates Anne Sherwood, and has an inscription which 
reads: 

Underneath this stone lyeth interred the body of Mrs Anne 

Sherwood, of this parish, who departed this life the 22 day of 
April, 1744, aged 74 years. 
Requiescat in Pace. 

In 1834, Thorpe, the London bookseller, offered for sale 
a MS. entitled ‘ Extracts from the Parish Registers of East 
Hendred relative to the family of Sherwood, 1608-1721,’ and 
‘Sketch of the Pedigree of the Sherwoods,’ by ‘ Rouge Croix,’ 
also ‘ List of the Wills of the Sherwoods, 1691-1757.’ This 
was described as a portion of the Wi/mer-Field Papers. The 
connection of the Sherwoods with the Wilmer family was 
by the marriage of Constance Sherwood to Captain Nathaniel 
Wilmer. Constance was the third daughter of Edward 
Sherwood, and was baptized at East Hendred, 20 Oct. 1622. 
It is uncertain when she married, but it was before 1647, 
for her first son was born about 1650. Captain Wilmer was 
employed by Cromwell in Ireland. He died at Cashel in 
1654, and left his wife landed property given him by the 
Protector for his services in Ireland. In 1658 his widow 
joined the Society of Friends, and in conjunction with Joseph 
Coale, a well-known Quaker of Reading, wrote a pamphlet 
defending Quaker principles, entitled: Some Religious 
Affairs Signified in a Letter from one called a Quaker to 
Archbishop Fuller in Ireland, etc. 
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Constance Wilmer was living in 1684, but how long 
afterwards cannot be ascertained. She and her two sons were 
on terms of friendship with William Penn.

The Sowdon family came originally from 

qeseiak (aray Devonshire, and sit chiefly He Whisee 
Hs0M) Broadclyst and Alphington. There is much 
information about them in the MS. Records of Whitstone, 
collected by the Rev. Charles Brown, Curate and Rector 
of the parish from 1807 to 1856. A transcript from the 
Manuscript was made by Harry Wilson Sowdon, to which 
he made many additions. It contains (1) Extracts from 
the Whitstone Registers regarding the Sowdons from 
1594; (2) Monumental Inscriptions dating from 1633; 
(3) Calendar of Sowdon Wills (32 in all) at Exeter, begin- 
ning in 1583; (4) Pedigree of the Sowdon family, showing 
connections with the Marsacks of Caversham, the Venables, 
the Blanes, and the Somers, with some valuable notes by 
the Rev. J. B. Pearson, D.D., Rector of Whitstone. The 
MS. is now in possession of Mrs H. W. Sowdon at Drayton 
Manor, near Abingdon. There are many Sowdon monuments 
in Whitstone Church. The family of Sowdon had strong

links with the town of Reading, and there is a handsome 
family monument there in the Churchyard of St Mary’s. 

Harry Wilson Sowdon, a son of William Sowdon, was 
born at St Helier, Jersey, 27 Aug. 1861, and was educated 
at Reading Grammar School, and Woodspeen House, New- 
bury. Owing to ill health, and before finishing his education, 
he was sent to learn farming, first at West IIsley, and after- 
wards at Stadhampton. In 1890 he went to reside at East 
Hendred, and lived there until he moved to Drayton Manor 
in Mar. 1917. He married, in 1899, Winefred Ann, daughter 
of Robert Halson Follett of Henley-on-Thames. She was 
born at Bighton, near Alresford, co. Hants, 18 Oct. 1873. 
Sowdon, who took a deep interest in local history, and had 
a good knowledge of Berkshire Folk-lore, compiled a collec- 
tion of notes on East Hendred from the Parish Registers, 
Overseers’ Accounts, etc., and from conversations with Charles 
John Eyston and others. (For a full description of these 
notes, see Section II.) 

Sowdon died at Drayton Manor, 13 Sept. 1917.

Little is known of the Spicer family except 
that they were living at East Hendred 
during the seventeenth century and the 
early part of the eighteenth century. The name of the family 
occurs occasionally in the Parish Registers. An early entry 
records: that ‘ Augustin Spicer, Widdower, aged 84, and 
Elizabeth Holmes, Widow, aged 78, both of this parish, 
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SPICER OR SPISER FAMILY—continued. 
was [sic] married upon ye 2oth day of January 1695, by me, 
George Cuthbert, Rector.’ Augustine Spicer was a Church- 
warden in 1674 and signed the Churchwardens’ Accounts 
for that year. The name of Lawrence Spicer occurs several 
times in the ‘Terrier’ of 1634 as owning land in East 
Hendred (see Appendix). The name of Lawrence Spicer is 
also found in 1719, and in 1755 a Spicer married a Symonds. 
Among the Marriage Bonds of the Peculiar Court of the 
Dean and Chapter of Sarum is one of Nathaniel Spicer of 
East Hendred, yeoman, and Mary Lawrence of Charlton 
in Wantage, 7 Sept. 1682, and also one of Francis Spicer of 
East Hendred, and Martha Champe of Wantage, g June 1685. 

In the list of East Hendred charities, the names of two 
members of the Spicer family are included. Anne Spiser, by 
Will dated 1658, gave a rent-charge ‘out of copyhold lands 
in the parish,’ situated in King’s Manor and now known as 
Upper Farm, and the money is still distributed with the 
‘Poor's Money.’ Catherine Spicer, by deed in 1682, gave 
a sum of money for bread to the poor. An entry in the 
Churchwardens’ book, dated 22 Apr. 1682, states that 
Catherine Spiser had ‘delivered into the hands of one of 
the Churchwardens, for this year, 6./,, to be received to the 
world’s end, for preachment of a sermon; and 6./. she have 
given to the poor of this parish, to be given in bread by the 
Churchwardens to the poor present, after the sermon is 
ended, upon Holy Thursday, to remain to the world’s end.’ 
The gift is included among the ‘Poor’s Money’ in the 
Charities Report in 1837, but apparently at the present 
time has disappeared, or is not operative. 

The Wills of Anne Spicer, 1660, and Catherine Spicer, 


1690, are at Somerset House (see Section IX.).

The association of Stevenson with East Hendred probably 
began about 1870, when he visited Hendred House with 
the object of making a report upon the manuscripts in the 
possession of the Eyston family, for the Historical MSS. 
Commission. 

He was an expert Archivist and possessed every qualifica- 
tion for the task, due to his very large experience. His first 
employment after coming to London from Durham was in 
arranging the Public Records, then kept at the Tower of 
London. In 1831 he received an appointment in the MSS. 
Department at the British Museum, and in 1834 became 
a Sub-Commissioner of the Public Records (Record Com- 
mission). He resigned this post about 1839 and returned to 
Durham, where he was shortly afterwards ordained Priest 
by Bishop Maltby. In 1841 he was appointed Librarian and 
Keeper of Records to the Dean and Chapter, succeeding his 
old schoolmaster, the Rev. James Raine. He was for some 
years occupied in compiling a Catalogue of the Charters and 
Deeds under his charge, and for his services the degree of 
M.A. was conferred on him by the University of Durham. 
He was Curate of St Giles’s, Durham, in 1847, and Vicar of 
Leighton Buzzard, Beds, from 1849 to 1862. On 24 June 
1863 he was received into the Roman Catholic Church 
and became a Jesuit at Farm Street, London, where he died 
8 Feb. 1895. In 1856 Stevenson was mainly instrumental 
in inducing the Government to undertake the publication 
of the Chronicles and Memorials of Great Britain and Ireland 
(known as the Ro//s Series). The first book he edited for 
this series was the Chronicles of the Monastery of Abingdon, 
published in 1858. He also edited many volumes for the 
Bannatyne, Roxburghe and Maitland Clubs, The total 
number of works that he wrote or edited was over fifty 
volumes. His report on the Eyston MSS. was issued in the 
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Third Report of the Historical MSS. Commission, Appendix, 
pp. 260-261, dated 25 July 1872. (See note on the Report 
in Section III.)

A prominent name in the early history of 
Stowe (“fohn). East Hendred is that of John Stowe, and 

it was through him that the Eyston family 
became possessed of the Manor of Arches and other property 
in the parish about the latter end of the reign of Henry VI. 
The Manor had been in the hands of the Arches family for 
several generations, having descended to them by the marriage 
of William de Arches with Amice, the daughter of Sir 
Richard de Turberville. The last male holder of the Arches 
family was Ralph Arches, who is described as lord of the 
Manors of East Hendred and Catmere, died between 1418 and 
1422. John Stowe, previous to Apr. 1420, married Maude 
or Matilda, his only daughter and heiress, and their only 
daughter, Isabelle Stowe, became the wife of John Eyston 
(who died about 1492), and it was by this marriage that the 
East Hendred property came into the ownership of the 
Eystons, where it has remained in uninterrupted succession 
up to the present time. 

John Stowe, previous to his marriage, seems to have been 
connected more with Burford in Oxfordshire than with 
East Hendred. There are many references to him in Burford 
documents. The earliest is in 1385, when his name appears 
as a witness to a deed. In 1392 there is a conveyance of 
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STOWE (JOHN)—continued. 

two cottages to him, and in 1402 and 1404 he witnessed some 
other deeds. In early Chancery proceedings he is also men- 
tioned in connection with John Sclatter for going ‘ with force 
of arms’ to the house of John Dyer and carrying off a horse, 
and at another time seizing some goods, and at still another 
time taking away a maid-servant. ‘The latter is stated to 
have been detained by them for a year and a half. 

It is possible that John Stowe or his family may have 
owned property in East Hendred prior to his marriage, but 
evidence is lacking. ‘The earliest date found connecting him 
with the parish is 1420, when ‘John Stowe et Matilda uxor 
ejus’ are recorded in the Bishop’s Register at Salisbury as 
being the Patrons of the Chapel of the Manor of Arches at 
the presentation of Walter Watham as Chaplain in Apr. 1420, 
and of William Franklyn in Aug. 1420, In 1426 John 
Stowe alone is named as Patron, not, presumably, because his 
wife Maude was dead at that time, but probably for some 
other reason, for it is stated that she seems to have married 
William Crossby for her second husband before 1439. In 
a document found among the Feudal Aids, dated 1428, 
‘Johannes Stowe tenet terras et tenementa in Henrethe que 
Galfridus Turburvyle quondam tenuit, per que servicia dicti 
juratores ignorant. In the list of Berkshire Gentry the 
name of John Stowe occurs in 1433. 

The exact date of his death is not known, but most likely 
it was between 20 Dec. 1436 and 2 Aug. 1437.

An early monument in the Parish Church 
Thatcher Family. records the death of William Thatcher in 

1620 or 1626. The inscription is in Latin 
(see Section X.), and copies in Latin and English are given 
in Ashmole’s Berkshire, and in Latin only in Clarke’s 
Hundred of Wanting. 

The Thatcher family was connected by marriage with 
the Eystons. In 1610 William Eyston married Mary, 
daughter of James Thatcher of Priesthawse, in the parish of 
Westham, co. Sussex. After William Eyston’s death, about 
1649, his widow married Benedict Winchcombe of Cheam, 
co. Surrey. She was his second wife, and after her decease 
he had a third wife, Elizabeth, according to the monumental 
inscription to him and her in the Parish Church. 

The Thatcher family was also at Uffington. Richard 
Thatcher, husbandman there, occurs in the list of ‘ Recusants ’ 


in the reign of Charles II.

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The old family of Titcombe can be traced 
Titcombe Family, back in East Hendred to Elizabethan times. 

There are several Wills at Somerset House 
(see Section IX.) of members of the family who lived at East 
Hendred, the earliest Will being that of Thomas Titcombe, 
dated 1602. The name is of frequent occurrence in the Parish 
Registers. In a deed dated 1665, Edward Titcombe, Thomas 
Titcombe and William Titcombe are mentioned in connection 
with land at East Hendred. Thomas Titcombe was a Church- 
warden in 1731 and signed the Churchwardens’ Accounts for 
that year. In recent years the name has become prominent 
in Jonathan Holt Titcomb, who became Bishop of Rangoon. 
There is a monument to a member of the same family in the 


Parish Church of Marlborough, Wilts.

early period. As far back as the twelfth 
century the family was tenants of the Manor of Arches. 
John de Turberville was holding a fee in the honour in 1166, 
and was a witness to an Abingdon Charter at an earlier 
date. Geoffrey de Turberville, who granted land in East 
Hendred to Poughley Priory before 1248, may have been his 
successor. Robert de Turberville held the Manor about the 
middle of the thirteenth century, and was a contemporary of 
John de Turberville, who held land at Catmere. John, 
possibly the son of Robert, who succeeded him, became an 
important person. He was the King’s Escheator for 
Berkshire in 1251, and was at Reading with the King in 
October of that year. He was Sheriff for Berks and Oxon, 
38 Hen. III. (1253). In 1242 he had a suit with the Abbot 
of Reading as to pasture in ‘ Hanrede.’ The Chapel within 
the Manor House of Arches is said to have been founded, 
with the Pope’s licence, by John de Turberville about 1265. 
John died in or about 1267, and was succeeded by his son, 
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TURBERVILLE FAMILY—continued. 
Richard de Turberville, who was in possession in 1278, and 
died before 21 Nov. 1287. Richard had a son also named 
Richard and a daughter Amice, who married, first, William 
de Arches, and second, Rogo de Gacelyn. Richard the 
elder seems to have settled the Manor on Geoffrey de 
Turberville, perhaps a nephew, and this is supported by the 
fact that ‘ Galfridus de Tourbevile’ is named as the Patron 
at the Institution of ‘ Willielmus de Hyda’ to the Chapel 
of the Manor in 1304. Among the Westminster Abbey 
Muniments are two documents relating to Poughley Priory, 
apparently about 1293-1299. To one of them, ‘Dom 
Geoffrey de Turbervile’ is a witness, and the other deed is an 
agreement between him and the Priory in respect to lands, etc., 
in ‘Esthenreth.’ Geoffrey was succeeded by Amice, who is 
described as his cousin and heir. The Manor was settled in 
1308 on Amice and her second husband (Rogo) and their 
heirs, with remainder to her son William de Arches. It 
was taken into the King’s hands for the rebellion of Rogo 
in 1322, but was subsequently restored, and remained in 
the Arches family for several generations, and it was from 
the family that the Manor took its name. Through the 
marriage of Maud, daughter of Ralph or Rawlin de Arches, 
with John Stowe, previous to Apr. 1422, the Manor passed 
into his possession, and he was holding the Manor in 1428. 
They had a daughter Isabel, and it was by her marriage to the 
first John Eyston of ‘ Esthenreth,’ Catmere and Hanney, that 
the Manor came into the Eyston family, where it still remains. 
A pedigree of the Turberville family is given in Berry’s 
Berkshire Genealogies. (See also Biography of Arches

Trotter, Bart., and was born 16 Apr. 1832. Lord Wantage 
was educated at Eton, entered the Scots Guards in 1850 and 
served throughout the Crimean Campaign with great dis- 
tinction, and received the Victoria Cross for deeds of valour 
at Alma and Inkermann. He became an Equerry to the 
Prince of Wales in 1858, and on 17 Nov. 1858 married, 
at the Church of St Martin-in-the-Fields, the Hon. Harriet 
Sarah Jones Loyd, the only surviving child of Samuel 
Jones Loyd, the first and last Baron Overstone. He 
assumed the name of Loyd in addition to that of Lindsay. 
In 1859 he retired from the army and settled at Lockinge 
House, Wantage, Berks, on the estate which had been given 
him by Lord Overstone on marrying his daughter. He 
entered the House of Commons as Conservative Member for 
Berkshire in 1865, and sat until his elevation to the Peerage 
in 1885. From 1877 to 1880 he was Financial Secretary to 
the War Office in Lord Beaconsfield’s Government. He 
was a pioneer in the Volunteer movement and maintained a 
life-long interest in it. He founded the National Society 
for Aid to Sick and Wounded in 1870, which afterwards 
developed into the Red Cross Society. As Chairman, during 
the Franco-German War, he visited the German Head- 
quarters at Versailles, and entered Paris during the Siege, 
and also went to the seat of war during the Turko-Servian 
Campaign, 1876. He was made K.C.B. in 1881 and Lord- 
Lieutenant of Berkshire in 1885, in which county and in 
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WANTAGE (ROBERT JAMES LOYD-LINDSAY), LORD—continued. 
others he was a large landowner. He also owned consider- 
able property in East Hendred, and purchased the Manor of 
Framptons there in 1897 on the sale of the estates of John 
Allin’s grandson. He died at Lockinge on 10 June 1901, 
and is buried at Ardington, and with his death the title 
became extinct. 

Lord Wantage had a lofty personal character and a fine 
sense of the responsibilities of wealth. His handsome 
presence made him a subject that painters loved to depict. 
His portrait, dated 1855, in the uniform of the Scots Guards, 
is reproduced in the Memoir of him by his widow, as is also 
a bust by Lady Jane Lindsay, and a photographic portrait. 

There are several reproductions of portraits of Lord 
Wantage in the Catalogue of Pictures forming the Collection of 
Lord and Lady Wantage at Carlton Gardens, London, Lockinge 
House, Berks, etc.; one painted by W. W. Ouless, R.A., re- 
presents him as a Lieutenant-Colonel, Berks Volunteers, and 
was presented by them to Lady Wantage in 1878 ; another 
portrait is by Sir William Blake Richmond, R.A. 

The book also contains many portraits of Lady Wantage, 
as well as family portraits. (See Section VIII.) 

A cartoon by ‘Spy’ appeared in Vamity Fair, and he was 
drawn by the Duchess of Rutland for her book of Portraits 
of Men and Women, 1900.

The Hon. Harriet Sarah Jones Loyd, the 
Wantage (Lady). only surviving child of Samuel Jones Loyd, 
the first and last Baron Overstone, and 
Harriet Wright of Mapperley, Notts, was born in 1837. 
She married on 17 Nov. 1858 Robert James Loyd-Lindsay, 
afterwards Lord Wantage (supra), who was a large landowner 
in Berkshire, Northamptonshire, and other counties. On 
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the death of Lord Wantage in 1go1, Lady Wantage 
became Lady of the Manor of Framptons in East Hendred. 
The Manor was purchased by her husband in 1897 on the 
sale of the estates of John Allin’s grandson. In 1912 Lady 
Wantage conveyed the Manor to her cousin, Mr Archie 
Kirkman Loyd (.v.). 

Lady Wantage was a great patroness of Art and Learning. 
She wrote the Memoir of Lord Wantage, which was published 
in 1907. She was a generous benefactress to charitable 
objects, and took a deep interest in all that concerned East 
Hendred. Lady Wantage died g Aug. 1920, and is buried 
at Ardington.

brass plate with this inscription :— 

Hic jacet Willielmus Whitwey pannariv’ et lanari’ qui obiit 

xxv. die mensis Septembris, An. Dni; millimo CCCCLXXIX. 
Cujus aie propricietur Deus. Amen. 

This inscription is translated by Ashmole thus: ‘ Here 
lieth William Whiteway, Clothier and Woollen Draper, 
who died 25 Sept. 1479. May God have mercy on his soul.’ 
The translation of ‘pannarius’ and ‘lanarius’ by Ashmole 
may not be quite correct as descriptive of the trade or 
occupation of Whiteway, but there is no doubt that he was 
connected with the clothing industry. He was probably one 
of the woolstaplers who are known to have done considerable 
business in these parts in the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, 
and which tradition associates with certain grass terraces in 
the centre of the parish. 

In the Public Record Office is a ‘Bond of John 
Kyngeston, Rector of the Parish Church of Esthenreth, and 
William Whitewey, the younger, of the same place, to 
William Yorke, dated 31 Hen. VI. (1453).’

Wi The well-known family of Winchcombe 
inchcombe ; 
Family. was associated with various places in 
Berkshire for centuries, and its connection 
with East Hendred, as far as documentary evidence goes, 
dates back at least to the reign of Henry VIII. In 1546 
there is a grant to John Winchcombe with respect to tithes 
in ‘ Esthenred.’ The most prominent member of the family 
associated with the parish is Benedict Winchcombe, who is 
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WINCHCOMBE FAMILY—continued. 
buried in the Eyston aisle of the Parish Church, where a 
monument to him and his wife, Elizabeth, has the following 
inscription :— 
Here lieth the body of Benedict Winchcombe, of Cheame, in the 
county of Surrey, Gentleman, who departed this life the 29th of 
Xber, a.D. 1714, aged 75. Requiescat in Pace. And also the body 


of Elizabeth Winchcombe, wife of the aforesaid Benedict, who 
departed this life October 27, Anno Domini 1728, aged 58 years. 


Benedict Winchcombe was a descendant from a branch of 
the family of the celebrated clothier of Newbury. He married, 
for his first wife, Lucy, daughter of Richard Braybrooke ot 
Brightwalton, Berks, by Catherine, daughter of William Eyston 
(1584-1649). His second wife was Mary Eyston, the widow 
of William Eyston, who was a daughter of James Thatcher 
of Priesthawse, co. Sussex. The third wife of Benedict was 
apparently Elizabeth, of whom no other particulars are forth- 
coming except those recorded in the inscription above. The 
name of Elizabeth Winchcombe appears in the list of Recusants 
in Berksin 1715. There wasan earlier Benedict Winchcombe, 
who is mentioned in an Indenture between John and Edward 
Sherwood in 1604, from which it appears that this Winch- 
combe had possessed the Manor of Framptons previously. 

The Winchcombes intermarried with the family of Perkins 
of Ufton. Jane Winchcombe married Edmond Perkins 
(living 1660), and Frances Winchcombe of Bucklebury married 
Francis Perkins (died 1660).

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The Wisemans were an old _ Berkshire 
Wiseman Family. family connected since the sixteenth century 

with Steventon, Lockinge, Pusey and other 
places. They had a residence at Sparsholt Court in the 
parish of West Hendred from the time of Queen Elizabeth, 
when Edmond Wiseman settled in the county, on marry- 
ing Anne, daughter and coheiress of William Hawkyns, 
and became possessed of the Manor. Edmond Wiseman 
was Sheriff of Berkshire in 1596, and died in 1605. On 
coming into Berkshire from Suffolk he first resided at 
Steventon. In the ‘ Terrier’ of 1634 (see Appendix) there 
are references in respect of ‘ Tythes belonging to the Parson- 
age’ of East Hendred, to ‘St Charles Wismans sheeplayes,’ 
and to ‘ground called farthings now in the occupacon of 
S' Charles Wisman, or his tenaunte, in East Hendred. The 
Will of Sir Charles Wiseman of Steventon, dated 1635, is 
at Somerset House. In 1713 William Wiseman died at 
Sparsholt Court, leaving an only daughter and heiress, Mary, 
who married in 1721, Edward Clarke of Ardington. The 
marriage is entered in the East Hendred Parish Registers by 
John Yorke, Curate, who officiated. His son, William Wise- 
man Clarke, sold the Manor to William Towsey of Wantage. 
(See note on a portrait of Mary Wiseman and her son, with 
additional family details, in Section VIII., under William 
Nelson Clarke.) At Steventon the Wisemans possessed con- 
siderable property, and many are buried in the Wiseman aisle 
in the Parish Church, but some of the old memorials to them 
have disappeared. At Lockinge there is a monument in the 
Church to Anne Wiseman, the only remaining daughter of 
Edward Keate of Lockinge, who married Edmund Wiseman, 
son and heir of Edmund Wiseman of Sparsholt Court. She 
died 21 June 1690. There is also a monument to Edmund, 
her son, who died in 1681, aged fifteen months. In West 
Hendred Church is a memorial to Mary, daughter of 
Edmond Wiseman of Sparsholt Court, who married the 
Rev. Thomas Wright, Fellow of Corpus Christi College,

Oxford, and Vicar of West Hendred. She died 5 Mar. 1721, 
aged eighty-one years. 

In the Will of Anne Latton, dated 6 Nov. 1584, a 
bequest is made to Dorothy Wyseman of ‘a jewel called the 
two Maidenheads.’

The Yorke family is one of the oldest of 
Yorke Family. Hendred families, and documents exist 


showing the association of the family with 
the parish as far back as 1444. There is an indenture in 
that year between the Abbot cf Reading and William Yorke 
in which the latter is demised the Manor of ‘ Esthenred.’ 
In 1449 there is a ‘Letter of Attorney from John Cockes, 
of Esthenrith, kerseyman, to William York, of the King’s 
Household, to recover the debts which John Hurry, clerk, 
late Rector of the parish church of East Hendred, then 
owed and unjustly retained.. In 1453 is a Bond between 
John Kyngeston, the Rector of ‘Esthenreth, and William 
Whitewey the younger, to William Yorke, and in 1480 a 
‘General release by John Colles of Esthenrith to John Hylder, 
otherwise John Yorke, of Esthenreth.’ From a Survey of the 
Manor of Framptons in the P.R.O., dated 25 Oct. 5 Edw. VI. 
(1551-52), ‘Thomas Yorke says that he and his forefathers

for the space of 100 years and more have held free, three 
messuages of which one is called ‘‘ Dorman,” another 
“Hobbes,” and the other in which he lives ‘“‘Champs,” and 
two virgates late in the tenure of John Yorke his father, with 
close, garden, orchard, and ten acres of meadow in Foxmede.’ 
Anthony Hungerford, Knt., is mentioned as holding land, 
etc., in ‘ Foxmede.’ Thomas Yorke also held two messuages 
called ‘ Gabbers’ and ‘ Cowpers.’ There are several Wills of 
members of the family dating from 1610 in the list of Wills 
(see Section IX.), and in the Parish Registers the entries 
begin about the same time. A record of the marriage of 
Eleanor Yorke with John Allin in 1618 shows the connection 
with another prominent East Hendred family. 

In or about 1712 Thomas Yorke built the house still 
known as St Amands, and he was otherwise associated with 
the Manor of Arches through his wife Elizabeth, whose 
father, John Whiteing of East Hendred, yeoman, bought the 
land and tithe belonging to the Chapel of St Amand of John 
Hercy, and left them to his daughter. Ashmole states that 
a Mr Yorke possessed them in 1719. ‘There are two views 
of the house in Sowdon’s MS., also a watercolour sketch by 
Matthew Webb, as well as a signature of Thomas Yorke. 

There is a2 monument in the Parish Church to Thomas 
Yorke, probably a son of Thomas Yorke who built St 
Amands, with the inscription : 

Near this place lieth interred the Body of Thomas Yorke (late 

of this Parish, Gentleman) who departed this life Feb. 11, 
1776, aged 59. Also, Mary, the second wife of the said 
Thomas Yorke, who died Jan. 22nd, 1784, aged 66 years. 

A son of the earlier Thomas Yorke, named John, matricu- 
lated at Balliol College, Oxford, 5 Dec. 1711, aged sixteen ; 
B.A., 1715; M.A. from Magdalen Hall, 1718. He was 
Curate at East Hendred, and his signature occurs in the 
Parish Register on 4 July 1721. 

The Yorke family was also at Hagbourne. John Yorke

of that place acquired an interest in the Manor of Chilton 
by his marriage with Alicia, relict of Richard de Windsor, 
and on the death of her son, in 1439, became possessed of 
the estate. ‘The Yorkes held the property until the reign of 
Henry VIII., when it passed to the Hungerford family.

John Yonge of Esthenrethe is mentioned 
in a Lay Subsidy Rofl in 1327, and was 
probably an ancestor of the Young family 
which was connected with East Hendred at least from the 
sixteenth century, and more especially with the Manor of 
Framptons. 

The holder of this Manor in 1570 was Nicholas Booth, 
and he granted it in that year to Edward Young and his 
wife Elizabeth and Francis Young, his son in tail, with 
remainder to Anne Sherwood, daughter of Edward, and her 
heirs. Francis Young must have died without issue, for 
Anne Sherwood inherited. Anthony a/as Francis Young, 
a Franciscan priest, was present and officiated with other 
priests at the opening ceremony of St Amand’s Chapel in 
Sept. 1687.

(Thomas de) ‘Rector named in the traditional list of Rectors 
at East Hendred Church. No institution 
exists as far as is known. The Institution Registers of the 
Bishops of Salisbury only begin with Bishop Simon de Gan- 
davo in 1297. The first Rector of East Hendred recorded in 
these Registers is that of Robert Wyvile in 1334. Thomas 
de Insula may have been Rector before 1294, but there is no 
doubt that he was at Hendred in that year, for he is described 
in the Patent Rolls as ‘ parson of the church of Esthanrethe’ 
in connection with the taxation levied on all benefices, with 
certain exceptions, whereby the last tenth was granted to the 
King towards defraying the expense of an expedition to 
the Holy Land. The Thomas de Insula who was Rector of 
St Michael’s, Wilton, in 1316, is probably identical with the 
Rector of East Hendred. Ina Charter Roll, 2 Edw. I. 1274, 
is a confirmation of a grant ‘whereby William de Insula, 
Knight, gave to William de Sparsholt, for his homage and 
service, all the manor of Westhanred and land in Esthanred, 
etc. There was also a ‘ William de Insula, a monk and 
sacristan of St Swithin’s Priory, Winchester, in 1321. The 
name of ‘de Insula’” or ‘de Lisle’ is of frequent occurrence 
in the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries.

Robert Wyvile as Rector is thus recorded : 
‘Magister Robertus Wyvile clericus, to the Church of 
Esthendred.’ Whether Robert Wyvile succeeded Thomas 
de Insula who is mentioned as Rector in 1294 is not known. 
He is the first Rector of East Hendred whose Institution 
is recorded in the Registers at Salisbury. Wyvile was 
possibly a relative of Robert de Wyvill, Bishop of Salisbury, 
who was patron of the living at the time he was appointed, 

A ‘Robertus Wyvill’ was Vicar of Keevil, co. Wilts, 
from 1339 until his death in 1344. As the appointment 
is entered in Bishop Wyvill’s Register, it is probable that 
he is the same person as the East Hendred Rector.

References to both are found in the Vatican Archives. On 
17 Feb. 1329 Peter, ‘ called de Inkepenne,’ appears as having 
the Prebendal Church of Bathwike in the Conventual Church 
of Wherwelle, value £10. On 24 July 1337, as Rector of 
East Hendred, Berks, he was a witness to the collation 
of the Prebend of Bedwyn in the Cathedral Church of 
Salisbury, vacant by the death of Bertrand de Asserio (Pre- 
sentibus reverendis et discretis viris Magistris Petro de 
Inkepenne, Rectore Ecclesie de Esthenrethe, Saresbiriensis 
diocesis). In the years 1342-43 he is mentioned in the 
Vatican Register as a Canon of Salisbury and Executor of 
Papal Bulls (3 Dec. 1342, and 28 Feb. 1343). 

On 8 May 1343 there is a petition, as follows :—‘ The 
Earl of Lancaster, the Bishop of Salisbury, and the Benedictine 
Abbess and Convent of Werewelle. Master Peter de Inke- 
penne, bachelor of Civil and Canon Law, obtained the Prebend 
of Bathewyk of the said Monastery of Werewelle, and, later, 
provision was made to him of Middleton of the same 
monastery, void by the consecration of Robert de Stratford, 
Papal Chaplain to the See of Chichester, in ignorance of 
the Papal reservation, on learning which he promptly 
resigned it, but hearing anew that the Pope made 
provision of it as reserved to Master Robert de Adria, the 
said Peter resigns it to the Pope, and prays him for a 
provision of a Canonry and Prebend of Salisbury and the 
Church of Portlande in the said diocese, and has the 
right of returning to the first Prebend of Bathewyk. 
Granted, Avignon, 14 May 1343. An entry in the Patent 
Rolls, 17 Edw. III. (1343), gives the ‘ presentation of Master 
Peter de Inkepenne to the Prebend of Middleton in the 
Collegiate Church of Wherwell in the diocese of Winchester, 
in the King’s gift by reason of the late voidance of the 
Abbey of Wherewell.’

There is no institution 
eH y recorded in the Bishop’s Register at Salisbury 
(Wiltiam ae). of William de Alresford as Rector, but his 
name appears in the traditional list of Rectors at East Hendred 
Church, with the date of the institution as 1341, and the 
patron as Edward III. ‘This is corroborated by the Calendar 
of the Patent Rolls, under date 27 Apr. 1341, recording the 
presentation of ‘Master Nicholas Talemache, parson of the 
church of Esthenreth, to the church of Chircheocle’ (Church 
Oakley, Hants) on an exchange of benefices with ‘ Master 
William de Alresford.’ From this evidence it seems that 
William de Alresford was at Church Oakley up to 1341. 
He probably remained Rector at East Hendred until 1344, 
when Thomas de Thiddene succeeded him. It is not clear, 
however, if Thiddene succeeded William de Alresford, for 
in the institution of the former in the Bishop’s Register it 
is stated that ‘Thomas de Thiddene, Rector of Enebourn,’ 
exchanged livings with ‘Magister Nicholas Thalemach, 
Rector of Esthenreth, in 1344. There is no evidence to 
clear up the difference, or reconcile the dates, in the records 
of the two exchanges.

II.), 
is a confirmation of a grant in mortmain by Walter Wodelok 
to Thomas de Thuddene, Rector of the church of Enebourne, 
of land in Enebourne in exchange for a like quantity of land 
there; the second document, dated 8 Feb. 1337 (11 Edw. II.), 
in which complaint is made by Henry, Earl of Lancaster, 
‘that John de Thuddene, Walter de Thuddene, Roger de 
Thuddene, Thomas, parson of the church of Enebourn, and

Denby apparently died about 1396, for his successor, 
William Lansell, was appointed on 6 June 1396 ‘ per mortem 
ultimi Rectori.’ 

The Denby family were landowners in the Parish and 
their names occur in the Parish Registers.

Although Chichele was Rector of East Hendred for one year 
only, the fact that a man who afterwards became Archbishop 
of Canterbury occupied the living for even such a short time 
is a matter for great local pride. Although all Lives of 
Chichele do not state that he was Rector of East Hendred, 
it 1s now indisputable, the record in the Salisbury Register 
being confirmed by a document printed in the Calendar of 
Papal Registers which refers to him ‘as a priest and who 
lately, then holding the parish church of Esthonreth in the

diocese of Salisbury,’ is granted a dispensation to hold for 
life, with the said church, the Archdeaconry of Dorset ; 
and later it is stated that he resigned the said church and 
Archdeaconry. His friendship with Bishop Metford of 
Salisbury may have had much to do with his promotion and 
removal from East Hendred. Chichele founded All Souls’ 
College, Oxford, in 1437. He was the son of a Northampton- 
shire yeoman, and was born in 1362. He was ordained 
Deacon on 26 May 1396, and at once became Rector of the 
Church of St Stephen, Walbrook, London, to which church 
his elder brother, Robert, was afterwards a great benefactor. 
He was fully priested on 23 Sept. 1396, and in 1397 became 
an Archdeacon in the diocese of Salisbury and in 1404 was 
Chancellor of Salisbury Cathedral. He died 12 Apr. 1443, 
and is buried in Canterbury Cathedral. Biographies of 
Chichele have been written by Duck, Hook, and others. 
Portraits of the Archbishop are at Lambeth Palace (repro- 
duced in Fletcher’s Historical Portraits, 1400-1600), at the 
Bodleian Library, by W. Sonmans, and elsewhere.

James Brooks was born in Hamp- 
shire, May 1512. Scholar of Corpus Christi College, Oxford, 
HOs Uncalsacusnlcllow auog ts UA. 2:2) [UNC o2 Wn WVienaw 
Nulyiis os sb On T4sjune saa: 1).D.,\1t July 15464 si Rector 
of East Lockinge, 1545; Rector of East Hendred, 1546; 
Master of Balliol College, Oxford, 1547-1555 ; Chaplain or 
Almoner to Gardiner, Bishop of Winchester ; and Bishop of 
Gloucester, from 1554 until his death in Feb. 1559. 

Next to Archbishop Chichele, Brooks is the most eminent 
man who held the living of East Hendred. Anthony Wood 
describes him as a person very learned in the time when he 
lived, an eloquent preacher and a zealous maintainer of the 
Catholic Religion. 

On Queen Elizabeth’s accession he refused to take the 
oath of supremacy and was put into prison, where he died, 
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BROOKS (JAMES)—continued. 
He was the last Roman Catholic Bishop of Gloucester. He 
is buried in Gloucester Cathedral.

Abbotts, Hunts, 1549-1560; Rector of Winterbourne 
Cherborough, als. Gunner, Wilts, 1562-1579, and of Berwick

The institution of 
Gwyn (Humfrey). Humfrey Gwyn as Rector is recorded in the 

Bishop’s Register at Salisbury on 29 July 
1606 ‘per mortem William Spencer.’ Gwyn graduated B.A. 
from St Mary Hall, Oxford, 1 Dec. 1592. He was Vicar 
of Littleton Drew, Wilts, 1603-1604; Rector of Compton 
Bassett, Wilts, 1604-1605 ; Rector of East Hendred, 1606- 
1640; Canon of Salisbury, 1613. In the Hust. MSS. Comm. 
Report he himself states in 1634 that he is ‘ prebendary of 
Fordington (co. Dorset), and Writhlington (co, Somerset), 
and holds besides the parsonage of Esthendred.’ His 
death is entered in the Parish Register on 16 May 
1640. At his death he left money for the poor of the 
Parish. 

Gwyn was mixed up in a dispute about tithes at Hendred 
in the reign of James I. In the Exchequer Depositions in 
the Public Record Office is a record of ‘ Depositions taken 
at the “Beare” in Wantinge, 19 April 1624 (21 James I.), 
in a suit pending in the Court of Exchequer between 
John Hercy and John Blacknall, Esqrs., plaintiffs, and 
Humphrey Gwynne, Clerk, deforciant.’ The two plaintiffs 
were in possession of the Chantry lands at the time, and 
the Hercy family apparently had a grant in fee, for John 
Hercy settled the estate on himself and his sons in 1625. 
The Case seems to have been in respect to the Chantry 
and Chantry-house within the Manor-house of Arches. 
A Terrier of all the houses, glebe land, and tithes belong- 
ing to the parsonage was taken in 1634, and contains 
many interesting particulars as to ownership of land, etc., 
in East Hendred. The document, which is over ten 
feet in length, is signed by ‘Humfrie Gwynn, rector 
their [sz], Edwarde Hide and John higgens,’ the Church- 
wardens, and by others. A copy is printed in full in the 
Appendix. There are many references in it to the Rector’s 
land, and from a description of the parsonage it appears

Rogers (fohn). of the institution of John Rogers as Rector 
in the Bishop’s Register at Salisbury. There 
are no entries regarding East Hendred in the Registers from 
1606 to 1685. Possibly the turbulent days of the first half 
of the seventeenth century had something to do with this, 
and it is perhaps the reason why no reference is made to the 
appointment of John Rogers. In the traditional list of 
Rectors at East Hendred Church, Rogers succeeded Humfrey 
Gwyn in 1641, and he held the living up to 1648, when 
Thomas Whitfield became Rector. John Rogers may be 
the same as the one who matriculated at Balliol College, 
Oxford, 1 Feb. 1626-27, aged seventeen ; B.A., in the same 
year. There was also a John Rogers who was Canon of 
Sarum (Prebend of Chute and Chisenbury) in 1634; Vicar 
of Warminster, Wilts, 1635-1639; Vicar of Aldbourne, Wilts, 
1639 or 1640; Vicar of Compton Bassett, 1640; Vicar of 
Westbury, 1640. 

This John Rogers was appointed Prebendary of Chute 
and Chisenbury by Davenant, Bishop of Salisbury, in 1634, 
and was the husband of Bridget Townson, who was a daughter 
of Bishop Davenant’s sister, who married his predecessor, 
Bishop Townson. In the Will of Bishop Davenant in 1637 he 
left ‘John Rogers on[e] of my gildinges | geldings], Barradius 
Concordance upon the Gospells in two volumes folio, and 
twentie shillinges for a ringe.’

East Hendred, owing to the disturbed state of national affairs 
during that period, and for other reasons. In the ‘fournals 
of the House of Lords, 24 Chas. I. (1648), however, there is 
an ‘ Order for the Rev. Thomas Whitefield, Clerk, Master of 
Arts, to be instituted to the living of Easthendred.’ Thomas 
Whitfield occurs in the traditional list of Rectors at East 
Hendred Church as successor to John Rogers in 1648, and he 
may have remained Rector until Robert Norris was appointed 
on 20 Feb. 1660-61. Thomas Whitfield was the son of 
William Whitfield, Vicar of Mayfield, Sussex, who is ctated 
to have been the earliest known ancestor of the celebrated 
George Whitefield, the great revivalist. "Thomas Whitfield 
matriculated at Magdalen Hall, Oxford, 28 Jan. 1624-25, 
aged))seventeen);!

Bishop’s Register at Salisbury, but he is 
mentioned when George Cuthbert became Rector ‘per 
mortem Roberti Norris,’ on 17 Apr. 1685. In the traditional 
list of Rectors at East Hendred Church the date of the 
appointment of Norris is given as 1660, but in the Patent 
Rolls of Charles II. the presentation to the living occurred 
on 20 Feb. 1661, and he is called ‘ Robert Morrice, clerk, 
Rector of East Hendreth.’ There is apparently not much 
known about him other than his connection with East 
Hendred. Although his name is given as ‘ Morrice’ in the 
Patent Rolls, it should undoubtedly be Norris, as entered in 
the Salisbury Register and in the Churchwardens Accounts of 
the Archdeaconry of Berks in the Bodleian Library, where 
his signature is appended to the East Hendred Accounts in 
1674. At the Visitation of Berkshire in 1665-66, ‘ Robert 
Norris, Clerke,’ was one of those summoned to appear. The 
Will of Robert Norris, dated 1685, is at Somerset House

Michael Geddes was the 
son of Robert Geddes of ‘ Cornhill in Marcy’s Scot’ (?), gent. 
Educated at the University of Edinburgh. Matriculated at 
Gloucester Hall (now Worcester College), Oxford, 13 Dec. 
1669, aged twenty-two ; M.A., Edinburgh University, 1668, 
incorporated from Balliol College, Oxford, 11 July 1671 ; 
LL.D., Lambeth, 16 Apr. 1695; Chancellor of Salisbury 
Cathedral, 1691; Chaplain to the English Factory in 
Portugal, 1678-1687; Rector of Farmington, co. Glos, 
1688-1693 ; Rector of Compton Bassett, co. Wilts, 1693, and 
of East Hendred 1710, until his death on Sunday, 12 Apr.

Geddes had at least one son, Gilbert Geddes, of Oriel. 
College, Oxford, who matriculated 3 June 1712, aged fifteen. 
Michael Geddes was a friend of Bishop Burnet, and by 
him was made Rector of East Hendred. In Geddes’ early 
Oxford days, about 1671, he was a friend of Anthony Wood, 
who records making merry with him at Dick Pont’s tavern. 
Geddes was perhaps the most learned and most travelled 
author associated with East Hendred. His works are

numerous and were spoken highly of by Bishop Burnet in 
the History of the Reformation. 

His best-known work is Misce//aneous Tracts, published in 
1702-1706, a second edition being issued while he was living 
at East Hendred. The Tracts deal principally with Spanish, 
Portuguese and Papal History. Geddes’ Library was sold 
10 May 1714 at Exeter Change, and a printed catalogue 
exists in the British Museum. In the Overseers’ Accounts 
of the Parish it is recorded that in 1711, the year after 
he came to East Hendred, he erected a Charity School, 
and at his decease he left five pounds to the poor (see Charity 
Renee TOO, D.1),)k11s) burialiis -entered) inj they Parish 
Register as follows :—‘ Dr Geddes, Rector of East Hendred, 
Chancellor and Canon of Sarum, was buried ye 18 April 
LAiae 

Thomas Hearne, from his frequent visits to East Hendred 
while Geddes was Rector, must have known him well. 
Hearne makes several remarks about him with reference 
to his writings. In his Dzry, under date g July 1717, 
‘Dr Michael Geddes, who died Rector of East Hendred, in 
one volume of his Tracts observes that there are few or no 
Rhenish Bibles in this Kingdom, wh‘ is so far from being 
true that there were at the time when he writ, at lease three 
copies of ye New Testament and two copies of the old one in 
his own parish of East Hendred’ (Hearne means in Charles 
Eyston’s Library). 

At the time of Geddes’ death, Hearne remarks, 28 Apr. 
1713, ‘Dr Geddes was Rector of Great Hendred, there he 
dyed and is buried in that Church,’ and on 5 May 1713, 
‘Dr Geddes died in the 65th year of his age. He died very 
rich’; and again on 4 May 1713, ‘Mr Collins of Magd. 
College preached Dr Geddes’ Funeral Sermon.’ To this 
Hearne appends a note, ‘’Tis a misinformation. There 
was no Funeral Sermon.’ The memorial stone in the Parish 
Church to Geddes, the brief inscription upon which is given

in both editions of Ashmole’s Antiquities of Berkshire and 
in Clarke’s Parochial Topography of the Hundred of Wanting,

2 Sept. or 2 Dec. 1716, and is buried at Winchester. West 
was the author of dn Essay on Grief, published at Oxford 
in 1695, and of several other works.

Hearne refers to the sermon preached by West before the 
House of Commons which occasioned much controversy at 
the time, and remarks ‘that the thanks of the House were 
with difficulty obtained, for a debate arising about it, it was 
at last carried that thanks be returned him, and that he be 
desired to print the Sermon.’ On 5 May 1710 Hearne

alludes to West as ‘famous for his preaching up anti- 
monarchial rebellious doctrines.’ 

West had a brother, Edward, who was Rector of 
Arthingworth, co. Northants, and another named Thomas, 
who was an eminent physician.

Edward Talbot was the second son of William Talbot, 
successively Bishop of Oxford, Salisbury and Durham, The 
eldest son was Charles Talbot, Baron of Hensol, who became 
Lord Chancellor. Edward Talbot matriculated at Oriel

Hearne in his Dzry gives a good picture of Talbot 
in a few lines: ‘1720. Dec. 23. About a fortnight since 
died the Reverend Mr Talbot, Archdeacon of Berks, Rector 
of Great Hendred in Berks, Prebendary and Treasurer of 
the Cathedral Church of Salisbury, and son of Dr William 
Talbot, the present Bp. of that See. This Mr Talbot died 
of the smallpox, being about 27 years of age. He 
was (like his Father) a great Whig, but look? upon as 
good natur’d, a married man and handsome. He was 
formerly Gent. Com. of Oriel College, as was also his 
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TALBOT (EDWARD)—continued. 

Father.’ Edward Talbot was a friend and close neighbour 
of Joseph Butler, author of the Analogy. It is stated that the 
advancement of Secker, Butler and Martin Benson was entirely 
due to their friend Edward Talbot, who on his death-bed 
recommended them to the notice of his father, the Bishop 
of Durham, and was thus the means of providing the Church 
with three distinguished prelates. 

Edward Talbot married Mary, daughter of the Rev. 
George Martyn, Prebendary of Lincoln. Mrs Talbot died 
29 Jan. 1784, aged ninety-three, having survived her husband 
sixty-three years. His posthumous daughter, Catharine, born 
at Hendred five months after her father’s death, became a 
distinguished authoress. She was the friend of Archbishop 
Secker and the learned Mrs Elizabeth Carter. At the time 
of Edward Talbot’s death Catharine Benson, sister of Martin 
Benson, Bishop of Gloucester, was residing at Talbot’s house, 
and on her marriage to Secker, in 1725, Mrs Talbot and 
Catharine, who were left poorly off, went to live with the 
newly married couple. Secker was at the time Rector 
of the Parish of St James’s, Piccadilly. She remained with 
them there and at Lambeth until Secker’s death in 1768. 
She appears to have been a friend of many eminent eighteenth- 
century literary men. She knew Dr Johnson and was one 
of the very few, other than Johnson himself, who contributed 
to The Rambler. She wrote Paper No. XXX., dated 30 June 
1750. The best description of her literary career is found 
in Montagu Pennington’s memoir of her, printed in the 
Correspondence between Mrs Elizabeth Carter and Catharine 
Talbot from 1741 to 1770, published in London in 1809. 
Three sets of verses in’ her praise are found in the 
preliminary pages of the first volume. 

Catharine Talbot died in Grosvenor Street, London, 
g Jan. 1770, and an account of her death is printed in the 
Carter-Talbot Correspondence in a letter from Mrs Carter, 
dated 15 Jan. 1770. Further information regarding her will

The institution of 
Holland (‘fohn.) John Holland as Rector is entered in the 

Bishop’s Register at Salisbury. He was 
the son of Thomas Holland of Worcester. Educated at 
Magdalen Hall, Oxford, and matriculated 24 Mar. 1681-82, 
aged sixteen; B.A. (from St Alban Hall), 1685; Fellow of 
Merton College, Oxford, 1688 ; M.A., 1691 ; Proctor, 1700 ; 
B.D. and D.D., 1707; Warden of Merton College, 1709-1734. 
He was Chaplain to King George I. and King George II. ; 
Canon of Salisbury, 1716; Canon of Worcester, 1723 ; 
instituted to the living of East Hendred, 25 Feb. 1720, on 
the death of Edward Talbot, and was Rector until his death 
at Worcester, 26 May 1734. Buried in the Chapel of Merton 
Wallere wy Willivat Oxford) proved 27, Julyy 1724.70, By. nis 
Will (now at Oxford) Holland left £10 to the poor of 
East Hendred, which is now included in the ‘ Poor’s Money’ 
Charity. Against this may be put Hearne’s statement ‘yt 
the bells of East Hendred rung backward when Dr Holland 
(Warden of Merton College) was made Rector of that 
living, the Dr giving the ringers but a crown, whereas the 
custom was a guinea.’ On the occasion of Holland’s death, 
which Hearne says occurred on Tuesday, 28 May 1734,

Hearne in his Dvzary gives a few particulars, and ends by 
remarking that ‘He spent his life in celibacy. He was a 
great and professed Whig. He was commonly called “ dull 
John” from his stupidity. He was a strong lusty man.’ 

Dr Holland was succeeded as Rector by Samuel Rolleston. 
There is a portrait of Holland in the Warden’s house at 
Merton College, said to have been painted by himself.

The institution of 
Male Samuel Rolleston as Rector is recorded in 
Ret the Bishop’s Register at Salisbury on 11 
June 1734, on account of the death of John Holland. He 
was a son of James Rolleston of London. Ma triculated at 
Oriel College) \Oxtord,,9 (May \i722tiageditwenty <BR Ag 
1723; M.A. (from Merton College), 1725. 

Rolleston was instituted to St Edmund’s, Salisbury, in 
1731, and collated to the Prebend of Teynton, 1731 ; made 
Archdeacon of Sarum in 1732. He was Rector of East 
Hendred from 1734 to his resignation in 1744; Rector 
of East Knoyle, Wilts, 1745-1746. In 1754 he resigned the 
benefice of St Edmund, Salisbury, which he appears to have 
held with his other benefices. He died 2 May 1766, aged 
sixty-five, and is buried in Salisbury Cathedral, where a 
mural inscription reads :— 


Sacred to the Memory of Samuel Rolleston, M.A., Archdeacon 
of Sarum and Canon Residentiary of this Church. He died 
May 2nd, 1766, aged 65. The love and esteem of all that 
knew him is the best testimony to his real character. So it is 
to that of his beloved nephew James Rolleston, M.D., who 
died 29 June 1771, aged 37. 


Hearne in his Dzary says Rolleston was a nephew of the 


celebrated Dr Richard Mead (1673-1754). His brother, 
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ROLLESTON (SAMUEL)—continued. 
Samuel Mead, left Rolleston a sum of money when he died, 
and Dr Mead was the Executor. 

Rolleston was the author of 4 Dzssertation concerning the 
Origin, etc., of Barley Wine, Oxford, 1750; A Philosophical 
Dialogue concerning Decency, etc., 1751, and perhaps other 
works, According to Nichols’ Literary Anecdotes, his Library 
was sold in 1766 by Benjamin White.

George Woodward as Rector is given 
in the Bishop’s Register at Salisbury on 
29 Nov. 1744, on account of the resignation of Samuel 
Rolleston. He was a son of Richard Woodward of St 
Botolph’s, Aldgate, London. Matriculated at Lincoln 
Wollece ii2 july 0726, aged’ seventeen’; BVA; 174.2) 5 My AY, 
1744; B.D., 1764. Although Woodward was instituted to 
the living in 1744, there is evidence that he did not come 
to live at East Hendred until 1746. He remained Rector 
until his death, 5 May 1790. 

Woodward had a son, George, whose birth is entered 
in the Parish Register under date 1749. He matriculated at 
Chast GuurchOxtords 7 July) 1706s BALI Zou MvinAl. 
1775. He was Rector of Maresfield, Sussex, from 1812 
until his death, 10 Dec. 1837. Woodward also had a 
daughter, Albinia, who married, at East Hendred in 1775, 
the Rev. Ralph Price, the Rector of Farnborough, Berks, 

W oodward took a deep interest in the Parish and its history. 
There is an entry by him at the beginning of one of the 
Registers which states: ‘ No Register had been kept in this 
parish for about 20 years till I came to reside here which was 
in May 1746, signed G. Woodward, Rector, The reason why 
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WOODWARD (GEORGE)—continued. 
so many leaves are left vacant at y° beginning of the book 
is that they might possibly be filled up hereafter as I was 
then made to believe that there was an account kept in 
this parish somewhere, but could not be found, and indeed it 
never was found for I was afterwards told in direct person 
that none at all had been kept. G. Woodward.’ The two 
previous Rectors were John Holland and Samuel Rolleston. 
A flagon and alms-dish, dated 1783, inscribed, ‘ Ex dono Geo. 
Woodward, Rector, 1783,’ are among the Church Plate. 
An original signature of George Woodward is inserted 
in Sowdon’s MS. 
A monument commemorating Woodward and his wife 
is in the Church, and records : 
In a vault under the Parsonage seat are deposited the remains of 
Mrs Albinia Woodward, late wife of Rev. George Woodward, 
Rector of this Parish, who departed this life, Mar. 20, 1780, aged 
71 years: deservedly lamented by all her acquaintance, for her 
amiable character, and by none more than by her affectionate 
husband. 


In the same vault lies interred the body of Rev. George Woodward, 
B.D., who died May 5th, 1790, aged 81 years. 


The entries of the deaths of both appear in the Registers, 

Woodward was Rector when Edward Rowe Mores sent 
out his printed Quweries in 1759 to the Clergy, asking for 
replies to his questions relating to the history of their 
parishes. Woodward wrote in answer on 21 Aug. 1759, 
giving such details as he was able, and although the 
information given by him is somewhat meagre, it is, at 
the same time, interesting. His letter is printed in Co/- 
lections towards a Parochial History of Berks/ure, etc., in the 
Bibliotheca Topographica Britannica, vol. iv., No. 2, 1790.

Hayes 
was presented to the living by the Hon. Caroline Cornwallis, 
widow, Sole Executrix of Frederick Cornwallis, Archbishop 
of Canterbury, by virtue of a Grant to him of the first or next 
presentation, dated 7 Sept, 1782, made between Barrington, 
Bishop of Salisbury, and the Archbishop.

Bishop’s Register at Salisbury on 7 Oct. 

1806, on account of the death of John Hayes. Charles 

Wapshare was the son of Charles William Wapshare of 

Salisbury. Matriculated at Merton College, Oxford, 15 May 
1793, aged seventeen ; B.A., 1797. 

According to Foster’s Index cclestasticus, Wapshare 
was Rector of Sproatley, Yorks, 28 Apr. 1806; Vicar of 
Kilmersdon, co. Somerset, 30 Apr. 1806 ; and Rector of East 
Hiendired,) 17 Oct. 1806; but whether he) held the three 
livings at the same time is not clear. In the Clergy Lust 
for 1857-1858 he apparently was Rector of Sproatley and 
Rector of East Hendred at the same time. 

He died on 22 Aug. 1858, and a memorial in white 
marble in the Side Chapel of the north aisle of the Parish 
Church was erected to him, and his wife and daughters, 
the inscription on which is as follows :— 


The Rev. Charles Wapshare. 52 years rector of this parish, who 
died August 22nd. 1858 in the 83rd. year of his age. Anne, his 
wife, who died Nov. 2nd. 1839, in the 68th. year of her age. 
Mary Ann, their eldest daughter, and wife of the Rev. Nathaniel 
Dodson, vicar of Abingdon, who died Sept. 21st. 1835, in the 
26th. year of her age. Emma Barbara, their second daughter, 
who died April 16th. 1832, in the 27th. year of her age. In 
the sure and certain hope of the resurrection to Eternal Life, 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.

On another marble next to it is a memorial to the Rev. 
Nathaniel Dodson, M.A., Rector of Buttermere, Wilts, and 
forty-two years Vicar of Abingdon, who died 13 Aug. 1867, 
in the eightieth year of his age, ‘and his body rests in the 
family vault in the chancel of the church.’ 

Wapshare wrote the article on East Hendred Church 
in H. E. Relton’s Sketches of Churches, with Short Descriptions, 
London, 1843. Wapshare’s name appears on one of the 
bells of the church with date 1853.

Pott (Alfred). Charles Wapshare as Rector in 1858 on 
account of his death, but did not come to 
East Hendred until 15 Oct. 1859. He resigned the Rector- 
ship on 7 Jan. 1868, and was afterwards Vicar of Abingdon, 
1868-1875; Vicar of Clifton-Hampden, co. Oxon, 1875- 
1882; Vicar of Sonning, 1882-1899; and Archdeacon of 
Berks, 1869-1903. 

Alfred Pott was the son of Charles Pott of Freelands, Kent, 
and was born 30 Sept. 1822 at Norwood, in a house since 
absorbed by the site of the Crystal Palace. He was the ninth 
child out of sixteen. His father was the eldest son of Robert 
Pott and Sarah Kerby, and his mother was the eldest daughter 
of Samuel Compton Cox, a Chancery Barrister. —Twomembers 
of the Pott family, whose lives are given in the Dictionary of 
Natwnal Bugraphy, were Percivall Pott (1714-1788), the 
eminent surgeon, and Joseph Holden Pott (1759-1847), his 
son, who became Archdeacon of London. Alfred Pott wrote 
his autobiography, which is still in MS. and in possession of 
his son, Mr G. Stanley Pott. (See Section II.) He therein 
refers to the genealogy of the Pott family compiled by his 
mother, and to genealogical notes entered in two family Bibles. 
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His earliest recollection was of living in Hunter Street, 
Brunswick Square, London, up to the year 1833, when he 
went to his first school at Mitcham, kept by the Rev. H. 
Burn. He went to Eton in March 1836, and from there to 
Balliol College, Oxford. Elected toa Demyship at Magdalen 
College, he graduated in 1844, with a Second Class in Lit. 
Hum. In 1845 he gained the Johnson Theological Scholar- 
ship, and in the same year was ordained Deacon, and in 1846 
Priest. His first curacy was at Cuddesdon, of which Bishop 
Wilberforce made him Vicar in 1852; and it may have been 
because of his close friendship with Wilberforce that he was 
appointed Principal of Cuddesdon College in 1852. In 1854 
he was joined at Cuddesdon by Henry Parry Liddon, who 
had been curate of Wantage, and the two were referred to 
as ‘The Pott with the lid-on.. He married, 5 July 1855, 
Emily Harriett Gibbs, daughter of the Rev. Joseph Gibbs 
of Clifton Hampden. She was born 7 May 1834 and died 
21 Jan. 1903. His son Charles was born at Kast Hendred 
12 Nov. 1860, and his daughter Emily on 23 Dec. 1861. 
In 1858 he resigned his position at Cuddesdon College to 
accept the Rectorship of East Hendred, and in 1860 became 
Rural Dean of Abingdon. In 1869 Wilberforce was translated 
to Winchester and made Pott his Examining Chaplain. The 
initials of their names, ‘Sam. Oxon’ and Alfred Pott, making 
the word ‘soap,’ has caused the origin of ‘Soapy Sam’ to be 
attributed to this combination of initials. 

Pott died on the 28 Feb. 1908, aged eighty-five, and is 
buried with his wife at Clifton Hampden Churchyard. A 
memorial window to him is in the Church. Pott was the 
author of several publications, one being Vz//age Sermons, by 
Alfred Pott, B.D., Rector of East Hendred and Rural Dean. 
London, 1867. This was ‘Dedicated to the Parishioners 
of East Hendred. The following Sermons preached in 
their Church and now printed as a parting gift, are very 
affectionately inscribed. Christmas, 1867,’

resignation in 1868. He was born in 1829. 
Educated at Trinity College, Cambridge ; B.A., 1856; M.A., 
1865; Ordained Deacon, 1855; Priest, 1856; Curate of 
Stisted, Essex, 1856-1857; Curate of Longworth, 1857-1859 ; 
Rector of Pusey, Berks, 1860-1868; Rector of East Hendred, 
1868-1875 ; Vicar and Rural Dean of Dorking, 1875-1885 ; 
Surrogate, Dioc. of Winchester, 1877-1888 ; Archdeacon of 
Surrey and Canon of Winchester, 1880-1888 ; Vicar of 
Frensham, Surrey, 1885-1888. 

He married Miss de Gaja, daughter of General de Gaja

Bowles (Thomas). ceeded Peter Righton Atkinson as Rector in 
1875 on his resignation. He was the third 
son of Thomas Bowles of Milton Hill, Berks, and was born 
in 1822. Matriculated at Queen’s College, Oxford, 2 Nov. 
1843, aged twenty-one; B.A., 1847; M.A., 1850; Deacon, 
1848, Gloucester and Bristol for Sarum; Priest, 1849, 
Curate of Westbury, Wilts, 1848-1850; Perpetual Curate of 
St Andrew, Grafham, Surrey, 1854-1858; Curate of Wantage, 
1858-1864; All Saints, Clifton, Glos, 1868-1871; St Leonard, 
Wallingford, 1872-1873; Rector of East Hendred, 1875-1890.

Rector, 1890-1899. Henry Lewis succeeded 
Lewis (Henry). Thomas Bowles as Rector in 1890 on his 

resignation. Lewis was a graduate of the 
University of London, taking his B.A. degree in 1870. In 
1868 he was Secretary and Senior Lecturer at Battersea 
College, and was ordained by the Bishop of Manchester by 
letters dimissory from the Bishop of Winchester, who, in 
the next year, conferred Priest’s orders upon him. He was 
Principal of Culham Training College, Oxon, from 1873 to 
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LEWIS (HENRY)—continued. 
1890, when he became Rector of East Hendred. He remained 
Rector until 1899, when he retired and resided at Lyndon 
House, Wantage, until his death on 7 Nov. 1903 at the 
age of sixty-one. He is described as an able and lucid 
preacher, and much in request for special services. He 
was a recognised authority on educational matters. He is 
buried in the cemetery at East Hendred.

While Rector of East Hendred, Gibbs effected improve- 
ments in the fabric of the Church, and redecorated the 
Rectory. At Kirk Sandall, through his efforts, the Church 
was restored, at Conisborough he began the restoration of 
the Church, and at Speenhamland he added a chancel, and 
made it possible for his successor to carry out the work of 
rebuilding the nave and other work. 

There is a photographic portrait of him in the vestry at 
East Hendred Church. In 1864 he married Frances Osman, 
daughter of Dr Charles Holding of London, and had a family 
of one son and five daughters.

He 
returned to England, and was Curate of Lydford, Devon, 
1895-1897, and Vicar of Bucklebury with Marlston, Berks, 
1897-1907, and Rector of East Hendred from 1907 until 1917, 
when he resigned and became Vicar of Brockenhurst, Hants, 
from 1919 to the present time.

Stretcher apparently succeeded Parcombe, and according 
to the Salisbury Register was succeeded on 15 June 1404 
by Walter Frost, Vicar of Wendover, by an exchange with 
him.

Frost was still at Wendover in 
1405, according to entries in the Patent Ro//s, and moreover, 
the record in the Bishop’s Register in 1414 states that John 
Walden was made Chaplain ‘ per resig.

Among the Patent Ro//s in the Public Record Office there 
is a Licence, dated 1407 (8 Hen. IV.), ‘for 1 mark paid in 
the hanaper by Ralph Arches for him to enfeoff William 
Streccher, chaplain, John Madegode and Thomas Nernuyt, 
of lands in Estbury, held in chief, and for these to regrant 
the same to him and Elizabeth his wife and his heirs.’ 

A case of great significance to the history of Hendred 
was fought out over Stretcher. In Bishop Hallam’s Register 
there is an important document dated 1408: ‘ Execution or 
proceedings concerning the rector of Esthenreth against the 
Chaplain of the Chapel of St John the Baptist in the same 
parish.’ Stretcher is therein accused of attaching the tithes 
‘to the grave peril of his soul and the no small prejudice 
and hurt of the said parish church and its rector (John 
Robcot), has taken the same tithes and oblations and boldly 
usurped them to himself and his said chapel, causing an 
outrageous scandal to a great number of people.’ 

Stretcher resigned the Chaplaincy of the Manor Chapel in 
1414. He was Vicar of Ardington, a neighbouring parish, 
in 1419, succeeding Richard Richmille on his resignation.

in the Patent Rolls, on 25 June 1405, Walter Frost is still 
described as ‘ Vicar of the Church of Wendovere in the 
diocese of Lincoln.”

George Bruning was the youngest son of 
George Bruning of East Meon and Frox- 
field, co. Hants, by his second wife, Anne, daughter of 
Thomas May of Ramsdale, Hants. George Bruning was 
born 19 Sept. 1738, and entered the Society of Jesus, 1756, 
at the age of eighteen. His first mission was at Soberton, 
Hants. He was at Britwell, Oxon, 1765-1788, and the 
Register there is apparently entirely written by him. He 
was Chaplain to the Barretts at Milton for a time. For 
several years he was at East Hendred and served the Mission 
there, and resided at Hendred House with his brother-in-law, 
Thomas John Eyston, who had married in 1743 his half- 
sister, Mary Bruning. By another alliance of the Eystons 
with the family of Hawkins of Nash Court, Kent, Father 
Bruning was connected with the Curzons of Waterperry. 
The last years of his life were spent at Isleworth, where 
he died, 5 June 1802. He is buried in the Eyston Chapel 
in East Hendred Church, where a monumental tablet 
reads :-—

life the 5th day of June, 1802, aged 66 years.

Although the inscription gives his age at death as sixty-six, 
he was only sixty-four years of age according to the date of 
his birth given in various accredited authorities.

’ Thomas Hearne’s Diary is the only source 

; where details have been found of a ‘Mr 
Fetherstone’ who was Confessor in the Eyston family 
about 1725. Hearne believed that Featherstone descended 
from the family of Richard Fetherston, who was hanged, 
drawn and quartered on 30 July 1540, with others, in Smith- 
field, for denial of the King’s Supremacy and for refusing to 
take the Oath of Succession. He also states that Featherstone 
was a nephew of Cuthbert Anthony Parkinson (9.v.), who 
was an earlier Chaplain of the Eystons and the author of 
the Collectanea Anglo-Minoritica, that he was educated abroad, 
was a Grey Friar and Confessor at Hendred House, and 
lived there until the death of Robert Eyston, after which 
he went to live at ‘Mr Young’s beyond Fawley in Berk- 
shire. Hearne made the acquaintance of Featherstone in 
July 1725, when he accompanied Parkinson on a visit to 
Hearne at Oxford. Another visit took place in June 1726. 
In Dec. 1726 Hearne describes Featherstone as ‘a very 
worthy Man and a good Scholar.’

Educated at Douai College 
from Sept. 1763 to 1772, but left owing to ill-health, and 
lived with his father and continued his studies under the 
direction of Bishop James Talbot. He was ordained Deacon 
in 1772 and was sent to assist the Rev. James Willacy at 
St Edmund’s College, Old Hall, Ware, but in Aug. 1773 
went to Lord Dillon’s at Braywick. In 1777 he was at 
East Hendred, where he remained for about ten years, 


until the death of Mrs Eyston in 1787. It was probably

after this that he was at Lord Dormer’s at Idworth, 
Hants, for about six months. For some years he was a 
Chaplain to the Sardinian Ambassador in Lincoln’s Inn 
Fields. In 1792 he took charge of St Patrick’s Chapel in 
Sutton Street, Soho, at its opening, and remained there 
for about four and a half years, when he resigned owing to 
ill-health. He went to the Isle of Wight after he had 
recovered his health and superintended the building of the 
Chapel at West Cowes. He was a skilful amateur architect. 
He afterwards took charge of the congregation at Portsea 
for over three years. In 1803 he went to live at Worksop 
Manor, at the request of the Duke of Norfolk, with whom 
he had been a fellow-collegian at Douai. He died there 
on 17 Apr. 1817 at the age of seventy-five. He was 
the author of the following works:—Finis Pyramuidis ; or, 
Disquisttions concerning the Antiquity and Scientific End of the 
Great Pyramid of Giza, etc. London, 1805. (Dedicated to 
the Duke of Norfolk) ; Thoughts on the Creation, and on the 
System of Astronomy.

He was born in 1843 and educated at St Edmund’s College, 
Old Hall, Ware, from 1858, and served as a Professor at 
the College from 1866 to 1878. He matriculated at the 
University of London in 1863, and was ordained priest 
in 1867. Soon after leaving St Edmund’s in 1878, he 
entered the Chaplain’s Department of the Army, and served 
as a military chaplain at Gosport, Malta, Chatham and 
Portsmouth. He took part in the Ashanti Expedition of 
1895-1896, and at its termination went to Bermuda, where 
he remained until the outbreak of the South African War. 
Owing to the ill-health of the Senior Catholic Chaplain 
in the Field he was asked to replace him, and acted in 
that capacity from 1900 to 1902. For his services he 
was mentioned in dispatches and awarded the D.S.O. After 
his retirement in 1903 he lived at Reading, where he 
defrayed the cost of building a church out of his own 
private means. The Church was dedicated to his name 
saint, St William, and opened in 1906. 

After residing at Walton-on-Thames and at Liphook in 
Hampshire for some years he was made a Canon of Portsmouth 
in 1912. In the same year he was appointed to the Mission 
at East Hendred, where he remained until 1915, when he 
retired from active work and went to live at Abingdon, where 
he died on the 2oth of April 1922 in his seventy-ninth year. 
Canon Le Grave contributed many articles to The Edmundian,

the magazine of St Edmund’s College. He wrote the Centenary 
Ode for the centenary of the College in 1893, and among 
the papers printed in the magazine may be mentioned letters 
descriptive of his experiences as a Chaplain; Off and On the 
Gold Coast, 1895-1896: Some Reminiscences of the Ashanti 
Expedition, and 4 Digression on the War (in South Africa). He 
also wrote a short life of St Edmund of Canterbury for the 
Catholic Truth Society. In Dec. 1902 a dinner was given 
in his honour at the Hotel Great Central, London, a descrip- 
tion of which was issued as a Supplement to The Edmundian 
for Dec. 1902, accompanied by a portrait of the Canon in 
his military uniform. An earlier portrait appeared in the 
same magazine for Dec. 1900. An obituary notice of Canon 
Le Grave by Canon Burton, D.D., a former President of the 
College, was published in The Edmundian for July 1922.

Luck (Thomas). 1912. Monsignor Canon Luck was Rector 

of St Mary’s (R.C.) Church at East Hendred 
from 1863 until his death in 1912, succeeding Richard Boyle. 
He was the eldest son of Alfred Luck, who was ordained 
a Priest in the Church of St Mary and St Edmund at 
Abingdon soon after the ordination of his son Thomas. 
Thomas Luck was born in London about 1835, and was 
first educated at a private school at Oxford, then at St 
Edmund’s College, Old Hall, Ware, where soon afterwards 
his two brothers, John and Francis, joined him. He pursued 
his studies there and afterwards at the English College, Rome. 
In 1861 he was ordained Priest by Bishop Grant, and in 
1863 took up his duties at East Hendred. Thomas Luck 
was the first priest to officiate in the newly built Church 
of St Mary in 1865. Previous to that time the Mission 
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LUCK (THOMAS)—continued. 

was served at the old Chapel of St Amand. He is stated 
to have been Chaplain to the Eyston family for nearly forty 
years, He was Canon of Portsmouth from 1882, Vicar- 
General to the Bishop in 1900, and Vicar-Capitular (sede 
vacante) in 1910. In 1901 Canon Luck was raised to the 
dignity of Prothonotary Apostolic by Pope Leo XIII. He 
died on St Edmund’s Day, 16 Nov., and was buried in 
the Churchyard of St Mary’s on 1g Nov. 1912. The 
Luck family were generous benefactors to St Edmund’s 
College. Alfred Luck gave some handsome gifts for the 
altar at the opening of the College Chapel, and the greater 
part of the expense of the Lady Chapel was defrayed by 
the three brothers, each surrendering for that purpose a 
legacy left to him. All the brothers were converts to 
Rome, John and Francis were Benedictines. John became 
Bishop of Auckland, New Zealand, and Francis was a priest 
in his diocese. A portrait of Canon Luck appears in The 
Edmundian for Dec. 1912, where is also an ‘In Memoriam’ 
notice by the Rev. Canon Kelleher, a life-long friend, and for 
many years Priest at the neighbouring Mission of Abingdon, 
the birthplace of St Edmund.

After serving at various places on the 
Roman Catholic Mission he became Chaplain to the Eyston 
family. He was ‘ Titular Guardian’ in 1726, when he was 
living with them. After the death of Charles Eyston he

is described as Confessor to the widow and family. He died 
at Hendred House 30 Jan. 1728, aged sixty-one. Charles 
Eyston in his Will left a small sum of money to Parkinson. 
He is first mentioned by Thomas Hearne, the Antiquary, in 
his Diary on 25 Aug. 1724, as follows :—‘ This afternoon, 
I met accidently, in New College Lane, Mr Perkinson, 
who was Confessor to my late Friend, Mr Charles Eyston, 
of E. Hendred in Berks. ... Mr Perkinson, who is a 
worthy, ingenious, and learned man, hath been lately at 
Rome, where he saw my Friend, Dr Richard Rawlinson.’ 
On 2 July 1725 Hearne again refers to Parkinson, ‘with 
whom I am acquainted . .. and is a learned man,’ and 
alludes to a letter from Robert Eyston, who says, ‘at his 
Request Perkinson exam? the MS. of Nich. Harpesfield 
which belonged to his late brother.’ Hearne prints a copy 
of anote in Mr Eyston’s MS. copy of the Treatise of the 
Divorce. Parkinson is again in Oxford about this time 
with his nephew, a Mr Featherstone (9.v.), who was also 
later a Confessor to the Eystons, and visited Hearne, who 
mentions it on 6 July 1725. Other visits are recorded on 
17 July1725 and \4.\ June 1726.) (OnieeiNiay 1726) Hearne 
thanks Parkinson for sending him a copy of a book on 
The Antiquities of the English Franciscans, and on 4 June 1726 
he states that ‘Mr Parkinson told me that he himself is 
the author of Collectanea Anglo-Minoritica, or, a Collection of 
the Antiquities of the English Franciscans, etc., 1726. He 
compil’d this Work, as he told me, by the help of books 
in the study of my late excellent Friend, Charles Eyston, 
of East Hendred, Esq. Mr Parkinson (who is a Franciscan 
himself) is now in the 59th year of his age, as he told 
me himself. He is a very worthy, learned man, and of an 
excellent good natured temper.’ Again, on 27 Sept. 1726, 
Hearne remarks that he is told ‘Mr Parkinson compil’d his 
Book of the English Grey Friers from Mr Charles Eyston’s 
Papers. Indeed, this is very true, that worthy Gentleman

having wrote this Book, tho’ not intirely digested it before 
his Death, as he also writ an History of All our Abbeys wch 
is yet in MS. The last entry in Hearne’s Diary relating 
to Parkinson is:—‘told by Francis Canning of Foxcote in 
Warwickshire that Mr Parkinson is dead, but he knows 
not whether he died in England or beyond. He has been 
dead about a year.’

Admitted to St Edmund’s College, Old Hall, 
Ware, in Apr. 1825. Matriculated at Magdalen College, 
Oxford. Boden Scholar in 1833; B.A., 1834; M.A., 1836. 
Ordained Priest, 22 Sept. 1832. In Dec. 1833 assistant to 
the Rev. Peter Butler at Bermondsey. In 1834 he took 
up his duties at East Hendred and remained there until 
1840, when he was succeeded by John Price, prob- 
ably his brother. In 1844 Edward Price was transferred 
to the Sardinian Chapel, Lincoln’s Inn Fields, where he 
remained until his death on 3 Jan. 1858, at the age of fifty- 
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PRICE (EDWARD)—continued. 
three. Edward Price possessed considerable literary ability 
and was editor of Do/man’s Magazine from 1846 to about 
1849, in which he wrote an article on the Gordon Riots, 
a biography of the Rev. Dr Griffiths, President of St 
Edmund’s College, Old Hall, and many articles of a varied 
character. He was also author of Sick Calls from the Diary 
of a Maisstonary Priest, published in 1850, of which a third 
edition appeared in 1907. He took an active interest in 
Roman Catholic affairs and frequently addressed meetings 
in furtherance of charitable objects. Obituary notices on 
his death appeared in The Tad/et, 16 Jan. 1858, and in The 
Lamp, 1858, vol. i., p. 47.

It was while Price was Chaplain that the Chapel was 
desecrated. On 11 Dec. 1688, when the Prince of Orange 
was passing with his army over the Golden Mile, a road 
near Hendred, on his way to Oxford, the Chapel was entered 
by some of the soldiers, who committed various acts of 
sacrilege. 

Philip Price was approved for preaching and hearing 
confessions in 1671, when he was also appointed Professor 
of Philosophy. He was Professor of Theology from 1674 
until 1686, when he received the title of Doctor of Divinity. 
It was in 1686 that he came on the Mission and went to East 
Hendred. He was Custos, 1692-1695 ; elected Provincial 
of his Order in 1695 and again in 1704. He died in May 
1700.

The principal painted portraits of Chichele are at Oxford 
and at Lambeth Palace. The Oxford portrait in the Bodleian 
Library is one of a series of portraits of Founders of Oxford 
Colleges, painted by William Sonmans in 1670, It is 
described in Mrs Stanley Lane Poole’s Catalogue of Oxford 
Portraits, vol. i., 1912. The picture, which represents 
Chichele in three-quarter length, with mitre, was engraved 
by J. Faber, senior, in 1712, and is reproduced as a hand- 
coloured aquatint engraving in Rudolph Ackermann’s History 
of the University of Oxford, 1814. The whole-length portrait 
in the stained-glass window in the Chapel of All Souls’ 
College, of which Chichele was the Founder, depicts him 
in vestments and holding a cross, and was engraved by F. 
Bartolozzi. A reproduction of the portrait appears in the 
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CHICHELE (HENRY)—continued. 

Victoria County History of Hampshire, vol. ii., 1903. A copy 
of the Arms of Chichele on the Seal of All Souls’ College is 
given in Bloom’s English Seals, 1906. A bust by Roubiliac is 
in the Hall of the College. The representation of Chichele 
(in a group) from Thomas Chandler’s MS. at New College, 
Oxford, is reproduced in Archeologia, vol. liii., 1892. The 
Lambeth portrait in the Guard-Room at Lambeth Palace, by 
an unknown painter, forms the frontispiece to Duck’s Life 
of Chichele, 1617 and 1699. The portrait is reproduced in 
Fletcher-Walker’s Historical Portraits, 1909. A description 
is given in Cave Browne’s Lambeth Palace and its Associations, 
188 3. 

The Lambeth portrait was exhibited by the present 
Archbishop of Canterbury at the Winter Exhibition, New 
Gallery, in 1902. A fine likeness on glass is preserved in 
a window of the Great Hall (Library) at Lambeth, and 
has been reproduced with another portrait in Brayley and 
Herbert’s Lambeth Illustrated, 1806, and described in Cave 
Browne’s Lambeth Palace and its Associations, 1883. 

Wood’s Historia et <Antiquitates Universitatis Oxontiensts, 
1674, contains a headpiece with a portrait of Chichele.

Lord Strangford exhibited a portrait of Chichele at the 
South Kensington Museum in 1866.

The only portrait traceable is the one in the possession 
of his descendant, Mr W. E. Wiseman-Clarke of Cadogan 
Square, London, who has also an extensive collection of 
Clarke family portraits, including an interesting one of 
Mary, daughter and heiress of William Wiseman of Sparsholt 
and Elizabeth Whitelocke. Mary Wiseman was born in 
1701, and married at East Hendred in 1721 Edward Clarke 
of Ardington, who was High Sheriff of Berkshire in 1728. 

Included in the picture is the portrait 
of a young boy, the son and heir, William Wiseman-Clarke, 
an only child, who is standing beside his mother. He was 
born in 1727, educated at Eton, matriculated at Magdalen 
College, Oxford, 2 July 1746, aged eighteen, and married 
his first cousin, Dorothy, the daughter of Richard Clarke of 
Reading and Jane, daughter of Richard Pottinger of Brad- 
field, Berks. William Wiseman-Clarke, son of the above, 
matriculated at Christ Church, Oxford, 24 June 1777, aged 
seventeen, Sheriff of Berkshire in 1811, and who died 4 Sept. 
1826, was the father of William Nelson Clarke (see supra).

The drawing 
never went to the Bodleian. Another portrait, half-length, 
in a gown and band, his right hand holding an open book, etc. 
Tillemans, de/. G. Vertue, scu/p. 1723. Vertue engraved two 
plates, dated 1723, both after Tillemans, but which differ. 
One of the plates generally occurs with the date altered to 
1729. A smaller plate was engraved by Vertue, but without 
the name of Tillemans and without a date. This is generally 
found in copies of the Vindication of the Oath of Allegiance, 
1731. Later impressions were used for the Lives of Leland, 
Hearne and Wood, in 1772. The same likeness, but smaller, 
in the frontispiece to Ectypa varia, 1737, was engraved by 
Vertue, but without his name. A mezzotint was also issued 
from the same design, as was also a vignette on the title page 
of the Impartial Memortals of the Life and Writings of Thomas 
Hearne, M.A., 1736. Modern copies after Tillemans and 
Vertue are found in magazines, etc. On the title page of 
the sale catalogue of Hearne’s Library, 16 Feb. 1735-36, 
is an oval portrait. There is also a portrait on the Oxford 
Almanack for 1747, with a view of the Court of St Edmund 
Hall. In addition to the books already mentioned, portraits 
of Hearne occur in Caulfield’s Remarkable Persons, 1819; 
Fletcher’s English Book Collectors, 1902; Malcolm’s Lives of 
Topographers, 1824, and in The Universal Magazine. A cari-

Historical Monuments and Relics 
1. The Parish Church 


The Church is dedicated to St Augustine, and consists 
of a Chancel, two Chapels, a Nave with three Aisles and 
a West Tower. The earliest portion of the present structure 
is the South arcade of the Nave, which dates from the late 
twelfth or early thirteenth century. The North aisle is very 
narrow and, with the exception of the window, unaltered 
since it was built in the early thirteenth century. 

The Eyston Chapel was added about 1500. It is the 
private property of the Eyston family and has been their 
burial-place for over 400 years. There are many Eyston 
monuments in the Chapel. A brass commemorates John 
Eyston and Jane Berington, his wife, with figures, the man 
in plate armour. The Chapel has a square-headed East 
window of three lights with tracery of the fifteenth century. 
In the South wall are two smaller windows also of three 
lights and of similar character. There are fragments of 
old glass with a head crowned with the Papal tiara. 

In the North transept, lying loose on the floor, is a small 
stone figure with the head and feet gone. It has a tunic 
down to the knees, the right arm, without hand, raised, 
the left pointing downwards. The North transept was 
once a chapel which, before the Restoration, had an altar 
of stone under a sunk arch. This altar and stonework is 
now built into the East wall of the present Organ Chamber. 
There is a brass in the transept to William Whitwey, 1479, 
and a second brass bearing a Latin inscription to Henry 
and Roger Eldysley (the latter died in 1439), brothers, 
‘merchants of this town.’

The Lectern 


The wooden Lectern has been described as one of 
the earliest and most interesting examples of a reading- 
desk remaining in England. It dates from the thirteenth 
century, and is the most remarkable object in the Church. 
The Lectern has a plain sloping book-rest, with projection 
carved with three leaves on a stem on one side and single 
leaf on the other below, supported on a shaft with small 
projecting shelf. The lower part rests on a mailed foot, 
which stands on a triple base having on each portion a 
recumbent monster animal. Mr Charles Edward Keyser, 
F.S.A., was the first to call attention to the unique char- 
acter of the Lectern, and a photograph of it illustrates 
his Notes on the Churches of East and West Hendred, 1918, 
an article in the Berks, Bucks and Oxon Archeol. ‘fournal 
which has been of the greatest help in the compilation of 
this section. 


The Choir Stalls | 
The Choir Stalls embody fifteenth-century oak tracery, 


probably from the original rood-screen. 


The Pulpit 

The Pulpit is a rich piece of Jacobean work, octagonal 
in shape, with carved foliage and conventional panels with 
head bosses. 

The Pulpit was placed in the Church after the Restoration 
in 1660 to commemorate the martyrdom of Charles I.— 
a carved portrait of his head is in one of the front panels. 
It was restored in 1911. A photograph appears in Keyser’s 
Notes on the Churches of East and West Hendred, 1918. 
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THE PARISH CHURCH—countinued. 
The Font 


The ancient upper portion of the octagonal Font remains, 
and dates from the twelfth century. The central support is 
modern. A faculty was granted in 1gio to alter the position 
of the Font from the centre of the Nave to its present 
position. The old Font Cover has disappeared and in its 
place is a modern one of similar design. A photograph 
of the Font is given in Keyser’s Notes on the Churches of 
East and West Hendred, 1918. 


The Piscina 


In the South wall is a fourteenth-century Piscina, with an 
acutely pointed head and cinquefoiled tracery below it.

In the Inventory of Church Goods in Berkshire in 1552, 
the following reference is to a piece of plate then in the 
Church, but which now has disappeared :—‘ Esthenred. In 
the churche there, A chalyce of sylver percelle gylte.’ 


Brasses 


Details of three brasses still remaining in the Church 
are given in Section X. These are the brasses of :— 
(r1) Henry and Roger Eldysley (Hildesley), dated 1439. 


(2) William Whitewey, dated 1470. 
(3) John Eyston and Jane, his Wife, dated 1580. 
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Church Pews 
The old oak Pews were disposed of when the Church 


was restored in 1861. According to Sowdon, one or more 
are in the porch of the house called the ‘ Kings Manor.’ 


The Tower 


The Tower, of Early Perpendicular design, dates from the 
fifteenth century. The Putlog holes used by the workmen 
for their scaffolding still remain all round the Tower. The 
wood-beams on the roof bear the date 1611. 


The Bells 


The Tower contains six heavy bells; a descriptive list 
of them is on the wall underneath. The heaviest bell 
weighs 22 cwt. and the lightest one 74 cwt. The ancient 
chimes are struck upon these very musical bells. In the 
Churchwardens’ Accounts, among the Archdeaconry of Berks 
Papers in the Bodleian Library, there is a reference in 1676 
to keeping the ‘Chimes in good repair.’ The wood-frame 
for the bells bears the date 1631.

The Clock 


The Clock is one of the oldest in England and has the 
name of its famous maker, with the date, upon it—‘ John 
Seymour, Wantage, 1525.’ ‘There is a wooden wheel which 
is still used for the chiming apparatus, and belongs to an 


older clock. An illustration of the chiming apparatus is in 
Gill’s East Hendred Church, 1912. 


The Hour-Glass 


The Hour-Glass came from a church in Somersetshire, 
and was placed in the Parish Church in 1g1t. 


The Rectory 


The Rectory was originally a timber-framed house, but 
was enlarged in red brick about 100 years ago. The garden 
has some remarkable yew hedges. The Rectory is mentioned 
in the ‘Terrier’ of 1634, when Humfrey Gwyn was Rector, 
as follows :—‘ Wherof the nowe incombent built xvi bayes 
and a halfe of them new from the ground and repaired all 
the rest sufficiently.’ (See Appendix (1), where fuller details 
are given of the Rectory.)

2. Chapel of Fesus of Bethlehem 


A conspicuous and remarkable feature meets the eye as 
the village is approached from the east side. This is the 
fifteenth-century wayside Chapel of Jesus of Bethlehem, 
built of stone by the monks of Sheen soon after coming into 
possession of the King’s Manor. It is now desecrated and 
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CHAPEL OF JESUS OF BETHLEHEM—continued. 


disused. It acquired its present unsuitable name of ‘Champs 
Chapel’ from the family of Champ, who owned it up to the 
eighteenth century, when the upper part was used as a pigeon- 
house, and the lower part as a bake-house and wash-house. 
It afterwards came into the possession of the Robey family. 
The late George Dunn, a brother of Mrs John Eyston, the 
present Lady of the Manor, purchased the Chapel in 1go1, 
and had the fabric of the ancient building cleaned and 
restored. It is now the property of his trustees. The Chapel 
is a small rectangular building faced with rough ashlar, 
254 feet by 15} feet internally, with a priest’s house adjoining 
it on the north side. The East window is of three lights 
with tracery. At the east end of each side wall is a square- 
headed window of two cinquefoiled lights. On the north 
side is a blocked arch of brick, representing a doorway to 
the priest’s house, and above it is a stone-headed doorway at the 
first-floor level. In the west wall is a four-centred doorway, 
and above it a square-headed window of two cinquefoiled 
lights. The Chapel is internally divided by an oak screen 
with a central doorway and five bays on either side with 
rounded heads. A beam supports a floor dividing the 
western part of the Chapel into two storeys, the upper room, 
communicating with the priest’s house, being screened off at 
the East end by a timber partition. Flanking the East 
window at a lower level are two stone brackets. 

The late fifteenth-century priest’s house is a timber-framed 
building adjoining the western half of the Chapel. The upper 
storey formerly overhung on the north and west, but has been 
underbuilt with modern brick. The Gable is half-timbered 
and the barge-boards are enriched with flowing blind tracery. 
At the first-floor level is a four-light window with rounded 
heads, and a stone fire-place with a four-centred opening and 
square head. About 1690 the house was extended farther 
east, and now overlaps the Chapel at the end blocking the 
North window. ‘The end wall is of stone with brick angles.

There are many views of the exterior of the Chapel, but 
the only illustration found of the interior is the ‘Section and 
Plan’ in John Henry Parker’s Domestic Architecture, 1859, 
which is accompanied by a brief note.

3. Monastic Remains 


A farmhouse building and gatehouse are all that remain 
of the Cell of the Carthusian Monastery of the Monks of 
Sheen in East Hendred. Mr Arthur Billyeald, who 
purchased the monastic remains from the Allin family in 
1898, restored the house, and did his best to bring it back 
to its original state. The adjoining gatehouse he turned 
into a picture gallery. At the Dissolution of Alien Priories 
the Manor of Frampton was granted by Henry VI. to the 
Monastery of Jesus of Bethlehem at Sheen in Surrey, who 
established a Cell, and other buildings were erected on the 
left side of the road which enters the village from the Fast. 
The Monastery also possessed the Chapel of Jesus of 
Bethlehem and probably other property in East Hendred 
at an earlier date. It was certainly connected with the 
parish in the reign of Henry V., for in 1414 the Prior 
of Sheen had a grant of a weekly market and fairs, etc., 
also the privileges of freedom from toll, assize of bread and 
wine, free warren, infangentheof and outfangentheof, the 


pillory and the tumbrel, etc. (See p. 301.) 
4. Hendred House 


The Manor House of Arches has been the residence 
of the Eyston family since at least before Nov. 1443, and 
came into their possession by the marriage of John Eyston 
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HENDRED HOUSE—continued. 
with Isabel, the daughter of John Stowe, who then owned 
the Manor. 

There is little indication of the exact date when it was 
built. The hall is probably the earliest part of the house. 
No doubt a house has stood on this site since the fifteenth 
century, and possibly much earlier. The present house is 
two storeys high, and faces west, standing back a hundred 
yards from the main road. The exterior has been plastered 
over. There is a secret chamber in the house. A similar 
room was pointed out at Drayton Manor, at one time another 
residence of the family. The Eyston family have in their 
possession various prints and drawings representing the house 
in the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. (See List of 
Illustrations in Section III.) 


5. St Amand’s Chapel 


On the south side of Hendred House is the ancient 
Chapel or Chantry of St Amand and St John the Baptist, 
which has been the private Chapel of the Eyston family 
from the time the Manor of Arches came into their possession 
in the later years of the reign of Henry VI. The Chapel 
had existed for some considerable period before that time. 
It was founded by Sir John de Turberville, who obtained 
from Pope Alexander IV. in 1256 permission to build a 
free chapel on his manor at East Hendred. The Pope’s 
letter to the Bishop of Salisbury is recorded in Bishop 
Hallam’s Register at Salisbury at a later date, and a copy 
is at Hendred House. In the Valor Ecclestasticus of 1291 
the Chapel is rated at £3. 6s. 8d. annually. ‘Geoffry de 
Turbevyle’ presented to the Chapel in 1304, and ‘ Roger 
de Gascelyn’ in 1309 and 1316. The ownership of the 
Manor as well as the Chapel passed from the Turbervilles 
to the Arches family, then to the Stowe family, and finally 
to the Eystons, who have always retained the right of 
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ST AMAND’S CHAPEL—continued. 


presenting the priest. At the Dissolution of Chantries in 
1547 the Chapel was despoiled of its revenues, which 
consisted of a parsonage, twelve acres of glebe, and the 
tithe of the demesnes belonging to the Manor. John 
Grenway, the Chaplain, was granted a pension of £5 in 
1553. Many documents are at Hendred House regarding 
the Chapel, including an extensive detailed history in 
manuscript by Charles Eyston, ‘the antiquary,’ compiled 
in 1718 or 1719, and completed in the nineteenth century 
by Charles John Eyston. (See note on the MS. History 
of the Chapel of St Amand in Section II.) 

The following valuable notes upon the history of this 
remarkable building are taken from this interesting MS. :— 


The Chappell before ' was repaired had a broken pavement w*' by the 
remainder one might see were a sort of Dutch Tyle. Some part of the 
Altar was left till then also standing, but it was onely of small moulter- 
ing stones, on which the Reall altar stone stood, and not above a foot 
and a half high, so this remainded, being lookt upon to bee worne out 
and useless, it was thought necessary to make the altar quite anew 
of wood, and to pave it quite anew, for I saw some of the stones w% 
belonged to the altar and some of the pavements when handled moulted 
to earth and sand. There was a Partition in the Chappell before it was 
repaired, the bottom of it was oaken wainscott, and the Topp was in 
ye same nature as the windows now are in the Chappell Chamber. 

My Father, George Eyston, began the Repaire of this Chappell on 
Wednesday in Easter Weeke, in ye yeare 1687, wht happened to be 
that yeare on the 30th of March, and it was completely finished on the 
17th of September yt yeare, one Andrew Bartlet painted and guilded 
it, and had 42 pounds for doeing it as appears yet by his Bill and 
Acquittance w are to be found amongst the Papers w* belong to 
the Chappell. 

Saturday, September 24, 1687, Father Pacificus alias Philip Price (who 
then lived in the Family), a Franciscan Fryer, and one who afterwards 
was twice Provincial of his Order blessed the Altar Stone, being 
assisted by Father Francis alias W™ Hardwick, Father John Baptist 
alias W™ Weston, two of the same order, after that was done Vespers 
were said with as much solemnity as the place wouldallow. The day 
following being Sunday the 25th of September, there were seaven 
Priests who said Mass in it. The Priests were Mr Price, who said the 
first, Mr Prosser and Mr Evans, two clergy priests, Mr Francis 
Hildesley, Soc. Jesu, Mr Anthony alias Francis Young, Mr Weston 
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above mentioned and Mr Hardwick, the three last were Franciscan 
Pryersaue ior 

In 1688, when William of Orange was on his way from Hungerford 
to Oxford he passed over the Golden Mile, and some loose fellows 
came hyther went into the Chappell pretended to mock the Priest by 
supping out of his Chalice, which they would have taken away had 
it been silver, as they themselves afterwards gave out; however, 
having torn down the ‘ Jesus Maria’ from the altar, which holy names 
were printed upon Pannells in the same frames where the ‘ Jesus 
Maria’ are now wrought in Bugles, they retired takinge an old suite 
of Church stuffe with them to Oxford, where they drest up a mawkin 
with it, and set it up there on the Topp of a Bon-Fyer. This happened 
on Monday, December 16th, 1688, and this is all the mischief they then 
did, besides breakeing the lamp and carrying away the Sanctus Bell. 


The Chapel remained as restored until the end of 1808, 
when some alterations were made by Basil Eyston, and 
stained glass was put into certain windows. In 1845 
the Chapel, being found too small, was lengthened by an 
addition of about ten feet taken from Hendred House 
on the west side. More extensive alterations were made 
in 1862 under the direction of C. A. Buckler. A new 
roof was made and a new buttress on the south side added. 
The Chapel was reopened and the new altar consecrated 
by Bishop Grant, 30 Aug. 1862. Prior to 1865, when the 
Roman Catholic Church of St Mary’s was opened, the old 
Chapel of St Amand was used for the services of the Roman 
Catholic Mission in East Hendred.

6. Poughley Priory Sculptures 


Two stone sepulchral monuments discovered on the site 
of Poughley Priory, near Chaddleworth, were presented by 
Mr Philip Wroughton of Woolley Park, Berks, to Charles 
John Eyston. They are now in the vestry of St Amand’s 
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POUGHLEY PRIORY SCULPTURES—continued. 

Chapel. The first was found in 1796 and is the half of a 
stone coffin-lid, with cross and an inscription in small letters, 
which is thought to commemorate Hieronimus Robertus, the 
first prior of the Priory in 1160. The second sculpture was 
dug up about forty years ago, and is a coffin-lid believed to 
be of the time of the late fifteenth century. It has a full- 
length recumbent figure of a priest in vestments, with canopy 
above the head. An illustration of the two monuments, 
from photographs, will be found accompanying Charles 
Edward Keyser’s Notes on the Churches of East and West 
Hendred, etc. 

The Augustinian Priory of Poughley was founded about 
1160, and possessed property in East Hendred and elsewhere. 
In the account of the Parish of Chaddleworth printed in the 
Bibliotheca Topographica Britannica, vol. iv., 1790, some deeds 
are mentioned which connect the Priory with East Hendred 
and the Hyde family. Poughley Priory was one of the 
smaller monasteries suppressed by authority of a Papal 
Bull, 3 September 1524.

7. Hugh Faringdon Window 


An interesting piece of stained glass is preserved in a 
lancet window on the north side of St Amand’s Chapel. It 
represents the initials ‘H. F.’ and the crozier of Hugh 
Faringdon (or Cook), the last Abbot of Reading. Faringdon 
was indicted for high treason and executed at Reading, 
14 Nov. 1539. 

The Abbots of Reading held lands in East Hendred and

8. Bishop Fishers Walking Staff 


The ebony walking staff of John Fisher, Cardinal Bishop 
of Rochester, who suffered martyrdom on Tower Hill in 1535, 
and which supported him on the scaffold, is a treasured relic 
still preserved at Hendred House. It bears the following 
inscription on a silver band :— 
The Walking Staff of John Fisher, Cardinal Bishop of 
Rochester, who suffered 22nd June, 1535, aged fifty-six years 
and nine months. | 
In the Will of Charles Eyston, dated 1718, he left ‘ Bishop 
Fisher’s Staff’ to Charles Eyston, his eldest son and heir. 


9. Sir Thomas Mores Drinking Cup 


This fine relic is preserved at Hendred House and came 
into the possession of the Eyston family in the following way :— 
Father Thomas More, S.J., was the last male descendant 
of Sir Thomas More, and it was through him that the 
various More relics now at Stonyhurst College came into 
their possession. Father More, who died 20 May 1795, 
at the age of seventy-one, had two brothers, who pre-

deceased him, and three sisters. Catharine died unmarried ; 
Mary became a nun at the English Convent, Bruges ; 
and the third sister, Bridget, was twice married. By 
her first husband, Peter Metcalfe, she had a son, Thomas 
Peter Metcalfe, who married Teresa Throckmorton, and had 
a son and a daughter. The son, who assumed the name and 
arms of More, died unmarried. The daughter, Maria Teresa, 
became the wife of Charles Eyston. (1790-1857), and it was 
by this marriage that Sir Thomas More’s Drinking Cup 
and other relics were acquired. There is a photograph of 
the Cup in Sowdon’s MS. and also an illustration of it in 
Dom Bede Camm’s Forgotten Shrines, 1910, where it is 
called ‘The Drinking-Can of Blessed Thomas More.’ 

The Eystons are, moreover, directly descended from the 
More family through the marriage of a son of Sir Thomas 
More with Anne Crisaker, the heiress of Barnborough in 
Yorkshire. A portrait of Sir Thomas More is at Hendred 
House as well as a painting of the More family.

10. Luscription on Glass Window 


When certain alterations were made at Hendred House 
a few years ago, several old windows were removed, and . 
the glazier took some of the leaded lights away and put 
them into the windows of his cottage in the village. In 
1904. Sowdon noticed an inscription on one of the panes 
of glass, which proved to be lines from the First Epistle 
of Horace (Book I., line 60), as follows :— 


Hic murus aeneus esto, 
Nil conscire sibi, nulla pallescere culpa. 
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INSCRIPTION ON GLASS WINDOW—continued. 
At the end of the quotation is scratched ‘Delecta... 
Domini Augustini Belsoni. Scripsit C. Eyston.’ The writing 
is believed to be that of Charles Eyston, ‘the antiquary ’ 
(1667-1721). The piece of glass is now preserved at 
Hendred House. The Eystons were related to the Belsons 
through the marriage of Anne, youngest daughter of John 
Eyston (died 1664), with Richard Perkins of Ufton. Their 
daughter Mary married Maurice Belson of Brill, Bucks. 
Augustine Belson was the son of William Belson and 
Anne, daughter of Walter Curzon of Waterperry, Oxon. 
Augustine married Margaret, daughter of Richard Scarning 
of Minchinhampton. The name of Belson occurs early in 
the East Hendred Parish Registers. (See also Biography of 
Belson Family in Section IV., p. 70.)

11. HKyston Relic 


A small silver ring was dug up near the Churchyard 
at Catmere some years ago. Sowdon calls it ‘an ancient 
silver seal.’ Catmere was a village closely associated with 
the earlier history of the Eyston family. The ring bore 
the following inscription :—‘ William Eyston, Esquire, of 
Catmere near Wantage, in Barkeshire. This William 
Eyston, who was born about 1584 and died in 1649, was 
usually known as ‘ William Eyston of Catmere,’ from his 
living at Catmere during the lifetime of his mother, who 
resided at East Hendred. The Eystons owned land at 
Catmere from the fifteenth century.

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12. Folk-Lore Relics and Manortal 


Customs 


Considerable folk-lore can be chronicled in connection 
with East Hendred and the neighbourhood. There are the 
usual superstitions common to so many parishes relating 
to birds, for instance, and notably to martins, magpies, 
robins, etc. There is a legend that the ghost of a man, 
murdered by his servant in a field near Ludbridge, is seen 
at a certain time each year. Sowdon notes that a woman 
passing the spot upon one occasion at dusk asserted that she 
saw the crime being re-enacted. 

Ashmole in edition of 1719 refers to ‘a close in the heart 
of the town where some old foundations are found and holes 
overgrown with grass, supposed by some to have been 
wells.’ He speaks also of untilled ground formerly belong- 
ing to ‘some chaplain that officiated in this chapel (Champs 
Chapel) and that the people cared not to meddle with it for 
fear of the imprecations laid upon the invaders of Church 
lands.’ Thomas Hearne in his Dzry, under date 26 June 
1726, also alludes to ‘40 Acres of Land at East Hendred 
never ploughed, because the land belonged to the Chaplain 
at Hendred, a Carthusian. According to Clarke’s Parochial 
Topography of the Hundred of Wanting, 1824, the untilled land 
was in the King’s Manor and belonged to Sheen Priory. 

The Round House or ‘lock-up,’ where culprits were 
placed until they could be taken before a magistrate at 
Wantage, was on the Green near the Wesleyan Chapel. 
The village stocks stood there also. In 1414 a Charter 
was granted by Henry V. to the Prior of Sheen giving 
them in East Hendred the Liberty of Infangtheof and Out- 
fangtheof (the privilege of judging thieves taken within the 
confines of the parish), the right to a Pillory and Tumbril, 
and the privilege of erecting a gallows for malefactors. By

the same Charter they had a grant of a weekly market in 
East Hendred on Tuesday, and two fairs lasting for two 
days on the feasts of St Augustine and St Catharine and 
the days following. Ashmole refers to a weekly market 
on Tuesdays at Hendred, and also of the two fairs yearly. 
Up to the time of James I. a fair was held on the ‘ Golden 
Mile.’ This fair took place on the Downs and extended 
from Skutchamore Knob to Hendred. The fair was, how- 
ever, abolished by James I. in 1620 in order to encourage East 
Ilsley market. Fairs are still held in May and in October. 

Sowdon writes of Hendred feast being a great revel, 
when the neighbouring villages of Harwell, Steventon and 
Milton met and settled all their differences and contested 
for supremacy at cudgel playing. At the Public-House 
called the Royal Oak, in Cat Street, a revel was held, known 
as the Cat Street revel, in which the chief features were 
backsword play, wrestling, and dancing for a cake. 

The local Courts Baron about the early seventeenth 
century were held under a tree in the village, and in the 
early part of the nineteenth century in a cottage opposite 
Champs Chapel. In modern times they have been held 
at ‘The Wheatsheaf Inn’ or ‘The Plough.’ One curious 
custom of the King’s Manor was that if a tenant died on this 
manor without making a surrender by will, the lord could 
claim the best beast or the best piece of furniture as a heriot. 
Ashmole in edition of 1719, writing of the five manors in East 
Hendred, says there are ‘five manors in all of which is [sc] kept 
a Court Baron and in three of them a Court Leet.’ The Court 
Baron was held towards the end of October, and was presided 
over by the Seneschal or Chief Steward of the manor. Every 
tenant or resident was required to be present under a penalty 
for default of ten shillings for each tenant, and five shillings 
for a resident not being a tenant. A Jury of no specified 
number was elected and sworn in. This was followed by the 
election of Parish officers for the ensuing year. The business

of the Court was then proceeded with, and this consisted 
of the surrender of tenancies, the admission of new tenants, 
and the settlement of disputes. In cases of deaths the admission 
to a new tenancy was according to the Will of the deceased, 
and in the absence of a Will, the next-of-kin took possession 
by decision of the Jury. The Jury met twice yearly, on the 
Thursday in Whitsuntide week and on All Saints’ Day, with 
a penalty of two shillings upon each absentee. At these 
meetings the manor was inspected as to husbandry, trenches, 
watercourses, number of cattle, sheep, horses, etc., according 
to ancient custom and by-laws. The place of meeting was 
the Church Porch, and the time eight o'clock in the 
morning. The following is a copy of the by-laws made at 
a Court Baron of the King’s Manor in 1700 :— 


EAST HENDRED MANOR 


COURT BARON 1700 
BYELAWS 


Imprimis.—We order and agree that no sheep shall feed in the West 
field no longer than the feast day of All Saints on pain of sixpence 
a day or trespass for every sheep. 

Item.—We order and agree that every man shall trench his land in 
the West field on or before the feast of All Saints, on pain of 1'/- every 
perch that stopps the water and doth damage. 

Item.—We order and agree that no person shall let any Cow Common 
in the same year after they have been once stocked on pain of 55/- the 
Common. 

Item.—We order and agree to set Meerstones on Thursday in the 

_ Whitsonweek and to meet at the church porch at eight o’clock in the 
morning, on pain of two shillings and sixpence a man. 

Item.—We order and agree that every man that shall goe with his cart 
in the Harvest, over any lands of corn without his giving notice to the 
owner to cut a way for him, shall pay two shillings and sixpence for 
the first fault and 5:/- for the second.

Manor in 1804 :— 


At the Court held on the 25th October 1804 the homage presented as 
follows :— 


THEY present the custom of the Manor to be as follows :— 


THAT the tenants of the lands and tenements in East Hendred do hold 
by copy of Court Roll and do pay heriots fines and reliefs for them in 
form following, viz. :— 


IF they die tenants dwelling upon their lands and tenements the lord shall 
have their best beast after their said death for a Heriot and the next heir 
that shall have the said lands and tenements after the said death shall 
pay for his relief and fine the whole year’s Rent of the same lands and 
tenements And if they die not dwelling upon the same lands and 
tenements or if they make any alienation of the same lands and tenements 
by surrenders in any manner of ways in their life time and so leave them 
by their life then in the said cases the lord shall have but sixteen pence 
in the name of a heriot and they that shall have the same lands and tene- 
ments by death any manner way and by any other alienation shall pay 
always the whole year’s rent of the same for a fine or a relief and this 
appeareth by an Ancient Court Roll of Survey and Rental of all the 
farms lands tenements and rents of the house of John of Bethlem of 
Shine (Sheen) in East Hendred ALSO that the tenants of the said Manor 
that hold their lands by Copy of Court Roll have time out of mind held 
their said lands and tenements without impeachment of any manner of 
waste done or committed in or upon any their said lands or tenements 
and have used time out of mind to make leases for years at their Wills 
and Pleasures of their said lands and tenements without any license to be 
required at the Lords hands or any fine demanded for the same AND 
all these customs aforesaid we say and affirm to be used and enjoyed 
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within the said Manor time out of mind of the memory of man to the 
contrary and without contradiction denial or challenge to the contrary 
for any thing we ever heard or knew. 


The King’s Manor was vested in the Crown at the 
Dissolution of Monasteries and remained so down to the 
nineteenth century. The stewardship of the Manor was 
constituted by the statute 15 Geo. II., cap. 22, one of the 
nominal offices of profit for the purpose of enabling Members 
of Parliament to vacate a seat in the House of Commons. 


13. Exchequer T. ally 


A quadrangular wooden rod, 163 inches long, describes 
the Exchequer Tally which was exhibited before the 
Society of Antiquaries of London in 1860, with an 
inscription on it relating to the sale of land in East 
Hendred in 1599-1600. The tally represented the receipt 
of a sum paid to the Crown on the purchase of the land. 
‘John Dooe,’ a member of the Doe family connected with 
East Hendred, is mentioned in the transaction. On one 
side of the tally is the inscription :— 

Per Johannem Dooe et Johannem Wilson pro perquisito unius messuagii 

cum sex virgatis terre in Esthendred in comitatu Bark, et 111j° paruorum 
Croftorum continentium per estimacionem vij acras terre et tres (sic)

Oimanother wfacemthe fdateiis) oT Paasche ex XP Xe Aprilis 
anno Regine Eliz. XLII®.’ On a third face the word ‘Sol.,’ 
followed by three notches and six smaller ones, denoting 
that the amount paid was three shillings and sixpence.

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14. Roman Remains 


Reynolds, in his Iter Britanniarum, names East Hendred 
in his list of towns where Roman antiquities have been 
found, and mentions a Roman Road and Roman Coins. 
His authority seems to be the Rev. George Woodward, 
who wrote in 1759 that there was a road to Wantage 
called the Portway, and in connection with it described 
the discovery of coins at Letcombe Regis. An early 
Christian Roman Coin, with bits of Roman pottery, was 
recently dug up in the cellar of Mrs Walter Coates’s house 
in the village. It is described as a third brass coin of the 
Roman Emperor Valens, a.p. 364. 

The course westward of the Portway, a name often 
applied to Roman roads, was from Wallingford, through 
or near the Hagbornes, Harwell, East Hendred, Wantage 
and Uffington, continuing to the north-east borders of 
Wiltshire. 

Lewis states that ‘here are vestiges of a Roman road, 
and a barrow on the ridgeway was opened in 1838 but 
nothing found of any consequence.’

15. Cuckhamsley (or Skutchamore) Knob 


The ‘Knob’ is a mile to the north of the village, stand- 
ing close to the Ridgeway, and is asserted to be the burial 
mound of King Cwichelm of Wessex. In a.p, 1006 it 
was spelled ‘Cwichelmeshlaew.’ At other dates it has been 
called Quichelmeshlawe, Cwichelms-Hlaw, Scutchamfly - 
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CUCKHAMSLEY (OR SCUTCHAMORE KNOB)—continued. 


Knob, Cuckinslow, Scutchinslow, Scutchamfly Barrow, 
Scotchman’s Nob, Scratch my Nob, etc. The Saxon 
Witan was the great deliberative assembly at which legis- 
lation on matters of national policy took place and where 
judicial matters within the district were transacted. The 
Witan met in the open air, and the spot often selected 
was Cuckhamsley Hill. Wise, who wrote in 1738, thus 
refers to Cuckhamsley: ‘till lately there stood here a 
post for a beacon for which reason it is more known to 
travellers by the name of Beacon Hill. Possibly it might 
have been raised by King Cwichelm, who was in possession 
of these parts, or it may be the hill under which he lies 
buried.’ Hewett (writing in 1844) alludes to excavations 
‘lately carried out at Cuckhamsley barrow, when a large 
stone bead, some horses’ teeth, a small iron buckle, and 
fragments of charred wood were discovered. In the centre 
of the mound a large oaken stake was found, which shewed 
traces of the action of fire. In the seventeenth century 
the hill became famous as a market centre for the sale and 
exchange of corn and general merchandise. Military musters 
were also held here in the early part of the same century. 
Some relics from Cuckhamsley barrow are given in an illus- 
tration in Hewett’s Hzst. and Antiquities of the Hundred of 
Compton, 1844.

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16. Devil’s Ditch 


This remarkable earthwork is on the north of Cuckhamsley 
barrow and of the Ridgeway. It consists of a large bank having 
its ditch towards the south and its vallum towards the north. 
Sir Richard Colt Hoare says he followed it as far as Blewbury 
in an eastern direction, where he lost all traces of it. There 
is a tradition among the peasantry ‘ that this fosse, from one 
end to the other, was dug by the Devil in a single night, 
and that retiring to the summit of the Downs he there 
scraped his spade, the mould from which formed the barrow 
known as Cuckhamsley Hill.’ Another legend is that the 
ditch is a furrow made by the Devil, who traversed the 
Downs with his plough.

17. Mills 


A watermill is mentioned in Domesday Book at ‘ Henret.’ 

There are many documents relating to a mill called 
‘Ferthyngsmille’ among the Westminster Abbey muniments. 
The earliest reference is dated 1347, when it was granted by 
John, son of John Ferthyng, to Dom Robert de Hildesle. 
It passed apparently into the possession of John Southbury 
or Sudbery, who in 1396 granted it to Dom Roger 
Walden, Archbishop of Canterbury. Later it passed into 
the hands of the King, and eventually was given to the 
Abbot and Convent of Westminster. 

There are two ancient mills which are mentioned in 
old East Hendred documents. One is a corn-mill on the 
small stream which flows past the village, and probably is 
the representative of the one that was attached to the 
Manor of Framptons from the days of the Domesday 
Survey. In 1403 it was called ‘Litelbrygge Mill.’ The 
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MILLS—continued. 
small bridge just below it, at the point where the Portway 
crosses the brook, is now known as Ludbridge. 

The other mill belonged to the Manor of Arches and 
was called ‘ Fulling Miaill,’ from its connection with the 
cloth industry which flourished at East Hendred in the 
reign of Henry VIII. and probably earlier, and where 
the cloth was fulled or milled by beating with wooden 
mallets, and cleansed with soap or Fuller’s earth. A piece 
of land near the mill was named ‘ Fulling mill meer.’ The 
ruins of a mill were remembered by old inhabitants in 1759, 
when the Rev. George Woodward, the Rector, wrote his 
answers to Rowe Mores’s Queries.

18. IJudustries 


Agriculture has always been the chief industry of the 
district, although cloth and blanket making must have 
flourished at a remote period. At the neighbouring village 
of Milton the church is dedicated to St Blaize, the patron 
saint of woolcombers. This is a rare dedication, and goes 
far to prove the importance of the wool industry in these 
parts. At Milton an ‘ Image of Seynt Blase’ in the chancel 
is named in a will dated 1506. In 1751 one of the Eyston 
family states that ‘it appears that formerly the village [East 
Hendred] had the clothing trade belonging to it, there being 
some land called Fulling Mill Mere near to which some antient 
men remember with the remains of a mill.’ A field beyond 
the Church, known as Snell’s meadow, has terraces still 
remaining on the turf. These terraces were used as drying- 
grounds for the cloth which was manufactured in the village 
in or before the time of Henry VIII. and sold at the great 
fairs on Cuckhamsley Hill. The fairs were held on the

Downs, and reached from Cuckhamsley Knob to East 
Hendred along a straight green road once known as the 
‘Golden Mile.’ The fair was abolished by James I. in 
1620 in order to benefit the market at East Ilsley. 

In a manuscript notebook of one of the Robey family 
(see note on Robey’s Farm Account Book in Section I.), prices 
of corn and also rates of wages for agricultural labour are 
quoted. The same book contains an amusing comparison 
between two centuries, thus :— 


1743 1843 
Man to the Plough. Man, Tally Ho! 
Wife to the Cow. Miss Piano. 
Girl to the Yarn. Wife Silk and Satin. 
Boy to the Barn. Boy Greek and Latin. 
And your Rent will be netted. And you'll all be Gazetted. 


Farm wagons were made in large quantities at East 
Hendred, and the industry of patten-making flourished until 
goloshes took their place. Banbury cakes, gingerbread, etc., 
were a speciality of the village made by the Dennis family. 
John Dennis for sixty years had a stall at Abingdon market. 

In former days the village was largely self-supporting. 
The mills did a good trade in grinding corn, and the villagers 
baked their own bread. Two malthouses made the barley 
into malt and the farmers brewed their own beer. Feast 
week was the time to go round and taste each other’s ‘ tap.’ 

In coaching days a six-horse road wagon owned by 
the Wilkins family left the village for London every Sunday 
evening at 5 p.M. A post coach also ran from Wantage to 
London every Monday, Wednesday and Friday, discharging 
its passengers at the ‘ White Horse Cellars’ in Piccadilly. 


19. The Anctent Village Shop 


A fine specimen of Tudor domestic architecture has been 
preserved in the ancient village shop. The building has 
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THE ANCIENT VILLAGE SHOP—continued. 
herring-bone brick filling and a gable at each end, with oak 
barge-boards panelled with a succession of quatrefoils. It 
is believed that the shop was formerly the village inn, where 
the road wagons in the eighteenth century started from on 
Sunday nights for London. Afterwards the shop was kept 
for over fifty years by Lawrence Besley, a famous village 
character, who lived to be ninety-six years of age. Sowdon 
describes the shop as ‘the most perfect specimen of a timber 
and brick-built house remaining in this village. It is a 
perfect gem and is the delight of every artist who may come 
into the district. It has been many times painted.’ 

There is a photograph of the Village Street with the old 
Village Shop in Sowdon’s MS.

Note on Population 


In 1555, at a Census taken by order of Cardinal Pole, the 
population of East Hendred is given as 200 residents. 

Charles Eyston, who communicated the account of East 
Hendred to the Magna Britannia et Hibernia, published in 
1720, stated that the village then ‘consisted of between six 
and seven score houses, although at the time of the sup- 
pression of monasteries it was a considerable market town.’ 
In 1759 the population was given as between 400 and 500 
inhabitants. The Census returns of 1801 record ‘118 in- 
habited and 5 uninhabited houses, 153 families and 683 
persons. The acreage is given in 1808 as 2984 acres, in 
1905 as 3061 acres. The area of the parish is now about 
3196 acres.

I charge all my estate whatsoever with the payment of all my just debts. 

Whereas my mother is sufficiently provided for during her life, and I have 
no children, nor any friend or relation so dear to me as my wife, I devise 
unto my well-beloved wife Joan Keate and her heirs, after the decease 
of my mother, all that messuage wherein I dwell, with the orchard close, 
and two several half yard lands therewith usually occupied, called Coopers 
and Gubbetts, in East Hendred aforesaid, to hold to her & her heirs, 
immediately after the decease of Elizabeth my mother. I give her also 
all my meadow ground, containing about 12 acres, in Hurgrove in the 
manor of Sutton Courtney, and my dole of meadow ground (about 
Io acres) in Locking mead, and my customary messuage in East Hendred, 
now or late in the occupation of William Thomas, and all other my real 
estate whatsoever, and all my stock of cattle, corn and other goods; and 
I make my said wife my sole executrix.

Abstract of the will of Charles Eyston of East Hendred, co. Berks., esq., dated 
26 May 1718. 

Being by God’s grace stedfast and certain in the integrity of that faith which 
my ancestors have received & learned from the wholy Roman Catholic 
church, in obedience to the Apostolic See of Rome, I profess I have 
always lived and do desire to die. 

I give to my dear and loving wife Winifrid Dorothy Eyston all her dressing 
plate and all the goods her mother bequeathed unto her; and she shall 
have the use of my manor-house in East Hendred, and of the gardens and 
inclosed grounds thereto belonging rent free, until my eldest son be 21, 
upon condition she uphold and keep the same in good repair. 

To my eldest son & heir Charles Eyston, my seal ring, my great silver 
tankard, my family pictures, my best suite of damask table linen, Bishop 
Fisher’s staff, my two iron chests, and all my books, at his age of 21, and 
these legacies shall attend upon the inheritance of my manors in East 
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Hendred, and not be separated from them, the same or the greatest part 
of them descending to me from my ancestors. 

In compliance with an injunction laid upon me by my honoured mother 
Mrs Ann Eyston in her will, and in consideration of her leaving me sole 
executor, I give to my brother Robert Eyston an annuity of {10 out of 
the farm called Waseboroughs in Henbury, co. Gloucester, now in the 
possession of Elizabeth Edwards, to hold to himself, George Eyston and 
William Eyston his sons for the lives of them and the longer liver of 
them ; to be paid at the manor-house of Arches in East Hendred; to be 
determined if my son grant to my said brother, for the said three lives a 
lease of the messuage wherein my brother Robert now dwelleth and of 
the farm thereto belonging in East Hendred, late in the possession of 
one Edward Withey. For the maintenance, raising of portions & education 
of my younger children, viz. my daughters Winifrid, Frances, Ann & 
Catherine, and my sons Basil, John and William, I give to my brother- 
in-law Bazill Fitzherbert of Gray’s Inn, co. Middlesex, esq., and Henry 
Englefeild of Early Regis alias White Knights, Esq., my manor of 
Henbury, co. Gloucester, and farms (tenants’ names are given) in Henbury, 
Westbury upon Trym, Stowick, Barton Regis, and the parish of SS. Philip 
and Jacob in the suburbs of Bristol, upon trust to raise portions of £600 
for each of my said daughters, at their ages of 18 or marriage, and £400 
for each of my said younger sons, at their ages of 21; also to pay to my 
daughters Jane and Mary annuities of 40s. each for their lives; after the 
performance of which the premises shall remain to my eldest son. 

I give to my brother-in-law William Fitzherbert, esq., and to my three god- 
daughters, Mrs Dormer, Mrs Martha Englefeild and Mrs Belson, to each 
a gold enamelled cross of the value of 2 guineas. 

To my 2 nephews and niece, sons & daughter of the said William Fitzherbert, 
and to every cousin german who shall survive me, mourning rings of the 
value of a guinea; and to the bearers at my funeral, rings of 15s. apiece. 

To Mr Cuthbert Parkinson & Mr George Roper, 2 guineas each, and one 
guinea to Mr Atkinson. | 

To Mrs Anne Sherwood, a ring of 20s. 

To my servant William Frye, 20s. ; to my servant Charles Quinch, Ios. 

The servant that shall wait on me at the time of my decease shall have my 
wearing apparel. 

To every servant with me at my decease, a quarter’s wages and a quarter’s 
diet, above what may be due to them. 

To the poor of East Hendred, 45. 

To my two trustees, 45 apiece. 
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All the residue of my personal estate whatsoever I give to my said four 
younger daughters, equally among them, and I make my wife and my 
said trustees my joint executors.

5. Court Rolls of the King’s Manor 


from 1691 to the present time 


As this book was passing through the press, I learned, 
through the kindness of Mr George W. Smith of Reading, 
of the existence of some valuable Court Rolls and documents 
relating to East Hendred, which are at present in the 
possession of Mr Matthew J. Jarvis of Twyford, Berkshire. 

I have been allowed the privilege of examining them 
by favour of the owner, and have been permitted also to make 
a list of the most important. I have obtained for future 
purposes from the earliest Court Roll book a list of tenants 
of this East Hendred Manor covering the whole of the 
eighteenth century. 

The following descriptions of the two Court Roll books 
briefly indicate the contents of the respective volumes :— 


1691-1863. Court Rolls covering the period 1691 to 1863 are preserved in an 
old vellum-covered folio manuscript volume. The MS. is partly in Latin 
and partly in English. It contains a full record of the Courts held at 
East Hendred during the eighteenth century and a part of the nineteenth. 
At the end of the volume is a précis (not completed), followed by an 
Index Nominum which is styled ‘Index to Court Roll Book, No. 2.2. The 
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first volume, viz. No. I, cannot now be traced. As an accompaniment to 
the volume there is a MS. epitome giving the years covered, with useful 
notes as to customs of the manor, heriots, etc. 

The families most frequently named in the book are as follows :— 
Allin, Appleton, Batten, Besley, Bond, Castell, Champ, Cowdery, Ellaway, 
Eyston (also spelled Elston), Gegg, Hutchins, Ludlow, Robey, Sherwood, 
Smallbone, Snosell, Stampe, Tame, Titcombe, Tubb, Whistler, White, 
Wiseman, Yorke. 

1781-1897. Court Rolls from 1781 to 1897 bound in rough calf folio, with 
Index of names. The chief families mentioned in this volume are :—

Denniss, Ellaway, Gegg, Goddard, Robertson, Robey, Stibbs, Webb. 


There are also two rough MS. books, dated 1816-1833 
and 1834-1865, of about fifty pages each, closely written, 
giving Court Rolls of Hendred. They appear to be of 
small value.
